COMPARED WITH COMMON LAW MARBIAGE. 

“Take the situation as it tete today lu the State of New 
York. That State has always recognized what are called “con 
ton aw marriage; that IA unione without license or ceremony 
io Which the man and woman have represented thomecives to be 
habana and wife and have lived together in Chat relation. Eo 
many adventuremes took advantage of Unis system to claim ali- 
font from men who repudiated wach coapection and te claim 
dower in the estates of rich men who had lived and died as 
Ficdelors, that tho Legislature recently undertook to care the 
evi. The law which wes passed provided that such ommon- 
Deg marriages should be valid from thelr inception it within 
aix months a certificate was filed in the County Clerks ofice 
tearing the stgnatures of both parties. If po euch certificate was 
filed, the arrangement should not be a Valid marriage. 

“So in New York today we have a systemi of limited mar- 
riages eMabiiabed by law. That is, without filing the certificate, 
witbout any ceremony, without license or record, the marriage is 
perfectly valid for sis months and the couple are man aud wife 
in ‘the eyes ot the law, It they wish to part at the expiration 
of that period, they are divorced without any action of the court, 
for the coptract Which had doeu blading unti) then is suddenly 
wide vold from the beginning, They may (hen enter into a 
new contract with eadh other which will be Binding for six 
months, or they may God new partecrs in the matrimobial game. 

“This js even looser than Mr. Meredith's plan, since it makes 
no provision for children that may come of such 4 union. And 
in other States than New York tho ehifung of matrimonial bonds 
is ade almost as easy, although the courte must act to make the 
separation legal. in Kentucky, Rhode Island, Louisiana, New 
Mexico and Wheconsin couples may secare divorce by simply 
tiring Apart for 4 longer or Shorter time, without the necemity 
Of airing uny whplessant charges. And iu fortyelx States and 
Territories mafringee may be Uledolved on the merely technica) 
charge of desertion. 

UNIFORMITY DEMA NED, 

“Unquemionabiy, a general reform fe needed; but how fa it 
to be brooght vin? Mr. Abraham H. Hummel, of New York, 
Who ba probably the widedt repotation ta thie country as as 
Authority on divoree, dys in m recent umgarine article upon 
tals subject that the remedy must be found in uniform marriage 
aod dirorce laws throughout the country. But at the ovtert the 
diMiculty wems insurmountable, Hach State in teutous to Petala 
ite rights over Im Own citizens, and there te a widespread sènti- 
ment nennst any further centralization of govermment in Waid 
lùgton. If the States are to unite upon & common taw, which 
law dall be taken to the exclusion of all otbersT Shall it te 
that òt New York, which gives divorce on one xrodnd alone, 
inBdolity on (ke part of the husband or wite? There would be a 
BOW! Of protest from nearly every section ot the land. Thousands 
Wodld como forward from other States to contend that a good 
Woman bond not bo kept tied to a brutal man—one who habit. 
wally beats ber and Who mast degrade her ff she romanima with 
Ulm. 


“On the other hand. says Mr. Hummel, what would leaders 
of thought in New York say to throwing open the doors of the 
Divorce Coart so that any grievance that might bo mentioned 
would suffice; bad temper on the part of the wife—lncompata: 
bility, Id is termed—alaudonment, Insanity, or any other roarou, 
good or bad? I can imagine the force blasts from the pulpita, 
the ringing denunciation of the spellbinders during a campaign 
in the Empire State hinging on such a point.” 

UNINONMITY MORE IMPORTANT THAN HUMANITY OR AHK 

“But in the question of a uniform law the first opposition 
would be the most formidable. Let an agreement once be reached 
for uniformity either through constitutional amendment or other- 
wise, and the terms agreed upon by the representatives of the 
people will probably be acceptable to the pation at large. If not, 
other changes may be made later; but now uniformity is more 
important than the detalls of a proposed law,” 

COMMENT. 

Judging from the history of all the paat, there ls certainty 
much reason to fear that the "Courler’n" prediction would be 
verified: “The terms agreed upon by the representatives of the 
people will probably be acceptable to the nation at large,” no 
matter how much such agreement migbt violate tho plalnest 
principles of Hberty and justice, for the preservation and en. 
forcement of which principles it da supposed our present form 
ot government was adopted a little more than a century ago, 

No matter how unjustiy, bow secretly or corruptly a law 
may be enacted by the “representatives of the prople”—falely 
so called, since no man can honestly and truly represent any 
one but himself, especially in puch a complex machine as a ns- 
tional government no matter how corruptly such enactment be 
comes law of the land it ls next to impossidlo to got It repealed. 
The people supinely submit to it, as to the inevitable and ad- 
just thempcives to the situation as best they can. 

Witness aa instances the Comstock postal lawa, and the still 
later iniquity, the “anarchist deportation laws," under which the 
foremost writers and thinkers of the world would sot be allowed 
to land upon our shores, 

It ever there was a nation of law-worshipers tho people of 
the United States are that nation, Hence it would seem that 
the only hope ot successful resistance to the despotism of im- 
perlaliem and autocracy, religious, political or moralistic, in this

In spite 
of all thie Charles would have been content and happy In his 
artietic employment had it not been for further grievances, 
Frequently while the artist waa employed op a picture Jobn 
would disturd and binder him in a most unreasonable and 
thameful manner. IIe insisted upon placing daude of the prim» 
ing paint upon the partly completed picture, committing much 
havoc, changing the design of tho artist, producing undesirable 
effects and wholly or In part spoiling the picture, He disar- 
ranged the brushes, Injured the canvas, and compelled the artist 
to use such positions and light as wore pot conducive to the 
welfare of either the picture or the artist. 

Charles became discouraged, and has now decided that be 
will paint po more pictures, and he cannot sow engage in his 
artistic occupation in safety and comfort because of his impaired 
health, produced dy the cause before referred to, and the injus 
tice of being robbed of the ownership of bis pictures tends far- 
ther to dishearten bim. He bas made up bis mind that so long 
an he js bound to a partner and has not his personal freedom 
he wil] discontinue bls occupation as artist for such artist must 
be free in order to malotain conditions favorable for success. 
Ho loves pictures too well to bring into création those that are 
Inferior to his ideal. He bas decided that it be cannot produce 
n good picture he will produce none, and all well informed per 
sons and lovers of art will concede that he te Justified in so dotag. 

John still maintains the same opinion and course of action. 
He appears to be selfaatisfied and well satisfied with society and 
customs in general. His regard for bis partner remains about 
the same. His personal rights have not been interfered with 
by bis partner nor his selfiahooss restrained, therefore his re

new—If these dollare were allowed to be made in sufficient 
numbers to truly represent all the real wealth of the country, al! 
the houra and workebops; all the bread and other articles of 
food; all the clothing; all the raw material out of which food 
und clothes are made; all the tools of production, Including 
machines for transporting commodities and persons—if, in 
fine, there could be a dollar for every dollar's worth of real 
wealth at the prowent valuation; if supply of dollars could be 
allowed to equa) the demand for dollars, aw in all other com- 
uwdities, thes tbe outlook in regard to the financial futare 
would not be the verlag and perplexing problem it now ls.

both the parents, is well chown, and a senaible remedy suggesied 
n 4m article by the editor of tbo “Boston Herald™ of recent date, 
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headed “Lovers for Life,” which article though longer than I 
could wish, la here reproduced entire: 


“In one of George Glesing’s novela the bero declares that the 
only married couples who can live together happily are those who 
ean afford to have two separate establishments under the same 
roof. He protests againat the "huddlement of male and female” 

“Happiness in marriage is sald to bo merely a matter of mu- 
tual tact, but we are inclined to think It depends largely on the 
number of rooms for the display of domestic character and emo 
thon. Continual, forced propingelty ls a stirrer-up of strife; it 
is also tbe chief disillusloniser, The sight of the loved ope in 
some menial employment or grotesque attitude distresses the 
young husband vencered with refinement, because to bim homely 
domestic life is menial and grotesque. He would fain see his wife 
only on parade, robed becomingly, ready for reception, theater 
or dlecussion of Shakespeare and the musical glasses. Wooing 
her, he waa charmed by ber conversation; married, he thinks ber 
a chatterer. He le surprised when a common acquaintance speak# 
of ber as a clever woman; Sbe bas something to say.’

“The costiness revelation of poor human nature with its in 
firmiticn kille romance. Meo and women are reared, for the most 
part, lu disagreement with mature, and they are slow to realize 
that, if a man Ip not a bero to bie valet, neither le Rustacia, 
wedded, always a beroina to her Augustus. Undue propingulty 
brings in {ts train morning irritability, noonday restlessness, the 
boredom of long domestic evenings. ‘The thoughts bave all been 
interchanged, The solos and duets have all been sung. The 
husband regrete that he canoat moet his wife for the frst time 
and experience a new emotion, The Ginsinglans believe all this.

“Such & wedded life would make for greater independence 
af soul, The man would bo freer, more alert in business; the 
woman joes weakly dependent, jora solfish. If there were chil 
Aten, there would be no confilet of anthority to open childish 
eyes, po harsh words fo full on (oo receptive eara Man and wife 
would be on good behavior, as in the enanaring days of courtebip, 
At the weekly dinner—perbape fortnightly dinner would bo more 
pradent—Augustes would be brilliant and devoted beyond the 
power of any rival, and Ruetacta’s look would be more passion 
ately eloquent than the siren’s song. If the man is a humorist, 
what joy in calling on his wifo at an unscemly hour to set the 
neighbors agog: to take her to a restaurant and ‘open wine’ for 
her in the blaze of podlielty; to alight with der from a carirage, 
go to ber apartment and leave at a late bour; to send her flowers 
as an Amordas token; to persuade ber to a little supper at bis own

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Rut the Giesinglans are not the Inventors of thelr theory.

That the neverending living together le one chief cause of 
the overproduction of the unfit—of the class of children that no 
one wants, and that should never be born, needs no argument 
to prove. f once asked the averseer of the poor in Topeka, Kan 
wan, why It je that the poorer the parents the greater the num 
ber of children, Wie reply was substantially this: 

“Too close living together. The rich have their separate bode 
and hed rooma; the poor must live and sleep in one of two rooms 
amd cannot afford separate beds. The rich have other sources of 
arattsement, of enjoyment: the poor have only the gratification 
of thelr animal appetites and Inatinets, The temptation and the 
opportunity to indoles the sex appetite ja always present: hence 
the overproduction of children. 

That institutional marriage le no longer regarded by intel- 
Ugen oleervers as the beet safeguard of morality and the moat 
effectual protection to helpless motherhood and echildbood, t+ 
proved by euch utterances Ae that of Judge Almy of Cambridge. 
Mass, as reported in the “Boston Post" of Jan. 24; 

“Liquor apd matrimery are the chiet causes for all crimes,” 
ald Judge Almy of Kast Cambridge yesterday, bofore the Puth 
erg and Mothers’ Club at the new Country club house, 

“Nearly all the mes in the world,” he continued, “could 
be traced to either ane of these two causes.” 

Whoether Judge Almy bad In view the depraving Influence 
upon children unborn—through prenatal maternal impressions, 
fostered If not compelled by the artificial code, the antinatural 
code of morality Inherent in the popular ceremonial or sacra- 
mental marriage, In not quite clear, but that such was the fact e 
certainly not an Improbable inference.

It is probable that down in every woman's 
heart there Is a longing for motherhood, and it is bard to believe 
that this desire is “educated” ont of her.

ures are inexorable, and In the absence of ilumisating light from 
Dr. Hall it may be argued that in the case of Womanhood higher 
education la a bugbear that frightens away proposing man, or 
that it creates In the mind of woman à standard of manhood so 
high that it canont be dispelled until the dioom of fominine youth 
and attractiveness has vanished and the golden opportunity has 
gone forever, 

‘The specific cure for thie wretched stato of things Ls a course 
in fatherhood and motherhood in college not elective, bat com: 
palsory. Competent professors, to quote from Dr, Hall, should 
teach “the supreme joy of parenthood,” posalbly Illustrating It 
by thelr own lives, possibly holding themselves up In the misery 
ot celibacy as tho horrible examples, Young men should bo 
taught to be less selfish, women less Solcky, and beth should be 
encouraged to believe that comparatively early and rational 
marriages are tho highest obligation to the state. It is not for 
a layman to say how this je to be done, or what the immediate 
effects of “aspiration to motherhood” will be; that will be easily 
settled by Dr. Hall and the competent corps of professors.

KATHERINE BRESHKOVSKY. 


At this writing—January 29—Katharine Mreahkovsky ls leo 
turing bere In Chicago upon Russia and the Russians. f have 
pot vet ween her, nor heard hear speak, but am told that her 
meetings are attended by thousands of eager leteners, notwith- 
standing the fact that few, comparatively, of these bearers under 
stand Rumian. A pamphlet issued by Chan, H. Kerr, of this 
city, written by Ernest Poole, tella in brief the story of her life 
aud sufferings in behalf of human freedom, a story that has spe 
cial interest and significance now, in the light of current events 
in Russia. 

Describing her appearance the author of this pamphlet says; 

“Her bair, once cut In prison, bas grown again. A great 
wavy mass of gray frames a face broad, heavy, deeplined with 
wuffering. Her eyes, doep under bigharched brows, now fash 
the fires of her dream, sow beam forth the warm affections of 
one whom hundreds call endearingly ‘Babushka’--tittle grand- 
mother. Her voice, ma she spoke through our interpreter, ras 
swiftly over her own sufferings, but rose passionately deseriting 
her country’s degradation, Daughter of a nobleman and earnest 
philanthropist; theo revolutionist, bard labor convict and exile 
for 23 yoars in Siberia; and now a heroic old woman of 61, she 
bas plunged again into the dangerous struggle for freedom. The 
Ruslan revolutionary movement is embodied in this one herote

Much of the pamphict consists of a biographical sketch, told 
in her own words After tolling bow she became interested in 
the Liberal movement, socalled, in Russla~through witnessing 
the eufferings of the peasante driven from their bomes to starve 
upon the sterile lands assigned them by their masters, after the 
“Emancipation” edict of the Czar, Katharine Breahkoveky pro 
ceeds to relate how it came that she left the “LAborallet™ faction 
and became a revolutfoniat: 


“Three years later I married a Hberal, broad minded land- 
owner who took deep interest in the sematvo, our district moot 
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He established for mo a peasant’s agricultural school. Several 


of the younger land owners became Interested is our work. We 
met together frequently, and this was my Taat atiampt at Libera) 
ist reform, 

“It in a poor patriot that will not thoroughly try bis ger 
erement before he rises against It. We econ ned the laws and 


edicta; we found certain secant and long urgicciod pensant’s rights 
ot local enffrage; and then we began showing the peasants how 
to use these rights they already had. They crowded to the Jocal 
elections and began electing as judges, arbiters and other of 
ficlals, the Liberals who honestly beld the peasants” interests at 
heart. But when the more derpotic land owners were ousted 
from the sematvo and lost their source of (tọ use your language) 
‘graft.’ thelr leader denounced us to the Minister of the Interier 
as a band of conspiratéra Several of us were exiled to Siberis; 
my hustand and I were pat ander police surveillance, and my 
father was deposed from office without trial, as a ‘dangerous 
man’ for allowing such criminals to be at large. Punished as 
eriminala for teaching the peasant hie jegal rights, we saw the 
government as it was, the system of corruption, watchlag Jak, 
ously through spies and secret police that their prasant victim 
might pot be taught anything that could make bim thiok or act 
asa man. 

“A starting event now occurred. A Liberalist named Reich: 
ayev had already collected a revolutionary group Discovered 
and arrested, thelr trial in 187] was the first great event In the 
long struggle for freedom. Along the Great Siberian road the 
procesaion of politicale began, Meanwhile thelr revolotionary 
documents had been pabliahed, Never again bas the government 
allowed this blunder. Thote documents were read by thousands 
of Literals like us. The spirit of revolution was kindjed, 

“I was at (bis time 2¢ years obl. My husband like me bad 
a whole life before him, and therefore | thought it only fair to 
speak frankly, ! asked bim if he were willing to suffer exile or 
death In thin cawte of freedom. He sald that he was not. Then 
I left him. ;

Here ls the account of ber Gret arrest and Imprisonment: 

“The System, alarmed by their spies, made wholesale ar 
reste. 1 was under a peasaot’s name in Podolia In my wallet 
was our manifesto, also maps showing the places already reached 
and those nest to be organized, A servant girl spied them and 
told the servant of the local police agent. An bour later he came 
rushing in, and jerked the manifesto from my wallet. His eyes 
popping with excitement, he read the paper in a loud, thick voloe, 
An that simple but stirring proclamation of freedom, equality 
and lovo wan read, the poor. ignorant people thought it the 
longed for proclamation from the Czar. The pows spread. Men, 
women and children ruabed up, The district attorney came and 
be too read H aloud. Then suddenly the chief of police arrived, 
glanced at the wild, joyous faces around, and seized the doce 
meot “What is thie?” he asked me roughly. ‘Propaganda,’ | 
replied, ‘with which the attorney and the gendarme have been 
very viciously inciting the people. 

In Jal) I was led down to the ‘Black Hole,” As I came dowa 
two besotted wretches were stumbling up, I was pushed in, the 
heavy door slammod, and bolts rattled in total darkness, At 
ence I waa sickened by the odor, I took a step forward and 
slipped, for the floor wae soft with excrement, I stood still until 
deadly sick I sank down on a pile of straw and rags, A minote 
later | was stung sharply back to consclousness and sprang up 
covered with vermin. Į }eaned against the walle and found them 
damp. So I stood up all night In the middle of the hole. And this 
was the beginning of Siberia. * * » 

"i awalted trial in a new St. Petersburg prison, My cell 
was 9 feet long, ö feet wide and 7 feet high. It was clean, and 
A hole above gave plenty of alr. My bed was an iron bracket 
with mattress and pillow of straw, rough gray blanket, coarse 
sheet and pillow caso, I wore my own clothes. This cell I never 
left for over two yesra.”

At length Katharine Breahkovaky was tried and condemned 
to Sve years at bard labor in the prison mines, to be followed 
by exile for Ute in Siberia, Of the journey thither tòis is what 
sho gays: 

“Secretly at night, to avold a demonstration, ten of us were 
led out. Other tens followed on successive nighta In the street

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below were cloron ‘telegas’—heavy hooded vehicles with three 
Borsea each. Into coe | was placed, a stout gendarme squeezes in 
on each side, to remain there two montha. Just before my knees 
aat the driver. We went off at a gallop, and our 6,000 mile jour- 
ney began. The Greal Siberian road was feollagly described by 
Mr. Kennan. A succession of bumps of all sizes; our springiess 
telegas jolted and Lounced; my two big gendarmes lurched; oar 
Doreee comtinusiiy galloped for they were changed every few 
hours; we bounced offen a whole week without stopping over 
tee minutes day or aight; we euffered that peculiar agony that 
comes from long lack of sleep, Our officer ordered the geadarmes 
mever to leave us. At times we women held shawls between the 
gendarmes nud our friends, Three wives who had come to share 
their husbands’ e were treated the same, Wo were all dressed 
im convict clothes. The men had also beavy chains on feet and 
wrists; (heir heads were partly shaved, Our officer kept the 
money given him by our ənxioua friends at bome, and gave ue 
eech the government allowance of four and one balf cents a day, 
For sleep, we were placed in the etapes (wayside prisons). Mr. 
Kennan has well described the collerecking, crawling, Infected 
with scurvy, covaumption and typhoid, They had bg walis 


-Peaghly covered with plaster, often red from vermin killed by 


tormented sleepers, The alr was invariably nolsome from the 
open excrement tule; the long bench op which we slept had no 
bedclothes. Through the walls we heard the endless jangiing 
ot fetters, the moaning of women, the cries of sick babies. On 
the walis were a ma:s of inscriptions, names of friends who had 
gege before us, news of death and insanity, and shrewd bits of 
advice for outwitting gendarmes. Some were freshly cat, but 
oce worm eaten love poem looked a century old. For along this 
Great Sit- tian road over a million men, women and children 
bave dragked, 250,000 alnce 1876, people from every social class; 
murderers and degenerates side by side with tender girls who 
were exiled through the jealous wife of some petty town official.” 
= 2 U., 

The story of ber te in the mines and in exile is too long 
to be reproduced here, much as t would ike to do so. That this 
truly wonderful woman did not AU up the full measure of ber 
sentence of perpetual exile in Siberia is attested by the fact that 
she ja now here in Chicago dolng what sho can “for Russia's 
freedom.” The last paragraph of the pamphlet from which I 
have quoted reads thus: 

“Yow believe in assassination. Revolution by the whole poo- 
ple is our oae object, and for this the time de near. The Japanese 
war bas caused the deepest bitterness ever felt ia Russia; to (he 
(44,000 lives lost In a century of moclesd wars, now over a hum- 
red thousand wil) be added; and every hamlet will mourn Ste 
dead, Then wilt our 400,000 workers call op the millions around

als or byrsterteale: but It will out. Im the meantime, let as re 
member that people are not always aa good as their boastings, 
and that the only excuse for any law la that it incronses human 
happinens without unnecessarily curtailing human liberty, or tu» 
fringing upon onr equality of lberty, 

“That marriage law la best which allows the greatest liberty 
conelstent with equal liberty, and which affords just protection to 
each Individual directly concerned and the state against pauper 
and degenerate offepring, Soclety iu ite collective capacity can 
not be darmed, and it au individuals are protected from harm, 
from injustice, the social order is perfectly preserved. Bo, then, 
let us unite to defend the liberty of all to live natural and happy 
lives through casy diyoree and the right of remarriage.

Whether the ways of God are as foolishness tò man” or sot, 
certalaly the ways of sore men are as foolishness to the world 
in which they live, The author of "Thoughts of a Fool” writes 
un though she (the autbor Is reputed to be a woman) was proud 
of the appellation of fool, which tithe sba opines will be here 
when the world has read her hook, Cheorfully sho takes the 
naima and the fame, only bent upon delivering her message to 
that world, In twenty-five chapters of autobiography, criticlem, 
wit and argument Kvelyn Gladys unbowoms herself to ail the 
reet of creation, Awi telis it what sha thinks of It. 

There ta no worship of custom iu these pages, nor le there 
either any bowing down to sacred Meals; everything is tried and 
measured by standards at once unique and original; standarda 
which the author derives from her Inner copgchoprperg, pro to 
speak, after perceiving that the world le a place where people 
talk and yet do not do; a place where it la only necessary to 
profess a bellet in a Using. and not at all necessary to do that 
thing Moral standards, religions, philosophies, sclences, mar- 
tiago, government and all the other sacred vessels of our varied 
Virtues are taken up by ber only to be cast down and broken 
into (ragmesta, 

The author of “Thoughts of a Foo!" tn an iconoclast of the 
first order; and she would sweep away without compunction all 
our idole, She works in a very original manner and in a style 
which makes op in vigor for whatever it lacks in other waya, 
and which eparkies with wit and laughter, She i» not too par- 
ticular about her language, either, seeming to look for the words 
which will express ber wherever they may bè found, and coin - 
Ing words without compunetion it such are not forthcoming.

nor does It stop with mere attack, but bullds up where it tears

In 
the primitive human assoctation the Family was large in er 
tent, end the outline vagis; the boundaries of kinship, in cases 


where the waman might have several husbands, or the husband 
roveral wives, wero hard to trace; paternal feeling was little 
or not ai all developed: and the whole institution rested op the 
maternal Instinct of eure for the young, In the middle societies 
of civilization, and with monogamie arrangements, the Family 
grow exceedingly efinite to form and cireamacribed in extent, 
The growth of property and competition, and the cellular ays 
tem of soleil". developed a kind of warfare betwoon the units 
ot which zou lein was compocod, These units were familles. The 
esential communtem andl fraternity of society ot large was 
dwarfed now and contracted Into the limits of the family; and 
this inetitution arquired am extraordinary importance from the 
fact that it alone kopt alive and showed In miniature (intenal- 
fied by the darktors and chaos and warfare outeldo) the sacred 
fire of haman fraternity, So great was this importance, in fact, 
Lat tho Holy Fan he became one of the central religious co- 
orptions of the civilized period, and H was commonly thought 
that society owed ite existence to the Family—tastead of, as 
war the case. the (ruth being reverse, namely that the Family 
was the condensation of the principle which had previously 
existed, though difuecd and urconscious, throughout society, 

The third and future stage le, of courte, easy Lo see—that 
W, the expansion ngain of the conception of the family ców- 
lost into (he fraternity and communism of all society, It 
Je obvious that sa thie takes place the family will once more 
Jose ite definition of outline and merge moro and more again 
swith the larger za al groupe in whieh It is ibmbedded—but not 
tute the old barbaric society Ip whieh the conception of human 
fellowship lay difusat and only dimly auroral, but into the 
newer doclety In whieh it sbalil be clear and allituminating as 
the sun, 

Thus the Family institution in ite present form, and as far 
aa that form may be sald to be artificial, will doubtless pass 
away, Nevertheless there remains, of cours, and must remain, 
ite natural or physiological basie—namely, the actual physical 
relation of the parents to cach other and to the chikdi. One, por 
haps, of the most valuatle results of the Monogamic family in- 
stitution under civilization has been the development of the 
Paternal fecling for the child, which iu primitive society was sa 
weak. Today the love of man and wife for each other la riveted, 
on it never wan in ancient days, by the lender beauty of the 
ehild-face, in which each parent sete with strange emotion his 
en features Biended with the features of his loved o- the 
actual realization of that union whieh the lovers vo desired, and 
which yot eo Otten seomed to them. after all, not consammated 
The little prolongation of oneself, eurrying to its eg the star- 
look of another's love, and descending a stranger Into the world 
to face a destiny all ite own, touchis the most personal and 
mortabclose feelings (ën well as perhape the most impersonal) 
of the beart Aud while today this aight often reconciles has 
band and wife to the legni chaine whieh perforce hold them to 
gether, in a Free Society, we may hope, it will more often be the

Armstrong Rede argument a means for amusement fie isa 
verbal fencer of superlative akil] wbo delights in eshihiting his 
dexterity as an expert swordsman prides in the rapid play of hie 
rapier. And, regarded from a purely exhibitery viewpoint, it 
must be admitted that ie performance te mimirabie 


None ls 
better equipped than he for iateliectual contest. tt ia protable 
that as a cogtroversialiet his equal doas not wale. Were he to 


aliy himself with truth, he would be invincible. A thinker be ta, 
fat with mind more aubtic than profound, fitting him with pe 
tullar excefience for that fallacious reasoning which the super- 
ficial investigator finds eo fatally convincing. Iut for the vital 
verity of things he concerns himself not the least 

For many years 1 have watched with interest Armatrong’s 
mental acrobatics, aod during the period of this cer vation he 
han both espoused and opposed, with impartial Incowslstency, 
about every theory la the province of modern philosophic thought. 
There frequent changes of position do not appear to have resulted 
from any change of opinion, bis ideas being always conveniently 
interchangeable in agreement with whatever opportunity for dle 
putation. 

In this respect he reminds me of a story stout Tom Marshall, 
Kentucky's famons legal fom|pary and invpired inebriate, On 
ope occasion be was hastily called in by the defense in s criminal

“This, gentlemen of the jury," he thundered, "ia the falls- 
clous line of argument that presumably will be followed by the 
prosecution in an attempt to convict this Innocent man, and I 
present it to you in advance in order that | may demonstrate to 
you bow fulee and misleading it la.“ . 

Then followed an eloquent appeal for the prisoner that re 
sulted in acquittal 

Doubtiesa, without the least intending to be po, Armstrong 
te tight op one point. There le, in truth, no difference between 
myself and his pet Thomas cat, as be ro pleasantly pute it.

SEXOLOGY IN COLLEGE 
Under the head, "Wellesley Rare the Sex Question.” and under 
the eubhead, Ten Students of Graduating Class Who Desire 
Scientific Information Are Rebaked,” the New York “World” 
ot February 24, 1965, bas the following article: 


“Some indignation has been cauned in the facalty of Welles 
Wey College over a carious acewsation from one of the graduates, 
Who charges the college with a prudery that at hast tea of ite 
students hotly resented. 

“The matter bas a double significance from the fact that it 
fe practically a test of how far the question of sox may be ig- 
bored in college training. The assumption of the college, as 
¢ostalned In the gradeate’s acconnt, that the official recognition 
Of menneed ihe dignity of the institution Jeaves a wide margin 
tor eritictum and differing opinions, which seem to be forth- 
roming. 

"The whole affair hinges on the demand of ten of the mem 
bere of the graduating clase for a rciept är lecture on ‘Reprodac 
ten! ‘They were peremptorily refused by every member of the 
faculty, and when they cd that a doctor be brought from Dow 
ton to furnish the desired treatise they were made to understand 
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that their request was looked upon not only aa unusual, but Ip 
delicate, 

“The incident waa brought to light by the ‘Questionaire, 
issued by the Wellesicy Club of New York. This was intended 
to elicit from ite members, the alumnae of the college, what 
benefite they had obtained from college life, what lacks they 
had felt, in what particulars they hed found they had suffered 
detriment, and they were sakod for suggestions for the curricu» 
tum and the general atmosphere that surroands the college giri, 

“This was sent oot ot Christmas. it was exhaustive, cover- 
ing intellectual, moral and physical questions, aed by So means 
neglecting that notably feminine possession—the emotions. 

“Twenty per cent of the clad replied, the latter day graduates 
being naturally those best represented, aa thelr college days 
were nearest and dearest in memory. These replies were read 
last Saturday at the Woman's University Club, No, 10 Gramerey 
Park, While the nainesn were carefully concealed—the condition 
imposed that there migbt be no embargo op frankneta—the opin- 
fons of many were (oo well known to thelr associates to fall of 
recognition, 

“Tho protest from the graduate already mentioned came gp: 
der the hoad of ‘Phyatea)” it was addrewed to Mra Lather 
Gulick, who bandied that department of the volantary statistics, 
The writer ald ehebad found the ‘Questionaire’ so complete that 
only the question of sex remained to be broached. She brought 
it up. abe said, because she believed the attitudes of the college 
to be a mistaken ope op that point. 

“Thea sbe related tbat toward the close of her college course 
ten ot the students of the graduating class desired to bavo a 
lecture on reproduction. She was made the spokesman. As it 
had been anderstood among the giris that such a lecture was 
invariably gives to the graduates before commencement, abe was 
amaaed to be received with shocked surprise by the teacher whom 
abe consulted. After some Inquiry it was discovered that a former 
teacher had furnished the desired lecture to two or three grad 
wating Classes as a courtesy. 

“This member of the faculty had left, however, The demand 
that another fll ber place was promptly refused, None was 
willing it was (ben that the students applied to the highret 
court of appeal for a doctor, preferably a woman, who could 
impart the necessary scientific information. This was also re 
fused, the girte being made to feel that It would be a reflection 
npon the Institution. The graduate concluded ber lotter with 
the significant comment that she ‘could hardly see dow the dig 
nity of the college could be compromisal by what was a necessary 
part of the knowledge of every grown woman.” 


Hot itte comment seema called for in a cave liko thie, The 
clipping telle ite own story. That the publication of incident» 
like this in the popular papers, like the New York “World.” will 
attract serious aitention all over the country, Would seem probe 
bie, and that public educators cannol much longer neglect the 
most important of all the departments of human physiology 
and paychology, le morally certain.

You might publish artictes deallng with the evils of the 
existing system of marriage until doomsday and advocate [ree 
love and all the rest of It, bat you will dot succeed In altering 
buman nature, and the chances are that you will do a great deal 
more harm than good. So far it appears that the general 
tendency of all (reethought teaching and “apeals to reason,” fn 
preference to appeals to instinctive knowledge of what le right, 
have been productive of more evil than good, as witness the effect 
of Thomas Palne's and Robert Ingereoll’s writings upon the life 
of your able contributor, Helen Philbrick, whose palnful letter 
appears In your eene dated Sept, 15th. 

And I think this is but one example of the general effect of 
wach writings upon the minds of those who imbibe them. Moat 
treethought writings, whatever good (or bad) they may ultimate 
ly do, bave so far simply inflamed the minds of readers and 
awakened such discontent that they, lu many cases. have re 
linquiahed “the creed which until that time had been thelr strong 
defense In the hour of temptation,” and followed the teachingn of 
the fale prophets, only to discover too late that the following 
thereof led them “lo the portale of death. and with the wreck:

We may tako as an Illustration, Tolstoy--who ia a master 
in the great art of seeing and writing correctly, and yot, when 
u comes to portraying the best alde of soolety, Is be fair; of doos 
he appreciate the value and splendor ot acience, or even of art? 
All of us who admire bim so much, deprecate this seemingly 
needless limitation.

Doses Harman ban requested my opinion of two little books 
which he has xeni me for review, “Jeanette” and "Ber Radi- 
calism,” 

Jeanette“ ia a vivid story, remarkably wellwrittes, but 
somewhat sensational. Asido from ber pbyalcal beauty, how 
ever, the heroine de not presented Ip à particularly attractive 
cbt ele seems weak and mentally colarless, for which, it one 
cannot blame her, one may not praise her, either. But the moral 
and merit of the story Ma strong exposition of the conspiracy 
thal presents its almost impenetrable front to any “Delilah” who 
would reform—a conspiracy of the roud and religlonist, of the 
prudish and prudent, of the malicious and the conventional, As 
a means of breaking this conspiracy which forces down and 
holds down the “fallen woman,” this story should do much good. 

“Sex Radicalism" is one of the beet things written for many 
n year in tale line It le so temperate and fair, and calm and 
kind in tone, and ruch care is used to employ words not ofensive, 
yet scientifically accurate, while all due honor ts paid to the 
finer issues Involved and touched upon. It is rather a book of 
suggestions than of offered solutions, but, nevertheless, the road 
in most places is so clearly pointed out that few can fail to 
fiod thelr way, once started, One often wiahes, however, in 
places, that more bad been said. It is m woman's touch all 
through, but a woman, brainy and thoughtfal and scientifically 
nurtured. 

1 sincerely regret, however, that the work begins by an 
attack on Christianity as mostly to blame for modern serip 
porapce and bondage, This pot only arouses prejudice against 
the book at the start, from a great many In whose bands we 
Dicht wish to place the work, bat I feel it also is Bot true. 

The sexual subjection of woman can, I believe, bo traced 
hack always to war, When war began, violence dominated life, 
all lusta were allowed to the victor, whatever was desired was 
seized by force, slaves were made, and woman was enalayed and 
her sex held subject to her captor, whose property she waa. 
Lust and rope started in war, and lust and rape, in open or 
secret forms, held woman subject to man, and still Bold ber, 
an far as sho ia beid, This has been, and le now, practically uni- 
versal, all over the world, without regard to the religion or no 
religion of the people. Wherever religion bas organized ac a 
priesthood, doviring power and emolument, it has connived at 
and sanctioned this subjection of woman, but Christianity has 
been no Worse than the others, Organized religions always let 
institations alone, and, if they are strong, support and sanction 
them. The church le always on the side of the strong bat- 
tallons. When Dora Forster's Ideas become commos and re 
apectable, she will find the church blandiy biesaing them And 
there are too many Infidels and eoclaliste stubbornly supporting 
monogamy for us to throw many stones, Our emery in the case 


i» not the church, bot the law, and back of the law, and making 
and enforcing It. the lust of the average man to own lbe woman 
he desires, the perverted ideal of the woman, which mau bas 
forced upon and inbred and trained Into her, to give herself 
entirely to ide man she loves, to absorb him wholly to herself,

We thougbt 
ihat euch childish bids for aympathy bad, with characters of 
the Little Nell type, gone owt of serious literature. An well ex- 
hibit an elephant together with a mouse and point out a moral 
that one fs the result of the other. Whatever the book's de 
merits, in regard to redandancy and detail, there can be no 
doubt that it serves ita evident purpose of calling attention to 
the growing mosopolization of land and the posalble dangers 
arising out of concentrated ownership, Here the author bas 
boon successful, and po one can read the book without a fuller 
sense of the ecatiomic changes going on about us.

Why honid we hesttate to leave the long traveled highway of 
den ventivaality and custom? Whatever these may have contrib- 
Wied to the welfare of society in the past, they cannot be ex 
paoted to contain all of wisdom, por all of happiness for human 
ity, To be happy le the chief ead and alm of human exiatence 

No ose can be happy while chafing under the restrictions 
Which schei? now enforees upon the strongest and, without 
tiwabt, tbe beet inatinet of our natures, namely, that which mast 
‘feats Mselt iħrough the affections 
(Strange as it may scom, while the clergy, who are largely 
tespousible for this state of affairs, recognise the evils which 
have guwo ent of the restrictions and limitations referred to, 
they steatfastly refuse to place the blame where It rightly be 
tongs. and vainly suppose that they can overcome thexe evils 
by Ul Kreater restrictions and are using every effort to cet 
‘Shem evtadliabed by law. 
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Their eforta with regard to uniform divorce laws is only 
one instance of thin, and we do not object to being put on 
record as making the prediction that they will utterly fall to 
accomplish their object, If the result ot past effort la any criterion 
to judge by. 

Moreover, we predict that their refusal to remarry divorced 
persons will rewult in the determination of euch persons to die 
pense with the services of clergymen and justices of tho peace 
an well, when they desire tO remarry, aod thus set the fashion 
for those who have never been married to do tie same.

It has become more or Joss unpopular In thom days to put to 
death those who differ in opinionas from the powors that be 
perhaps owing to the fact that the more dimentery put to death 
tha more numerous they became D be al customary to ert 
cise and ostracize and even persecute ip various petty ways 
those who dare to show their contempt for conventians! decrees 
and customs, and are honest ehough to patiefy, ën far ag pomible. 
all the noede of their threefold naturee—plysical, mental, and 
epiritual—io the simplest and moet notaras? matiner, without ree 
ognising sny necessity to practice hypoerisy and deceit, or suffer 
shame of condemnation because thereof. 

Ose king of peaple who doubtless wold be most severe tn 
their erlticlem of the idea of freedom in eexus! relationa can oaly 
ke claenified as the figteaf contingent of society, became (he

‘The “figleaf contingent” In but little If any worso than the 
ridse which | shall ptak of aa tbe “white feather brigade,” who 
hate the sham and pretense, the bypocrisy and deceit of con 
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ventional life, and realise the possibilities for haman happiness i 


in a larger measure of social freedom, yet they are afrald to stand 
firmly by their convictions, aud no they continue to wear. their 
particular badge of slavery, which might as well be a "Agleat” 
as a “white feather” except that it is the manifestation of a 
slightly different stage of development, as one who haa advanced 
trom the primary department into an Intermediate grade of 
schooling. /

many returning travelers that It becomes a cause of wonderment,

We learn better after a whilo—at least that has been my 
own experience, for I am willing to stand in the “confessional” 
if by wo doing I can better illustrate the polat I desire to make 
clear.

“WOMEN, LOVE AND LIFE.” 

One of the stroog, virile, aggressive, uncompromiaing, uncon- 
ventional, Independent thinkers and writers of our era of transi- 
thou from {aith to reason, from superstition to ecleace, is Wiiliam 
att. of London, England. Though not an iconoclast of the old, 
to the extest that most of Locuren’s contributors are lconociasta, 
Mr. Pistte books show that he le by so means a worshipper 
at tbe shrine of Madame Grundy, por ls be follower of Faul or 
Deter in his theological views, 

to order that our readers may better understaod the at 
titede of Brother Piatt towards the sex revolution, I herewith 
make some selections from his book entitled, “Women, Love and 
Lite": 

"A lady at a ball dropped ber garter, and the humanity 
present divided into two usual classes, elther smirked with the 
lowdoess of hemanity, or blushed with the lewdness of hu 
manity. Wut the great King Edward took up the garter and 
sald, ‘Let the shame be on the thinker of shame, a thing for 
all eternity to remember. 

“And the great King, porsuing his noble thought, founded 
an order of Knights, the Knights of the Garter. And the mean 
ing of thelr foundation was thie--to cry out thelr eternal truth 
that to men noble of pature garters and the thighs they bind, 
fesh, vex, nakedness, all ie grand and boly—tet the shame 
be to the lewd man who smirks, let the shame be to the lewd

Love then 
thinks frst of the children to come—it le that we call bonor 
in love. 

“It is the thought of the children which Issues the command 
to a girl that sbe must make her lover swear, before he reaches 
her body, that be will own proud to the fatherhood of the 
children of thelr bodies: that vow we call marriage, People 
say “It ls for the protection of women"; were it only that, a 
woman would be justiGed in setting it aside; but le more than 
that, it is for the protection of the race; that la why it is sọ 
dcop a rule of honor. A man who touches any woman, pp matter 
whom, without having married ber, ls no man; yet the woman 
who allows a man not marriod to her to touch ber In one whom 
no person with a heart will judge—tho suffering sha e bound 
to meot will stone—yot let all remember that the jaw of honor 
is marriage, And remember that there la no troo marriage savo 
that which welcomes the children Into the world with joy;

In Matthew ix: 16,17, we find (hie old truth prosented: “No 
man potteth a plexe of new cloth Inta an ald garment, for that 
whieh is pur in to All it up taketh from the garment, and the rent 
la made wore,” 

“Netther do men put Hew wine Into old bottles; else the 
bottles break anit the wise runneth out, and the bottles perish; 
bat they put now wine into new bottles, und beth are preserved,” 

And yot, at tho beginning of the twentieth century, we find 
eoctety trying to accommodate tte to laws and customs two 
thousand years old; weing itself aa a patch upon a conventional 
garment woven by a medieval priesthood. 

Je it not time a garment which requires euch contioual and 
vxtensive patehing be consifered to have outlived Its usefulness 
and be rejectea altogether? 
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There always a ewinging backward of the prndelum which 
at the same time means a forward movement 

Would it pot appear at thle time that the force of legislation, 
convettionallty and custom which has been drought to hear 0 
heavily upon mankind in the part two thousand years has er 
hausted itself, and that humanity stands at the portal of an era of 
freedom such as the word has never known before? 

Let us now briefly consider (be subject of teiau) freedom in 
comparison with institutional marriage. 

The most striking difference between the present restrictive 
condition and the one herein advocated is that the first named 
prevente many iodividuale (whe for one reason of another donot 
epter into institutional marriage) from giving any expression to 
perfectly good and natural impulers and cauers them to go 
ibrough Hie unloving and unleved, thus cheating them of the 
wewoetest and dearest experience thal lè given to mankiod to ep 
joy, and too offen compela men sud women who have entered 
institutions! marriage to remain in a condition that is unlesrable 
ta them, where the element of hatred iè enguodered and they 
look forward to no relief from it eave the death of wer ar the 
other. And the socalled Christian church stili fosters ech a 
relatios to the extent that it fain woul use its influence to secure 
the enactment of legislation which would reoder it sl more 
difficult for people to free themselves from such a Art? under the 
plea of “preserving the sanctity of tbe home.” 

To the average married man and woman the terme “home” 
and “hell” have become synonymous, although each and every 
one of them without doubt entertain a higher conception of what 
“home” should be; pet all the churches and all the lagisisturas 
cannot create à home where fore, the one lndlepensable elemen 
js lacking, any more than a builder can erect a brick house witty 
oat brick. 

Apyone’ who will conscientionty study thie qoretion cannet 
fail to arrive at the conclusion to which many of vur most ep 
lightened thinkers Dave already arrived, namely, that the chiet 
doctrine of institutional marriage (which be the ownership by the 
husband of the wife's sexual orgeos and al) that pertains there 
to), is the rock upon which so many “homes” have foundered. 

The promulgation of thie doctrine has Jed to the practise 
of bypocriay and Cecelt; it has promoted selfishness and jealousy, 
eteated discord and inharmony; engendered strife, hatred and 
misery, and eansed the murder of many hapise men and women. 

In the name of è long outraged humanity, let us abolish 
sach doctrines, for surely the mind of man can conceive of 
nothing more dellish and undesirable than this 

It is unnecessary to tay that in pleolute freedom of sox rela 
tion the evils above enumerated would be overcome, becauen each 
individual would be taught from childhood that the pex organs 
were not vile and uns denn. and that they were worthy of all respect 
and coneideration; that they shoold be aa freely spoken of as to 
thelr use in the promotion of health and happiness by magnetic 
contact with the sex organs of cthers, as well as for the propa 
gation of the speciet, even as the uses of the heart, stomach and 
liver are now freely spoken of. We would, ender ihis system 
(if it can be called such) song leara that the magactiam of some 
people which did not benefit us might rightly be avoided, Just as 
we now avoid eating certain Kinds of food which we have found 
by experience does not agree with us or le a positive Injury to us 

This le not an wmreasonable propositics te anyooe who will 
fairly eliminate joogestabliahed prejudice from his mind ip a 
desire to assist in the cetablishment of a new and better can 
dition than the old. Neither is it so difScult to put into opera 
on as some might suppose. 

The effort most needful is to destroy tho idea that one Indi- 
vidual bas any right to contro) over apy fenction of the body of 
another Individual, 

For the sake of Uiuetrating my point take a married man 
imbued with the doctrine ef institutional marriage, who there. 
fore believes Uist he le the owner and controller of hin wife's 
sox organe and consequently would be throws Into a Gt of um 
govermable rage at the Knowledge that sbe bad engaged in the 

sex relation with apother man. thus robbing him of somothing 
which he believed to be bie own ovclusive property; yet this same 
man is most frequently found arranging clandestine meetings 
with other men’s wives, who doubtless hold the same opinion of 
ownerablp of their wives’ sex organs that be kat does, 

Just what the psychological condition of this man’s mind Is 
that permits him to contemplate with equanimity the prospect of 
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sharing Ope woman wilh another man tied fet the other 
woman, le part all Raman comprehension, eepectally shen be be 
artually better and bappler with the one he shares than with the 
owe be does pot. 

The only reasonable coneiusioe be that Ii ir berami in the 
wor case he js ilimite by bis idea of owper»dip of the womas 
and Ip the other he is not 

What, then, be the remedy? What bul the ane we advorate— 
the elimisation and utter destraction of the ides of ownership. 

This argument might be extended indefinitely but i has wee 
suficiently considered from the standpolat of mewiing grneral ob 
ections and 1 desire tn the doing part of (hie paper to dwell 
to some extent further upon the benefits to be derived from the 
conditions herein advocated,

Lead a great deal Ip exclamations and startling punctuation 
marks, from Writers who cannol get over wondering that perà 
things happen in “free America” ns well as in empires and king 
dome | do not wonder, and H Le vrcierg to wax wrathy. 

i lived in Chicago when innocent mes and women were 
watched day and night, and whenever the authorities thought 
best ber were arrested aad hauled to the bäisse auen asd sub 
Ned to a faree of an inquiry and thea diemiseed without s 
charge. when dynamite was convenientiy “found” by the officers 
who had placed it there; when our home was watched for 
month, so (bat every friend who came to re us was marked; 
when people every day wero arrested for speaking or writing 
what they thooght. 

| was locked ap for four days once because | was writing 
ap editorial for the Alarm, whieh never was allowed to appear 
again, apd ence for accompanying a friend to nee her husband 
before tde state Killed bim. My bome has been searched without 
reason; desks broken open wiibout warrant; letters kept back, 
opened aod contents porloined, And then after eighteen Jong. 
agonising months, the state killed four noble men who had pever 
been proven guilty of anything bat seal for the freedom of the 
rae, Grove one to a mysterious death in his cell, and condemerd 
three others to hard labor and solitary confaement in prison. 

After this experience do rou wonder that | never am artom 
ished at anything thot authority does? 1 am not expecting any 
thing more from the United States gorerament than I am from 
Nustand of Remia. AU are strongly entrenched governments. 
wielded in the interwets of a clans according to crystallized potions 
hundreds of years old. 1 am sot even surprised or indignant 
when the lawa, səth as they are, are broken and constitutions 
violated 

For I live in Colorado, You know what I have seen here, 
and how, when our mlilionaire mine owners want anything, laws, 
constitations, considerations of humanity—nothing stands ip the 
way of thelr getting it Seo when the authorities want to silence 
a good old man and a philosopher because be ta saying dangerous 
(to them) Using, and even try ta put him ia prison again where 
he could pot live many months I am not astonished. and it le of 
no use to be indignant, ft can only deepen Ip my earnestness to 
do all Lean for justice and freedom, 

1 can only point out to my mering comrades that there le 
reason to hope; and that the dawn de appearing, Thoagh we have 
wars, and crueities aod persecutions and violations of such Ub 
erties as we thought we had secured, still the Idea of liberty fr 
more widespread, and buman bearta generally are growing softer 
and homan aspirations lofiler and greeter.

THE SUPPOSED PRENATAL INFUENCE. 

it le supposed by many people that the state of mind of a 
mother during sexual sarociation and precaancy has as important 
influence on the offeprice. This is called prenatal Influence. Pre 
cisely what effect a given stato of mind may be expected to pro 
duce, le not as a rule clearly stated. It poema, hawerer, to be 
thought that if a child be begotten in love and desired hy the 
mother, and if the mother ia kept in a pincid stato of mind dur 
lag pregnancy, then tho child will very likely be a ustal member 
af society; aod vico versa. 

This is rathor a dichcult assertion la test, because wo do not 
know very accurately bow most mothers have felt on thee im- 
portant occasions In some striking cues we do know pretty 
well, however, aud T propose to give one oF Lean of m 

it will be generally conceded that Goethe was the greatest 
poet, and Darwin the greatest man of acience, who lirot in the 
nineteenth century, In both these cares we know something of 
the state of mind of the mother before and during pregnancy. 

“In “The Story of Goethe's Life.” p. 6, G. H. Lewes says that 
Goethe's mother “was married at seventeen, to a man (or whom 
she had no love, and was only eighteen when the poet was born.” 
The father was about forty at that time, Goethe waa not only a 
great genine, but a very sane ope, It le iroa be taya that “my 
character passes from extreme joy to extreme melancholy,” but 
whoever reada bin life will are that he was far better balanced 
than almost any other pott, both in emotion and intellect, His 
bodily health was good and he lived to be some years over wlghty. 

When Darwin was born in 1809, his mother was forty-four 
and bis father forty-three. Me was tho sixth child, la hie tide 
book on "Darwia,” p- 18, O. T. Bettany says: “Before her famous 
eon was born, however, Mra, Darwin's health had begun to fall, 
and in 18% abe wrote to a friend: “Evoryono seems young but 
toe.” Like Goethe. Darwin wae & sane gecius, but hla bodily 
health was very bad, 

Mary Wollstonecraft had two daughters, Fanny Imlay and 
Mary Godwin, Funny Imlay was a child of love, bat committed 
Stilelte, Mary Godwin wab not a child of Jove, Her mother 
never cared very much for Godwin, Cep on the intellectual aide 
and was fast cooling toward him for sume time before the child 
was born, Yet Mary Godwin was strong, Intellectual and sercon, 
the very opposite of ber sister Who was begotten in Jove. 

Not long ago I beard of a striking care in private Die, A 
mother, after baring several desired children, had one (hat was un- 
desired. All through the pregnancy the thought of having the child 
was O4icus to her. Yet this child turned out very sweet tempered 
and well balanced. 

De. E. u Foote tells us that “when any great civilian, tike 
Thomas Jefferson, Abrabam Lincoln, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Rudyard Kipting, Eifzsabeth Cady Branton, Julia Ward Howe, 
Emile Zola, Henry Ward Beecher. Father McGlynn, Colonel Ia 
persoll, Paderewski, or others of note, come to the front In a way 
to rivet the attention of gravid women the promipest mental and 
physical characteristics of these conspicuous individuate are ir» 
pressed more or lees upon the plastic litle creatures who are 
nestling beneath their beating hearts Jefferson lived teo long 
agò, abd most of the others are too recent to enable this statement 
to be tested In relation to them. With Lincotn, however, it ts giter 
ent, He was most prominent from 1569 to 1465, and If there are 
a number of people whe resemble him for the above reason, these 
people should now be from thirty-nine to forty-four years of age. 
1 confess I have never seen an American who resembled Abraham 
Lincoln la person, and I have sot met many who were like him 
in mind and character, I hope, however, that Dr. Foote ang bis 
friends will not overlook the opportunity to prove that there are 
a number of Americans who resemble Lincoln, that euch persona 
are more numerous than formerly, and that most of them are now 
between the ages of thirty-nine asd forty-four,

Tie doctrine of “solidity,” the oneness of the homan race, 
eme to be gaining slowly, very slowly, it te true, but yet gaim- 
ing. A poluter in this direction de the sympathetic strike of the 
Chicago “Teamstera’ Union” to help the “Garment Workers” in 
their strogaie for a chance to live. 

Our renders all have heard of the “serat shops” of the great 
tities, in which the comfort, the health, the very lives of the 
workers ate vip into money for thelr employers. The atate- 
moni now ie that for some yoars past, until quite recently there 
had been gradual improvement in the treatment of the garment 
workers of Chicago by thelr employers, and that the old sweat 
abop system had been practically abandoned, but that now, in 
violation of previous agreements, the employers are returning to 
the old barbarous methods of increasing their gains regardless 
of the health and lives of their employes. 

Against idie violailon of contract these workers, several 
thousand in number, rebelled and went out "op strike," as it le 
technically called, in sympathy with the striking garment work- 
orm the Chicago toamaters’ union, or at least a large peetion there 
of, alihough they kad no grievance of thelr own, broke their con- 
tract with their employers and refused (o haol merchandise for 
the Moatgomery Werd Co, which company semed to be specially 
obnoxious to the garment workers 

All thie occurred more than two weeks ago, since which time 
it bas been tho anual history of labor etrikee—each side resorting 
to wenns more or lesa Geatructive of peace and good order, to 
Sain the victory. Judge Dunne, the newly elected mayor of Chi 
cago, (ried his band as mediator between the contending parties, 
but failed, ‘The lntest statement at thie writing —Seaday, Apri 23 
be that Judge Murray F. Tuly, one of Chicago's most popular 
legal lights, wae requested by Mayor Dunne tò act as arbitrator 
to setila the strike, at the suggestion of the tabor organisations, 
iat that the Employers’ Asséclation, through thelr legal counsel, 
Mr. Mayer, had rejected the offer of arbitration in these very 
emphatic words in a letter to Mayor Denne: 

“It ia impossible for the Employers” A lation to enter into 
an arrangement of any kind concerning any labor controversy.

natal Iimprasionj, these peupie should now te from thirty nine 
to forty-four years of age. I ente I have never een an Amer- 
Wan who meecembied Abraham Lincoln In person, and I have not 
Det masay who were tike bim in misd ant character. 1 hope, 
however, that Dr, Foote and bie friends wili net overlook the 
eppertanity to prove that there are a pubert of Americans whe 
resemble Lincoln, that such persona are more namerocs than 
formerly, aud thet most of them are now between the ages of 
thirty mine and forty four.” 

These words are part of the argument usod to show that 
prenatal impression is not the powerful fector in shaping bodily 
form and mental characteristics that some people believe it to be.

“Tho following wellknown cases, which appeared In one 
family. will be found in detall in the New York Medical Record, 
1891, Vol. XI, p 42, and are reported by Dr. R Ongood Mason, 
of New York, through Dr. M. K. Bowers, of Harrisburg, Pa 
The parents of the children were pronounced brunettes; the 
grandparents ail have dark complealons and dark dalr, and the 
family, ae fer back os its history can be traced, is entirely [ree 
from freaks er aboormalities of any kind, The parents were 
welledacated and unusually lotelligent people, The erandfather 
op the mother’s side at present boidn a prominent position in 
one of the offices of the state govermmecnt. To these parents was 
torn, ae might naturally be expected, a dark complexion child 
Early in the second preapancy of the mother, she was sarprised 
and made nervous by the sudden and unexpected appearance’ of 
a large, beautiful Albino rat, sent to her from friends in Phile 
dvlphla, to which she afterward tcame much attached. Before 
her child waa born, she predicted that it would be an albioa 

"Sde was right; whee it wae born, it was seen to be a fer 
feet albioo, and a beautiful ehild. The mother became unusual; 
fond of it, and wished that she might have another albina. When 
Ve next became pregnant, she again predicted that she would 
have a child similar ta the last, and abe did all In her power 
do make it so, keeping the face of her firat albino child con 
stantly before ber. Whea the child was born, it was seen to 
be as perfect an albino as tbe frst, but a girl--the first being 
a boy. It might be well to add here that the rat died before the 
firet child was born, 

“She agaia became progstiant, bot this time hoped she would 
have è dark«complexioned child. She was surrounded, though 
by the same inSuences, and the eame models were before her 


She feared dieappolatment, and she experienced it. The thing child 
wan ae perfect an albino as the fret. Upen the occurrence of 
ber next pregnancy she was thorgughiy aroused, and waa ox 
tremely anxious to bave à dark<complexioned child. She at once 


sent ber albino children away to her mother’s ange, to remain 
during ber pregnancy 

“Her one constant song and desire was for the dark-haired 
baby. She talked of it constantly—«ebe even talked of it in ber 
sleep. She felt that she would not be disappointed. and abe was 
not. A perfect dark-haired child was born 

“Dr. Bowers further states that the whole family are re 
markably healthy, and the albinos are much better specimens 
of that type than any found in museums or circus shows The 
hair is snowwhite aod remarkably fne and soft, the eyebrows 
and lashes are the same. The eyes and complexion are of per 
fect albino type.” 

"A mother at an early stage in pregnency bag her attention 
drawn to a beautiful figure of a child in wax, exhibited in a 
shop window Io one of our cities D bat a lovely face, indica 
tive of an amiable character, and it greatly pleased the Indy's 
fancy, She frequently visited the pot in order to feast ber 
eyes upon ite pleasing features, and brought the nergies of her 
soo! tọ bear in an endeavor to transfer them to the anfolding 
germ within. When her child (a Gaughter) was born, its fea 
tores were an almost exact copy of those of the beautiful Agura, 
markedly different from the features of any other of the family. 
There are Give other children, none of whom are remarkable for 
beauty.” 

“Some time since we met with a youth who had finely- 
moulded limbs and a symmetrical form throughout, Hin mother 
nas a large, lean, attenuated frame that does not offer so much 
as a singlo suggestion of the beautiful. The boy is demitieen in- 
debted for his fine form to the presence of s» benutiful French 
lithograph in his mother’s sleeping apartment, sod which pre 
sented for her contemplation the faultless form of a sakod cbild.” 

“The impression may be prolonged or instantaneous although 
prolonged impressions and those constantly repeated are produc 
tive of correspondingly greater resulta 

“That the mother has an Infoence over the mental character 
istics of the child e undoubtedly true. The reason that instances 
are Got more glaringly frequent je obvious. The bodily defect 
is apparent at the birth of the child; the mental defects, pe 
cullarity, or whatever it may be, ia obvious only at a later period, 
and by that time the various causes of mental dintress, of mental 
work or of the menta) states. whatever they have been during 
the gestation of that child, bave probably been forgotten: en 
that while it may be sald there are few, none at all, perhaps, who 
are pot more or jess affected by prenatal Influence, there are 
necessarily fow whose peculiarities, tendencies and idiosyncrasies 
can be accounted tor.

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CONCERNING NEMO. 

Concerning Nemo, I believe be de mot our only Nemo, el 
wish to remark on the position be takes both in name and deed. 

‘There are two creat historical movements active at the pres 
ent time—the economic movement and the sex reform movement 
In both these movements, for justice to workers and justice to 
women, Nemo bas found a place. This goes to show that be le 
jesse custom bound, and more humane, and probably lees ignorant 
and more rational than nloetyelx percent of bis Cellow-citizens, 
om restore Vet, unmindful of his high calling, adopting the 
name Nemo, a representative of nobodies, be lightly repadiates 
all responsibility. He professes an anxiety for the moral edu- 
cation of children, but he de careless of the childhood of the 
sex reform movement—which, if he does not know, J can tell him, 
le far more important than the childhood of any Individas) or 
number of fhdivideals living, while, fortunately, the wame thing 
in needed for both-—"lgbt, more light” 

He thinks he discovers serious error Ip the suggestions of a 
fellow reformer. Instead of at once pointing it out, and warning 
others against It. giving reasons for hia opinion, which was bin 
clear duty, be only sees an opportunity to bring contempt upon 
anarchists cheaply, and quotes from one reform paper a supposed 
mistake of a supposed anarchist to convince Socialists of another 
reform paper that anarchista are scoundrels, As a Boctallat, it 
ia not my special duty to defend anarchista, though I admit that 
they are not always very happy in stating their own philosophy, 
but 1 am eure that many of our Socialist comrades would be the 
better for being reminded oy our frieods, the anarchists, that a 
digh individuallem is the tree alm of Boclaliem. 
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Nemo eceme to be the only Läacileriio «ho mistook my word 
coorerning the education of children and young persona, I will 
try to deal briefly with some of hie misrepresentations. 

In bie earlier aud more rarelemly worded letter, Nemo sald 
that my papers “advocated the early development of the ren ne 
tures of children by satura) and unnature! methot.” In his 
second letter, he says | asserted (hat “certain bad habits did not 
harm children.” 

I touched op the subject of nervous excitability in children 
in my second paper of the series. which was not the paper which 
brought persecution upon Mores Harman. The question waa not 
of developing sex nature in children, bet bow to treat pome forme 
of sexual excitability when they de arise. I cannot take space 
to quote my remarks ia fall, bot the gist of them was that child 
ish eichtement of sex nerves is a symptom rather than a coum 
of pervousnem, to be counteracted by plenty of healthy cem- 
panionship, and (bat the child should be treated as a rexpousible 
being. and given knowledge how to meet Ite own diMeultion like 
the adult, and alts at eelf<ontrol and moderation, just as the 
adult doen. Nemo suggests no method of dealing with such cases, 
but hie teeta of them are very faulty, and ate a good example 
of the partial obrervation aud worthless inductions which pase 
for knowledge even du oor health manaia We lack statistics 
as to whether more pale children of more rosy open have thie 
nervoes excitability; certainly moter pale ones come under med) 
eal observation; those who have come under my observation have 
all been rosy, 

But it how appears that bi accusation of advocating nanat 
ural methods with children refers to my tenth paper, though 
that expremly discusses the life, not of childrep, but of adults 
al puberty and later. $ suggested that contdential friend 
adip and sexual friendship with thos older and wiser than them 
selves would greatly belp solve the dificulties of young people 
And i most distinctly afirm that it ls natural and unal for 
young giris to be attracted by mature men, and for boys to te 
attracted by mature women, and that this tendency bas been fre 
quently noticed by observers who are more accurate than Nemo, 

Whether love visits young giris by way of surgeons 1 will 
not now discuss, it was not in the name of sexual lve, bot in 
that of humanity, that I suggested that a girl should have due 
preparation (not “one preparation,” as misprinted) for sexual 
union. We have not yet reached è time when a bridegroom van 
be trusted not to be careless and croel through ignorance, and 
In any case a girl should be taught enough to decide for herself. 
‘The only prospective bride I know who wan instructed as to this, 
preferred the services of a woman surgeon rather than “leave it 
to nature,” Ip euphemistic phrase. 

My view of men is sọ different from that of Nemo that 1 
cam scarcely compare bis and mine; but as to bis men, who ate 
Of len good quality than women, and who make “sport” of giria, 
and who want to be fathers, | hope the wants of such men are 
redom satieSed, and I am sure they will not be in a happier 
tite when women are not kept in icoorance, Toth fatherhood 
and motherhood will be rererenced in the fatare, more than is 
possible under eur falsa and bypocritical morality, 

I suppose Nemo means variety by “promiscuity,” thoogh I 
think the latter word should be reserved to mean chance unions. 
When be cays, “moet liberal men abhor promiscuity for giria” be 
seems to Imply that they do not abhor it for men; yet be deng 
not say how variety can be allowed to men without being allowed 
to women, He accuses radicals of ignoring human nature to 
men; does be not ignore human nature in young girls? 

1 regret the delay in replying to Nemo, which was caused 
by Locures accidentally falling to reach me as usual.

“When we have a real desire for knowledge we shall learn 
how to love and how to go op loving through lte — Dora Forster. 

For many weeks 1 have been hoping for zeleute apd strength 
to review carefully the book entitled A Child of Love,” briety 
noticed in these columns several months ago, but which was 
never read by me with eufSclemt care to Justify a review until 
quite recently. Having at length given the book a faithful, bonest, 
careful perusal from the title page to tho close, f foel Justified in 
taying—as follows: 

First, ss a work of art, the story-toller’s art, 1 feel mywolf 
quite Incompetent to alt tn judgment upom A Child of Love.” 
It takes a genius to understand a genius, alth the proverb, and 
likewise it takes an artist to rightly understand, appreciate and 
criticise n work of art. Tam not an artist in any iine, least of 
all, perbape, in that of story-telling—the dramatic art, A Kood 
story must be true to nature, true to life, and must, therefore, 
take life and nature pass before the mind's eye as a dramatic 
performance on the stage. 

Leaving, then, to others the task of saying whether Margaret 
Grant is a tron artist, I bare to the lets arduous ose of ethical 
eritis, that le, T wiih o say how tde book impresses me as A sate 
ynd helpful guide in solving the problem of “how to love and how 
to go on loving through life," as Dora Forster pute It 

Relieving, ps 1 do, with one of old that “Love de ites end— 
an end yet never ending; love's Hien reward, rewarded in re 
warding,” I naturally expected mock from Margaret's book, which 
1 had been assured wae written by a “nateral chihi,” sa the actual 
experience of a girl of woman who came Into lite without per 
mission of the “Supervisors if immigration”—the priests of 
theology and the magistrates of civil law, and who, consequent- 
ly, was compelled to fight ber way at every step against the 
combined forces of churchetate moralists and of Grundyite “re 
epectability.” 

Yea, I had expected much in the way of ideals, and, as ali 
know, when much is expected we are very Hable to moet disap- 


polntment, but for once this eld rule doos pot hold good. Mar 
garet Grant's book did not fall below expectation. 

One of the mort Interesting features of the story, pow that 
the "Island Empire of the Orlent” haa sprung Into such prom 
inence within the past year, In the account of Margaret's sojourn 
of two years among the Japanese, minutely deseriting the map: 
ners, costoma and Jeading characteristics of that truly wonderful 
people. These descriptive views of life in Japan, we are as 
eared, are not the work of the author's creative imagination, 
bat the result of actual and intimate observation apd er: 
perience. 

Returniog to America, afler ber two rau of perilous ad 
venture In Japan, Margaret finds herself peoniless and friendiees, 
a "beta" so to speak, in the streets of New York. In her «forts 
to secure honorable employment in the great wicked city ber en 
periences are scarcely lese thrilling than those she had met with 
io the far East. As a temporary expedient she becomes a mem 
ber of a commune consisting of three young men, csch a genius 
in bis way, with herself as fourth As a natura! result of thin 
association all three of the young men become Margarete de 
voled lovers, Then comes the crucial test of our heroine's princi 
plee—selfownership of woman—love In freedom. Sde le strongly 
attracted to wach, bat to each ia a different way. She ereally 
admires “Tim,” the artiet. and wants to help him to complete a 
painting that it was hoped woeld win fame for the artiet and 
wealth for tbe commune. Tim needed s “model,” tut there was 
ho money to bire one. Margaret's life atoong the Japanese had 
taught her there ts nothing improper or immodest in nudity of 
the heman form, She offers to “pose” for Tim To thie prope 
sition “Jack.” who most nearly fille Margaret's ideal, tently pro 
tests, The following conversation between these pivotal lovers 
shows bow the matter was decided: 


"Do you mean that if Tim were willing to disregard my 
— vou would pose for bie" Jack asked, regarding me 
steadily, 

“You, Jack,” I anawered, “I would, You have every right to 
turn from me because of pr oplolons or my conduct, bat I do not 
now and never ball admit yonr right to contro! me.”

The op 
ponents of divorce are opposing progress. Human nature basy 
what it is at present, they will not make the world mo; 
by refusing redress of domèstie grievances, They will merely 
keep it a while looger in the stago of clandestino poly: 

“It ie tree that divorces are more numerous in the ‘United 
States in proportion to population than they are in other coun- 
tries, But it will not do to aswume that the American people 
are, therefore, more immoral in sexual matters than are the peo 
ple of other lands. The exact contrary may turn out to be 
the truth, and my own opinion is that such is, indeed, the fact.

American women, To be explicit. | menn that American women 
will pot pot vp with immoral er bruis! coidact om the part of 
their husbands that the women of other landa, willlegly or úm 
willingly, endure, and that, 1 fear, the Ch a chorch in otber 
lands bas more than once, in Da horror of divorce, winked af 
and coodoned.” . . . 


Upon these utterances of Prof. Gilding, Water Plower com 
menta in part as follows: 


“The shallow emotionaliete never seeni to reflect that there 
are things far worse than divorce—thing» that are (ncomparably 
more evil in thelr influence on the life of the rising generation 
and the soclety of tomorrow: anè it is to escape sach evils 
that the great majority of those who seek divorce ask for it 
only after conditions have become unbearable without a sacri 
fice of self-respect and degradation of spirit. One of these things 
ls enforced parenthood when it means cursing the future by 
bringing Into the world children of drunken fathers or those so 
dineased that they are destined to transmit the seeds of terrible 
maladies to the unbors, Another le the evil condition which 
compels a woman to live with a man after hia cruelty ban made 
life a hideous nightmare. or the enforce! maternity after love 
is turned to loathing, and the tarts of children in homes of 
hate These things are incotaparably wors» than diverce—~worse 
for the present generation. and indeseribably worse for the gew 
eration of tomorrow,”

She objected, but be Geteste, Sdo 
managed to stave bim of fur two days, when br told her be 
would not have a giri in his office who would not jot bim fondle 
her! She left! But suppose ade had had no home or friands 
to eure for her; where would be her independence? 

Another case: A girl applied for a vlerkahip in a dry goods 
store, The proprietor, a young married man, wald, “Why, dear 
me! it 1 had you in the store, I'd get you behind a pile of 
bDiankets and love you to death!

THE PRISONER AND THE JUDGE: A REMINISCENCE. 

Under date of May 1, 1890, Ofteen years ago, and a Itis 
more, the Topeka. Kap. “Dally Journal” contained the following 
Hem of news; 

Judo Fostet late yesterday afternoon passed pentence upon 
Moers Harman for publishing Im his paper, Locuren, at Valley 
Falla, and causing to be circulated in the mails obecene and in- 
decent matior, Hon. David Overmyer attempted to secure a new 
trial for the defendant, bat the court overruled the motion. 
Harman refused to sland up when ordered by the court to do 
. but his attorney fort no time to getting him upon his feet. 
When asked whether be had anything to my before sentence 
was pared upon him, he sald be had, and asked bow much 
time the court would give him. Judge Foster allowed him ter 
minutes. which he consumed in endeavoring to show the coart 
that he was a martyr to opinion'’s sake and the cause of emanct- 
Pallig mankind, eepectally women, from certain social! evila, At 
the conclusion of his talk, Judge Foster told the prisoner that 
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be bad a few things to aay. The first was that the prisoner 
could not plead martyrahip to decency for indecency. He sald 
the effect of the teachings of Harman was bad, whether be In 
tended them to be good or bad, and that if intention to commit 
crime alone should be deemed erime, there would be little need 
of courts, He sald that the coarve of the prisoner throughout 
the trial had been rebellious and deflant, and that it bad sot 
appealed to the leniency or mercy of the court. He hed sen 
circus performers stick their heads Into lions’ moutha, but he 
bad never seen them have the temerity to twist the beasts’ tafe 
or kick them in the ride while performing the risky act. [Laugh 
ter.! He thea sentenced Harman (o serve five years in the Kan 
sas penitentiary and to pay a See of $200,"

Foorre: “You will address the court alone,”

tö begin with, that f cheriah no UI will, no vengefal feelings, to 
ward thls court, nor againal the prosecution, not even aguinat 
the district attorney, Mr. Ady, nor Mr, McAfee, the postal in 
spector. I recognize that all men, the court and prosecution in 
eluded, are the creatures, the victime of heredity and environ 
ment. We all move along the Ines of the least reeletance, and 
when it comes to the last analysia of actions, I simply recog: 
nice that we all do what we do and ma we do simpiy because 
we meat, Therefore, | pre po rational ground for entertaining 
feelings of revenge or hate toward this court or toward the pros 
ecutors. Under like clroumsetances and with lke heredity 1 would 
have done just as they have done 

“But while cherishing no vengeful feelings toward anyone 
in thie matter, I with now and here to enter my earnest and 
solemn protest against being reckoned a criminal and agalnat be 
jog punished as a criminal, I protest because the essential elo 
ments of crime are lacking in my case. The frst and chief ole 
ment of crime in any cane ir the iafention—the desen or desire 
to do an injury to some one, I teetified on the witnmwa stand 
that I had no such Intention when pebilehing the Indicted arti 
cles, bat on the contrary my intention wax a good and bonevo 
lent one, I had beard the agonized cries of my sistere-—my ale 
tera by the ties of our common bamanity—eaying, Speak for ua. 
Make known the wrongs, the outrages. of which we are the help 
fees Victims, In the pame of and for tho ke of the most 
racred rights, interests and hopes of the human rece, present 
and future, speak owt! ani? speak in words sọ plain that all can 
understand,’ In person and hy letter these appeals have tren 
made to me for many yoara part and I have simply obeyed the 
calla. 1 have protested against these wrongs, these outrage 
upon women, in the marital or conjugal relation, and have al 
lowed others to do the same, through the columns of my paper, 
and have allowed them to say their say in their own way, If 
this de a crime, then I confess myself a criminal But, as before 
said, the main element of crime la lacking in my casa My mọ 
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them. lu the absence of overwhelming proof to the contrary, I 
inaintain that my own solemn affirmation should be accepted aa 
suficient proof of the rectitude of my motives. The prosecution 
bave brought no proof to show that my motives wero bad, The 
witnesses for the prosecution itself have testified to miy general 
gout character, to my honesty, my industry aud purity of life, 

“Not only is the first and chief eloment necemeary to the 
conviction of crime lacking, bat the second, also, viz: the find- 
jug of some one who has been injured by any act of mine No 
poro fhas been adduced that any man, woman or child bas been 
burt by any act of mine, No effort has been made to produce 
such evidence. For these two reasons, If for no other, I maintain 
that the prosecution have ulterly failed to make oct a case 
against me, and in the absence of real grounds of prosecution 
the case becomes simply one of pcreccetion for oplnion’s sake. 
The socalled crime of ‘obeconity’ ls not à crime per se, Bot a 
crime in the nature of things, it is a la made of constructive 
crime, like blasphemy, heresy or witchcraft It is a matter of 
opinion solely. Obscenity bas no ealsiance exoept in the mind 
that perceives it as euch, To my mind the Markland and White 
head letters are not obscene, and there Ais hundreds If pot 
thousands of good women and wen whe agree With me in this 
opinion, Among these la Lucinda D. Chandler of Chicago, who 
for many years has been prosldent of the Moral Education So- 
elety, with headquarters at that city, A ‘Remonstrance and Pe 
tion’ setting forth the opinion that the effect of the publication 
Of these Indicted letters is ‘good and only good, was drawn up 
and agord by eleven well-known lady writers and Jecturers upon 
reform subjects, and coplas of Uu remonstrance and petition 
were sued by many hundreds of women all over the land, some 
of which petitions I now bold in my hand and maoy more have 
been forwarded to this court. I have ai teceived for publica: 
tions ome dogens of “open letters’ to the court protesting against 
this prosecation, and asking that it be dirtpieaed and the de 
fendants allowed to go free Some of thew lettera I have for 
warded to the court, some have been publiehed, and many have 
been neither published nor forwarded. 

“Desidon these letters to the court | have received ecores if 
not bundreds of letters from women--wives and mothere—saying 
that in their opinion the Indleted articles were not obacene; some 
of these mothers saying that their daughters should have the 
benefit of reading the indicted articles, including the lately in 
dicted ONeill letter, so that belog forewarned sgainat soch 
horrible abuses of sex, they may the better avoid and defend 
themselves against such abuses and against tuch human mon- 
sters as are therein descrihod. I protest against the law under 
which these prosecutions have been brought against me, I prò 
tent against it becaune of ita unconastitutionality, and decause of 
Ms Usability to be used for purposes of oppremion and invasion 
of pervonal right. While 1 do not think that the Indicted arti- 
cles come within the purview of this law as it now stands, I look 
upon it as a survival or reviral of the terbarons lawa of the 
middle or dark ages, The founders of thin government Intended 
it to be a goverament for the protection of personal and citizen 
rights only, It was not designed to be a paternal government, not 
designed to regulate the religion or the morale of the citizens 
You, Judge Foster, doubtless remember the efforts that were 
made, thirty or forty years ago, to Induce congress to pars laws 
excluding ‘incendiary literature’ from the United States mails, It 
was urged, and with much plausibility, too, tbat sarà Lanz were 
Receweary to the protection of the lives and property of people 
living in the slaveholding states. But coogress very properly 
refused to listen to these requests and petitions, They knew that 
the effect of such a law would be an abtidgment of the liberty of 
speech and of presa, which abridgment la clearly forbidden by 
the constitution of the United States, and they knew, too, that 
it was imposelble to no depe and limit such a law that it would 
not be stretched to cover a multitude of abuse and discrimina 
toss, The same arguments hold azsinst the o called Comstock 
postal law. While the alm of congress in Ite emactment may 
have been a good and benevolent one, it was impossible to so de 
nue and guard sgalmet abuse that it would not be ceed to de 
prive the eltizen of bis constitutional and natural rights. In 
fine, I protest against the laws under which I hare been prose- 
cuted beoxuee of thelr un-American character, and because of 
their inherent despotlem. We, ann pation, are rapldiy drifting 
toward Rurslaniem in our governmental methods, In fact, Rue 
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tive, my Intention, was to benefit my follow-beings, not to injuro 


alan censorship of press and mais is better in nome reapects than 
American censorship, In Rusela no newspaper, or other pablt 
cation, ia admitted to the mally until it hus Leen pamod upon 
by the public censor, sò that the pablleher of any edition of 
any paper, book or pamphlet, knows, or may know, beforedband, 
exactly what to expect: whereas, here, In free 171 America, It ts 
simply Impossible to know beforehand what ta bent. Here, 
the censor gets in hie work after the mailing. not before, and it 
then depends wholly upon what may le in tò» mind—the 
opinion—of the court before whom the care may be brought, as 
to whether any publication le within the meaning of the law or 
not, and If the court rue adversely there jè no ssrape from pon 
lishment.

while the technical foe of three hundred dollars wax cot pald, 
the costa of defenso, to myself and friends, during those three 
yeare and more, culminating with the trial and sentence, were 
far in excess of the sum Samed as fno; to say nothing of low 
of time in court attendance at distant cities, and not to mention 
mental worry and neglect of business. 

Nor did 1 serve out the five years’ sentence In the “pen.” The 
storm of indignation that swept over the entire country, extend 
ing also to foreign lands, wherever the facte became keown, 
against a sentence wholly ungrecedentod in severity lo modern 
times for a similar alleged offense, resulted in my release, op 
techmlcal grounds, after confinement of four montha, Judge 
Caldwell of (he Federal Cirewit court, ọn motion ef Hon, David

with according to lad vent it back, not because of severity of

“If, on the contrary, there In no such guarantee In the 
printed document called the constitation af the United States.

"This law was passed March 3, 187%. by trickery and fraud 
in the confusion and uproar of the closing bourse of the most 
corrupt Congress ever convened in thie country, It was parsed 
without debate et sven one and two orlock on Sunday morning. 
March 3, and signed by the President Monday night, with no 
thought or deliberation on the part af anybody, amid a vast mum- 
ber of Dille of all sorts, One of the Individaalw laterested in 
pushing this vile law throagh thie debauched Congress was Com 
stock himself, of whom it is not necesmary here to my anything, 
Another was a theological hypocrite whe publicly announced that 
he belloved in deceit, Another was a person who violuted the law 
himaelf and through bis money or personal infuenoe managed 
to escape prosecution and go scot free. And there were others 
of morals equally eccentric whose trickery alded in the passage 
ot this law, 

“It will be well to reprint what some of the ivading papers 
sald at that time of the scenes of confusion and debauchery amid 
which this bill came into existence. 

“The Washington correspondent of the New York ‘Herald’ 
sain in the issue of March 3: 


“The wrangle over the proposed Increase of congressional 
salaries waa rather funny today in the House, from the manner 
of the member, they wore so anxious for more pay, but thoy 
foared to say so, knowing only too well that Congress Just now 
is not sọ high in the oateem of the poople as to be thought worthy 
of an Increase of pay.’ 


"On the same day the same paper says editorially: 


“The Credit Mobilier Congress was busy Up to a tate hour 
this morning preparatory to giving up & life that goos out in 
the blackness of infamy tomorrow, . . . Beuators . 
woro occupied in voting on appropriation bills the jJobbery and 
robbery of which cannot be discovered In the harry of closing 
oute of legislation and which sometimes remain forever secret 
from all except the Interested parties Ip the Howse of Repre- 
senlativos the bustle and excitement were even greater than lu 
the Senate, and, no doubt. amid the coofusion and woder the 
cloak of patriotism and honesty the usual eleventh hour sealing 
was accomplished: 


“And again on March 3: 


“What remains of the foul work of this memorable seston 
will probably be Snisheld today.” 


On March 4, the 'Heraldw correspoodeat says: 


“The House waa in a nosy, uproariogs mood today . . . 
the confasion and uproar were never surpassed,” 


“The Sun saya editorially March 4: 


“le there any corruption which Congress will not Justify and 
approve, any infamy which either House will not boldly adept 
as its own? And is there any limit to thie process of public and 
Official degradation? The indignation of the people alone can 
afford an adequate solution of this problem.” 

“And again op March 8: 

“Within the last one hundred aod fifty years there have 
been more famous legislative bodies than this, but we do not re 
member one more iofamous, There were conerlentions gentle 
men In the Senate and Hous, but, prima focir, the care le Against 
the whole of them, and Ul! the close of the preeent century 
motoberahip in that Congress will, in the estimation of the gem 
eral public, throw upon the incumbent the burden of proving that 
he wae pòt a dishonett man. 

“The entire term of this Congress has been characterized by 
a serie of disreputable transactions wbich bave no parallel ia our 
history, . , . This i» the Congress which some Macaulay of 
the nest contury will ärgere as more infamous than that Par» 
Nameat whieh originated Law's celebrated Mississippi bee. 
ant more corrupt than those parliaments whieh Walpole ned 
to purchase as be bought Merino sheep and Flanders mares to 
stock bin etate in Burgen," 

“The ‘Tribono’ March 4 in an editorial says: 

"The whole Congres# has been characterized by an unproce- 
dented neglect of tbe pablic business in the early stagen of the 
posalon and confusion at the close. , . , The Senate bas been 
obstructive, partisan and anusnally corrupt. Considering the 
relative emalinese of ite numbers, it has been consplenously bad 
in morale’ 

“The ‘Times’ March 3 boars this testimony;

which they cannot otherwise anawor, to suppress thought, to 
threaten Sclence, to pry into the confidences of the malls and to 
limit liberty,”

In bis reply McAfee sald be had it from s person who mw 
the sigoing, that President Grant reed the act before signing It 
(Query: Was thie person Anthony Comstock, the agent of the 
New York Society that was chiefly responsible for the postal 
Jegisiation "7 Adding: “If the censorship law was passed hur 
riedly and without due consideration, how comes it that this 
same law has been before several Congresses since for revision, 
and that Instead of repealing it the national legislature ban made 
it stronger at each revision?” 

My reply to this waa, In substance: 

‘There has never been a general or popular agitation for re 
peal; it le to the interest of lawyers—who as a class have dom 
inated the cations) Congress for many yrare—to bave as many 
laws an possible op the statute book; the more laws and the 
more diffentt of interpretation those laws, the better for the 
lawyer class; hence the temptation to magnify their office and 
make it honorable and profitable waa not easily resisted. 

I might bavo added, “The infiuence of the clerical lobby

Thus when I, with somewhat Quixotic zeal, tried to set forth, 
in a ten-minute speech, the importance of human heredity, and 
its connection with social developments, it waa clear | had quite 
miscalculated the “previous Knowledge” (as trained teachore call 
it) of my hearers, In fact, | wa» trying not only to sbow forth 
the great lesson of the twentieth century, viz: woman's free 
dom, already partially claimed in the readjustment of the mar: 
tlage system Inalsted on hy “the new woman,” bot I had also to 
suggest the lesson of the nineteenth century, vie: what human 
evolution aud lia method implies. 

Nothing would do for the audience bat to return to the olt 
battleground of soclaliem and fodividuallam—a result which 1 
could not wholly regret, for t am a socialist with all the warmih 
of my heart and ail the coolness of my intellect; and it was very 
clear on which side were the young blood and the yoong brains. 

Dot why do not the Individuallets see that while socialism 
must (nevitalbly come this century to give us a reasonably good 
environment, the exponests of Individualiam sbould, above all 
things, occupy Ubomocives with the abject of improved heredity, 
the neceonary supplement to the improved environment almed at 
by socialism? 

The following was the little lecture I gave: 

The question, By what method can the human race be Im- 
proved?” assumes three thing»: (1) That there is room for lar 
provement, that we are bot as healthy, as beautiful, aa intelli 
went, and as wise aa we woald Ike to be, and as we sbould like 
our descendants to be; (2) that man can, by conscious efort, 
Improve the race of man; and (3) that the race will sot be 
come extinct before there la time to improve it. 

1 think all Intelligent and kindly people agree that improve 
ment is wanted; abd we shall pot esy with Dr. Boylé Roche that 
we do not see why we should do anything for posterity, since 
posterity bas not done anything for o And all are hopeful, 
with the exception, perhaps, of Mr Benjamin Kidd, that the im- 
provement can be effected by deliberate, compcious effort. At ihe 
danger of extinction, Malthusians may smile; yet it te certain 
that many of the best human strains do die out, and that the 
pure Anglo-Saxon breed in America is not now multiplying, and 
T think ft ie clear that a donite and recognized aspiration in 
a race fo Improve must Inclade an aspiration to keep up it» 
numbers to the full, If mot to Increase them. 

Now to amine methods. A good proverb says: “He who 
will know what wil) be must consider what hath been"; and 
though the history of the past will not show us all the history 
ot the future, It always throws much light upon It 

There is no doubt that man has Improved in faculties, in 
brain power and in adaptability, though be has not on the 
average reached such a good moral standard as that of mort 
her animals, in social sympathy or chivalry toward his mate. 

The doctrine of evolution shows us man's path of progress 
Darwis taught us what nature's method was in this path of 
Progress. The quick-witted and the deft were allowed to Sourish 
and produce offspring: the stupid and the clumey died early and 
left no offepring or few. Every individual was, so to speak, 
tested this way, This wea nature's individualistic method of 
Improving the race, I use the word philosophically; even the 
most socialistic of up must admit that thie method, carried on 
tor long ages, succveded well. Darwin called this method "nat: 
ural selection” and its result “the survival of the fittest.” 

But nature had siso another method which now came in 

seit, Something was lost when the individualletic method was 
supplemented by another, but much more was gained. Man be 
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come d Nieht socialized anal, and by bie social faculties the 
power of bie hands and brain were enormously multiplied as a 
collective animal, And now he learned how to exchange ideas 
by means of that miracle, buman language. When language be 
gan, man first, so to speak, went to school, And he learned 
both good and tad, Among the bad things he learned were how 
to mo to war, how to enslave his fellow-creatures, and bow to 
epslave bis mate.

So here we have the two methode—the method of selected 
heredity, of rejection of unfit [odividaals; and the method of col: 
Joctiviem or education of the rave, 

Now, to cut a long story abort, both these methods must 
Em om The method of selected heredity must go on at all coats; 
that ie why the individualiets say: “Let as many children be 
born as possible, and jet the weakest go to the wall.” A few 
humase philosophers oppose this, and may that we can sub- 
Mute artificial selection for natural selection, and thus the 
lent parents be selected for the race; but they do not explain 
how to carry this out. 

These individualists and these bomaniste might bave gone 
on dtepating for ages to come, but (ber ate interrupted by some 
remarkable disturbances and changes in the very facts they are 
discussing, and these facta we are all compelled to notice at the 
beginning of thie twentieth century. 

The disturbance has come (rom au unexpected quarter; it 
has come from man's enslaved mate. 

Woman bas declared herself in a very remarkable way, She 
has ipaleted on having some choice of her mate; that iw, If be 
proves bad, she divorces bim. And just as she refuses to be 
a slave mate, ro she refuses to be a slave mother She ls te 
fusing to bear more than one or two children. These facte are 
most noticeadle among women of Anglo-Saxon race in America; 
Dut these are the best women, and they are going to lead the 
rest of the world, 

Woman le going to insist on being free; and the use she 
will make of her freedom is that she will select the father of 
ber children, She will not be tied up to any and every miserabie 
specimen of mediocrity or to any drunken or diseased wretch. 
If she ie refused freedom, she will refuse to bear children at 
an; ang thas it is no longer merely “the woman queation”-—it l 
“the nation question,” The mothers of the race must choose the 
fathers of the race,

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PLATO VERSUS PLATT. 

Long ago, Plato, who anticipated nearly all the advanced 
movements of our time, proposed that children be bred on the 
same principles an domesticated animale This was very ahock- 
ing to persons of refined mind, and they have protested ever 
singe whenever some modern Platonlat has renewed the ug: 
gestion, The latest protesior is William Piatt, 

Mr, Piatt admits that. “if you look for do more than 3 
healthy animal.” the prescription is admirable. That is a great 
concession, to start with. If scientific breeding promoted general 
health, and did nothing more, it would be the most valuable die 
covery ever made by man, Of all the sources of happiness, 
health le undoubtedly, by far, the greatest. Dut health does not 
only promote happiness; if we take the word tn its wise sner, 
to Include constitutional vigor, it is also an important condition 
of Intellectual efficiency, The longevity of creat men has often 
been noticed. Take, for instance, the most eminent Englishmen 
who have died during the last quarter of a century— Tennyson, 
Browning. Darwin, Spencer, Carlyle, Ruskin. Disraeli, Gladstone. 
Of these eight men, five were over eighty, two more Were over 
seventy-five and the remaining one was seventy-three, Some of 
these men suSered from bodily ailments but all porsrsacd great 
fundamental strength of constitution, and the power of getting 
through a vast amount of work. Lombroso in “The Man of 
Genius’ gives striking proof that great men are long lived 

Mr. Platt le certainly mistaken. bowever, if be believes that 
only physical bealtb and strength can be produced by breeding. 
All experience shows that mental and mora) qualities are in 
herited as truly as bodily ones, and can therefore be developed by 
selection as surely aè bodily ones. 

Throughout the whole animal world we ere that different ant- 
mais are as regulariy characterized dy certain mental as by ver: 
tain physical qualities, The courage and ferocity of the tiger are 
inherited as surely as his stripe, and an antelope is as certain to 
be timid as a tiger is to be brave, Tho burrowing instincts of 
moles, the nocturns! instincts of cata, the curious social in- 
stincts of bees and ants, are inherited with se much accuracy 
as the structure of their eyes and legs. 

Tho same is true of the domesticated animals which have 
been artificially bred by man. No person doubts that the blood: 
hound, the greyhound, the setter, the pointer and the bulldog 
have been artificially produced by human selection, Yet these 
animais have mental pecullaritie: a+ clearly marked as their 
physical ones, In some cases, indeed, tho distinguishing charac 
teristic of a breed is a certain mental trait. Of this the pointer 
is an excellent example, 

When we come to man, we find that the rule still holds true, 
‘The force of mental inberitance in human beinge is perhaps best 
shown in the case of mental disease. Lombroso has told us how 
eleven members of the same family arrived in succession at 
Connecticut Asylum. In the remarkable chapter on “Inber 
ttance,” in bis “Variation of Animals and Plants Under Domest 
cation,” Darwin says: "Every ope knows bow often insanity rune 
in families, and some of the cases given by Mr. Sedgwick are 
awful—aes of a surgeon, whose brother, father and four paternal 
uncles were all insane, the latter dying by suicide; of a Jew, 
whose father, mother and six brothers and sisters were all mad; 
and in some other cases several members of the same family, dur 
ing three or four successive generations, have committed suicide.” 

The evidence for the inheritance of mental talent is not quite 
to overwhelming; nevertheless, It le very strong. as any one will 
sce who reads Galton’s “Hereditary Genius" There are some 
striking cases now in English poblic life, Balfour, the present 
prime minister, is the fourth member of the family of Cecil who 
has beld that office since the time of Elizabeth. His cousin, Lord 
Hugh Cocil, bids fair to be a Sith. The coming man of the Lib 
eral party seems to be Winston Spencer Churchill, son of Lord 
Randolph Churchill, and a descendant of England's greatest pen- 
eral. No doubt these men have exceptional opportunities, but 
hardly more than several thousands of others who show no abil- 
ity. 

Jt may be sald that it ie dangerous to breed from genius, be 
cause of ite close relation to Insanity, alcoboliem and other forma 
of degeneration. Although genius has often begotten genius, it 
is also true that the children of great men are often very unsat- 
isfactory. It may, perhaps, be an open question bow far it is 
desirable to breed from genius of the highest class. This cim- 
culty, however, does not apply to persons of considerable bat not

To avoid frightening the timid, | may say at once that 1 de 
not propose the drastic methods of Piata. ia my opinion, free 
dom would sumce. All that be needed is to have collective mate 
temance of children and payment of motherhood, and to leave 
every woman free to select the father of ber child on each occa 
sion. The great majority of women would be eure to select supe 
rior men, especially if public opinion beid up a Nigh standard is 
this matter, We would thus have an automatic method of im 
proving human heredity without restricting the liberty of any

to the children. The aged editor of the magazine, Lucien, was 
testifying in defence against Indictments charging him with cir 
culating through the maile undesirable literaturo on questions 
of sen He le 74 years old and has served three terme in the 
penitentiary in Kansas on similar charges. ‘The court room was 
crowded with women and men who are followers of the teachings 


of the editor, and much intereat wan shown In the words of the 
old man. He wears a Sowing beard of iron gray and long curly 
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bair brushed bark from hie high forehead. He ts somewhat 
eafeebied by age and a crippled jeg. 

“The bearing was concluded at the noon aéjarnment and 
Went fo the Jary tu the afternoon. Judge Landis instructed the 
Jury not to diusa the matter daring the noon adjournment. 

“Io anewer to questions of Amletant District Attorney Mare 
ton, Harman said. “f have objected to legtatation which places 
a contraband upon this sort of literature because the legislators 
set op thelr Jodemente against that of all the world. I have 
been In the public echoote in certain parta of the country for 
thirty Ove years. and F want to say that I bave found the teach- 
ing defective. I have protested againet it. I believe the quem 
tions of sexual physiology and science should be taught in the 
public echools, That Is the greatest question of all because it 
has to de with the production of life. It shoul be the first and 
foremost ecleutiic study Ip the echools” 

“Harman declared he has studied sexology the greater part 
of die life “The thought hae constantly been in mind since I 
was a yooth. I have taken it upon myself to teach that subject 
and have written concerning it for twenty-five years’ sald the 
aged defendant. ‘I don't consider what has been printed In my 
paper as obecene. There lr no such thing as obscenity, How can 
there be such a thing in connection with the teaching of nature 
to man,” 

“The countel In the ease completed thelr arguments In the 
afternoon, after which Harman requested permision from the 
court to address the Jury in Ale own defense, The court took 
the reqorst under advisement and dismissed the jury until today, 
when he will deliver Me eharge to them and decide upon Har: 
man's request.”

When court convenml Friday morning my request to address 
the jury was denied, Then the judge charged the Jury in a 
speech of perhaps thirty minutes’ length. After aboot ose hour 
in the jury room, the “twelve men, good and true,” filed Into 
the court room and in answer to the usual question replied that 
they “find the defendant guilty as charged in the Indictment.” 
Immodiately my counsel, Mr. Steadman, made a motion for a 
now trial, In reply the Judge named eleven o'clock Saturday 
morning as the time for hearing arguments for same. Mean- 
time, instead of going home as uaual, I was takes Into chose 
custody by the United States deputy marshal gau) the question 
of tall could be decided, pending arguments for new trial, At 
2 o'clock the Judge decided the old ball bond wufScient, and per- 
mitted mo to go unti) Saturday morning. 

At the hearing of arguments for new trial Mr. Steadman 
made what appeared to me a very able plea, on the ground of 
errors lu the charge to the jury and In the rulings of the court 
while l was under croeseoxamination, The arguments were not 
concluded at the bour of noon adjournment, when the court 
nameg leven o'clock, Wednesday, Jane 21, aa the time be would 
decide whether of not to grant the motion for new trial.

We are told to beware of entrance to a quarrel, but having 
been drawn or forend Into one, the same admonleher bids us sọ 
to condect ourveives that our foo shall know we are there, 

Towards the deniers of the opportunity for freedom of en: 
pression, our attitude ts one of peraletent affirmation of the 
right to such expression of thought as we are impelled to make, 
this expression being essential to growth, This le the mort im 
portaat principle Involved Io all our quarrels with the Censor- 
ship. When it attacks, we are bound to defend, regardiess of 
our mental attitude towards the incriminated matter, 

On the other hand, we aro equally bound to eodeaver to 
exercise the best strategy and tactics of which we are capable 
in dolng the work which may lead to confilct with the would-be 
suppressors Of divergence. We have to recognize the fact that 
many aspects of the sex question cannot adequately be dealt with 
under existing conditions, We do pot know what ts the better 
or the beat course to pursue, because we have not bal the op 
portunity to experiment and to compare the results of our ex- 
perimeniation, What men and women can or may do now is one 
thing; what meo and women free from the bonds of superstition 
and indivigeally independent can or may or will do is quite 
another thing ‘Therefore, 1 bold that much of the work at 
tempted by Mrs. Craddock and Mr. Stockham, as well as by 
their predecessors along that line of thought, was largely pre 
mature; there could be no full discussion of the issues involved; 
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the acientific opposition could not be heard at all in public ex- 
position, and even the proponents of the variously modified 
theory have been met by confiscation and imprisonment, which 
hare, virtually, silenced them as public teachers. They taught 
some truth; they taught some very serious errors; they knew 
all the time, as we who opposed them knew all the time, that 
we could sot be heard in any adequate fashion in exposing their 
errors or in reinforcing their expression of truth, Sum they 
kept on in thie direction, trying to do work that could bave ite 
place only when women and men should be fully free to ox- 
perimentaliy investigate and publish the resulte of their prac: 
tical researches without fear or favor, Now those of them who 
are alive know that their side cannot be presented when It goes 
beyond the merest asmertion of the unproved, of the protably 
unprovable, le It too much to hope that hereafter we may have 
more attention given to the entire emancipation of men and 
womet, of women especially, ad moet in need of It, and less time 
waated In speculating about what may be done when thie hoped: 
for day of freedom comes or in trying to impres op the women 
who live in one world of thought and action what should te 
done, as it is asserted, by women who are to live in another 
world of thought and action? 

Affirm the right of esch woman to the control of ber own 
person. 

Amem the right of either one of any couple to separata life 
when that person desires it, precisely an in business partner 
ships. 

Affirm the normal natare of sex and ite manifestations, the 
anshame and the sanity of IL from the caress just beyond friend 
ship to the reerestion of life 

These affirmations carry «ith them the denial of all the 
tyrannies, all the superstition», all the Inanities, all the per 
versions, of the prevailing sexual existence, In thelr amplifica- 
tion and exposition there ls enough work for a score of Lucifers, 
for ten thousand speakers and writers Yes, and for all who 
really wish to live freer and better. But if any ls attacked by 
the Censorship or the mob for other teachings, defend that one 
as you would defend yourselves. So thinking, I sent this letter 
to the Chicago paper named: 


Editor Chicago Daily Journal: 


You speak of the fate that ond befall any paper which 
should publish the writings of Mrs Stockham Tut tn not this 
largely a matter of geography and ilime? What, to iliuetrate, 
would have been yoor fate in Russia any time during the last 
half century had you published there the matter on potitice and 
religion that you have printed here with impunity? In 1784 the 
publisher of the trst edition of Col. Ethan Allens “Reason, the 
Only Oracle òf Man,” destroyed it because he feared the ven 
geance of offended heaven. A work le not necessarily Lrragopabte 
or Impure because the laws or the public opinion of a certain 
age or country condemn il, nor because the mind of its publisher 
age or country condemn it. nor because the mind of ite writer 
or publisher becomes panicestricken onder the shadow of the 
yesterday of thought.

question

to thorough investigation of al! human probleme tncleding the 
eexaal, You say that “either the prison of the asylum is the 
proper place fer people who sant stop thinking and writiag 
about sex.” The buman race ix on the earth and persists be 
cause of two facia, the Great of which ia Ite reproduction of its 
units through the association of the sexes, and the second of 
which te ite utilization of food producte { may be more than 
waually obtuse, bat for the life of me | cannot see why the Srst 
named of these facts ls not as important to us individaslly and 
to the race ne a whole as is the fact last nammi. If those who 
“can't siop thinking and writing about sex” pbonid tw im the 
prison or the asylum, then, by a parity of reasoning. those—a 
goodly number, by the way—who cannot stop thinking and writ 
ing about food also should be in the privon er the asylum.

WHO IS RIGHT? 

I do not often disagree with the editor of Leg, asu, 
finding that bie mature conclusions are sensible and convincing. 
Bot in a recont number of Locika, which I have not at hand, 
he sald something upon which I wished to remark whea I read 
it, apd 1 have been thinking of it at odd times ever since. 

He said, in substance, that If be did mot believe that the 
freedom of women would rewult im the borning of better and 
stronger children, be would bot be jn the work he has chosen 
and to which be has earnestly devoted himself for so many 
years. It waa in answer to some one who urged that we bad 
no proof that children were better for being bern of free and 
intelligent mothers 

Now, with all due deference, 1 want to say that 1 do not 
believe Brother Harman's statement. 1 fully believe that, even 
though it could be proven that free mothers could produce po 
improvement on the children of the past, Mr. Harman would 
still be ae devoted and sincere in bin work as he is now, le not 
the greater happiness and better development of women them: 
selves suficient reason for the creat work of endeavoring to 
emancipate the pex? If he dom oot think so, we would be com 
pellet to clase him with a correspondent he had a number of 
years ago. Thie map wrote a letter to Lucien describing the 
act of a Dutch farmer who drove bis wife as be did bie oxen, 
with a good long “gad.” He weed It on her once when che was 
in a delicate coalition and the reult wan that an idiot eon was 
born to them and proved to be a lifelong burden and expense, 
The lesson the writer drew from this Incident was that if only 
the Dotchman had boon taught the consequences of such treat 
ment of prospective mothers he would dava refrained from beat- 
ing bis wife at each a time, and teen spared the trouble and 
care of an kate sen. 1 indignantly exclaimed at the time, as 
no doubt many other sympathetic women did, that if the Duteh 
farmer did not know enough to treat hie wife decently for her 
own sake, be could pot be taught to treat ber kindly even for 
the make of sape and healthy children. 

I never have teen a fanatical advocate of good, common, 
decent morale merely for the sake of the unborn children yet 
to come. 1 deem that there is sufficient reason for refruiniog 
from making women slaves, without considering the unborn chil: 
deon im the isast I never have worried about “race suicide” 
or race degeneration, or race quality, I believe if we me that 
Women are allowed satural freedom, natural opportunities for 
development and activity, thelr children will be all right; but. 
anyway, we want women, as well as all humanity, to be free. 

If our devotion to the work of emancipation depended on 
whether free women slways gave birth ta better and beaitbier 
children or not, I am afraid there would soon be no workers 
In the geld. Because, so far, it has not been proven by actual 
example, The children that bave been wished for, planned for, 
and the conditions prepared for, have not always been drairable 
children; often something le wrong it nothing else, they are apt 
to be oversensitive, delicate, shrinking from this bard, cold 
world, The children barn under the average conditions of the 
world reem better able to cope with it than those browght forth 
under the most favorable conditions, A polar bear, in order to 
meet the conditions of bis frozen bome, must be bora there: 
it would pot do to breed him In a warm, genial, protected atmos 
phere and thep tura him loose among the glaciers. 

Of course, we must, Gret of all, have free women. But for 
their own sakes! They will find out sometime what conditions 
are most favorable to hee dd children As yet I believe we 
Know but very little about the conceiving, bearing and rearing 
ot the best offspring. And in our ignorant state | would hate to 
hare our devotion te the cause of free women depend entirely 
upon the kind of children our very few free women have borne.

Judgo Betbea’s conviction of the vierun woman reformer, 
Dr, Alice U. Blockbam, on a charge of elrowlating Improper liter 
ature through the United States matte will bring surprise and dis 
may to thousands of pureminded American women who have 
written letters of thanks to that reputable ptiysiclan for the vab 
table information given in the povora! books which she hus writ- 
ten op marriage and motherhood. 

it ls safe to say mat not one woman lu a Ulousatd who has 
fead those books ever entertained the suspicion that they con: 
tained any improper word, phrase of sentence, They are written 
in delicate and chaste language, full of motherly sympathy for 
the countless women whose marital misery has been dee iu great 
measure to their ignorance Of women's natural functions 

Dr, Stockham's books are devoted almost exclusively to the 
silence of eugenics, The word eagenica ls of Greek origin, and 
literally messa good birth, The object of Dr. Stockham'y books 
is to instruct women in the mysteriés of motherhood, go that they 
may bear children weii equipped physically and mentally, with 
little or no UL effect op the mothers, She has won the tasting 
gratitude of thousands of women because of ber success in re 
moving toa groat degree the scriptural curse of maternity, 

President Roosevelt is no more opposed to race suicide than 
is Dr, Stockbam, but this physician, who ban mato a tua of 
maternity for a period as long as the entire life of President 
Roosevelt, beliowes race suicide can best be prevented and race 
improvement beat be promoted by the production of better chil- 
dren rather than more numerous children. 

INTENT OF THE LAW, 

"The old-fasbloned faiber and mother belloved iiterature on 
marriage and allied suljects was not for children,” Judge Bethea 
ls reported to have sald to bis ruling, “The young were told 
not to touch such pobjecta, just as they Were told not to steal 
or lie. That is bow the government came to have laws regulating 
the transmission of cértain matter Uirough the maito,” 

It seems to me that this ia a femarkable misconception of 
the Intent of the law, whieh was framed to prodidit the cireuta» 
tion of literature which bas a tendency to deprave the morals 
and corrupt the minds of the young, and not in any degree to 
prevent the giving of scientific instruction to the mature op the 
most Vital and most important of all eclences to the human race, 
namely: The aclence of ongenica, the sclence of race improve 
ment 

Surely no congressman who voted for the pawage of the 
often misused Comstock law had the most remote Weg that he 
waè voting to prodibit hiw wite or marrlageable daughter from 
receiving advice through the mall from a reputable physician re 
garding prenatal culture, or the preparation for motherhood. 

But, oven supposing Judge Nethea is right Ip bis conteation 
that the original intent of the law was to prohibit the giving of 
such Inatructionn—a supposition which attributes to the legist 
tors a spirit of prudishness that few persons will admit they pos- 
en the law as framed surely doce not forbid the giving of 
auch instruction. It merely forbids the transmission of “obscene 
or Indecent” litarature, it requires a great stretch of tho Imag 
nation to stamp as “obscene or indecent” the chaste and im- 
portant information which has been given to the women of 
America ta Dr. Stockbam's book, 

ATTITUDE TAKEN NY BETHEA. 

“What we have to do,“ says Judge Bothra, "is to upbold the 
law ax it stands.” 

He je right In that asmertion, bot bow he could convince him- 
self that Dr. Stockham's booka violated that jaw will be hard for 
the many thousands of persons who bave read them to under: 
D e 
“It these persons believe they are right in teaching Leen 
subjecta so that the young may learn them they abould have their 
doctrines interwoven with the law of the land,” say» Judge 
Hothon. 

A remarkable statement! The highest law of the land ts 
generally supposed to be the Constitution of tha United States, 
whieh guarantees to the people the right of freedom of press and 
of speech. Tt de nol necessary to bave the rights of the poople 
“Interwoven with the law’; It is euffielent that they are not for 
bidden by the law. The admirers of the work of Dr, Stockhars 
have no desire to promote the circulation of literature forbidden 
by the law; but they contend that it is mixconatruction of the 
law to bold that the instruction imparted In ber books le in any 
way “obscene or indecent.” 
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The tearned judge gratuitously injects into bi comment the 
phrase “so that the young may learn them.” It le highly impro 
able that tho young would be Interested esough in Dr. Stock · 
uam books to read them. Sach as objection might be applied to 
the Die or to many medical books which a child might read.

The Inference la that Dr. Bockwith had the intention to vie 
late the law, an intention which I am sure Dr. Beckwith would 
indignantly deny.

Botter than Dr. Stockbam, who hae given more than forty 
years of her life to the instruction ef women lu the functions of 
motberhood—better than she what ia pure and what ja impure, 
what is proper and what is improper for every woman to know? 

‘Those who know Dr. Beckwith, including many clergymen 
and estimable women in Chicago, assert that be i» a man of the 
highest moral character, uboroughly conscientious, who gave up

FROM A*LAWYER’S STANDPOINT. 

Moses Marwan has been convicted again. and unless the 
Cireult Court of Appeals reverses the eeotetice of the District 
Court, be will probably serve a year in the Joliet Penitentiary. 

The statue under which he wae convicted prohibits lewd, 
lascivious anë obscene publications. Articles which have > 
tendency to stimulate erotic emotion can With seme certainity 
be classified as Leed and lascivious It ia however, extremety 
dificult to designate ta any terminology that which le obscene 
Judges vary greauy in deGning it, perhaps depending upon their 
neuropathie conditions 

Dr. Stockham’s “The Wedding Nicht was «old at 63 a copy, 
it omitted no detail, Ite publication was largely a commercial 
proposition. It was, from a conventional standpolat, exceeding 
ly more suggestive, lewd and lascivious than the maat euccestive 
portions of Venus and Adonis. 

Dr. Stockham was found guilty end Goed $2500), Mewes 
Harman. for a jess offensiic article, is sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. This discrimination in lag = sentence de volg of al! 
reason and justice and only has a tendency te Increase the already 
very great disrespect for the law. 

Moses Harman, in a sense, wae trapped inte prison. In 
discussing the subject of sexology, it te Impossible for Harman 
to gò to a lawyer or Judge for assistance or guidance 

The Police Gasette and the Elite are admitted to tbe mali» 
and there seems to be no Judge Landis or Bethea of pudlie prose 
eutor startied into- action, That Richard K. Fox is a man of 
greal means cannot te the reason, but the fact remalue that they 
wend through the malle, coarse, emutty aod suggestive pictures 
and paragraphs. 

In Russia there le a censorehip. It not only probibite but 
pointe out what can be published or printed with impunity. If 
you violate the lnatructions, you take your «hance in prison or 
Siberia. 

In “wy own, my native land we have a censorship, the 
postal authorities and the other ofScials have the suthority to 
stop non-mailable matter and to confleate the samo by sending 
it to the Dead Letter Office; they prefer not to conliscate, but 
to permit the offense then prosecute and convict, 

Harman could go to the United States authorities, satmit 
his paper, and they refuse to answer. He could go to a lawyer, 
ant the lawyer may misinform him. He only jesrne his right, or 
rather his privileges, within prison walla. 

A lawyer to venture an opinion, must compare hie knowledge 
of what le ordinarily permitted to go through the malls with the 
the two articles which were pubilabed by Harman, which bave 
absolutely no tendency to excite the passions, and passini a 
favorable opinion, pass his cileni into the penitentiary 

For instance, the following poem appeared in the Literary 
Supplement of a Chicago Dally. 

It was written by Gilder, editor of the Century Magasine and 
is also to be found among his “Toome and Inscriptions” The 
Chichgo Dally was circolated indiscriminately among young, old 
and infants, With some trepidation I suggest ita publication ta 
Lecture, feeling that as It passed through the malla that prece- 
dent will not be broken for the purpose of sending an old man to 
Jail, 

I ask Judge Landis, the prosecuting attorney and the readers 
of thin paper to read this poem;

Dr, Stockbam realized that it le Impossible to reform 
the grandparents of the present generation; but she evidently 
believed it both possible and desirable to properly instruct the 
potential grandmothers of future grandchildren. 1 believe that 
“The Wedding Night" i» a work of great value in the hands of 
young women who seriously desire to so live that their offspring 
may be healthy, strong, happy, Intelligent.

Wednerday, June 21, 365—2806—there wan deposited in the 
keneral postomice at Chicago, an edition of Looms numbered 
1042, for malling to wubserfbers. it waa a double number, 10 
pages Instead of the usual elght. 

Much time and tabor had been expended on this edition, to 
way notbing of money, We had promise our readers something 
of a history of the "Postal Ingulaltion,” both as to origin and 
practical working. We had asked for vedere for extra copies of 
thia edition for free distribution, or for sale among the friends 
of sulmeribers, hoping in thie way to get some help towards de 
fraying extra expense. To thie request some of our old-time 
friends and helpers had responded promt ily and Hberally. 

Several eubsequent or supplementary bundles of this edition, 
in answer to calla, were deposited for malling within the next 
ven or lebt days following the first deposit, never for one 
moment suspecting that the first and main deposit had not gone 
to the subscribers. 

Atter a week of anxious waiting, having received many com 
plaints from subscribers of the nonarrival of Loes, I de 
cided to investigate. Calling at the office of Mr, Panl Hall, Su- 
perintendent of Second Clams Matter, Chicago, | wae Informed 
by him that the edition had not been seat to subscribers, giving 
ss a reason that tbe paper cootalned “unmaiiable matter.“ 

When asked for the articles or paragraphs objected to 1 was 
shown the letter of Sarah Stone Rockhill, and a selection signed 
Nancy McKay Gordon, both printed on the last page of the paper

In reply to turtber lngoiries Mr. Hull sald the edition would 
de beld tll word could be received from headquarters at Wash- 
ington. when, it the decision should be that there articles are 
not obscene the edition would be sent to subscribers; it the de 
cision should be adverse, the papere would be held subject ta 
orders from the postmaster general's office.

While wishing to give Judge Landi the benefit of the doubt 
—while remembering that de iè comparatively a young man and 
that be la one of the toter appointecs to a chalr in the Federal 
court, and therefore Hable to make unintentional mistakes, | 
simply cannot escape the Inference, the mental couviction, that 
be did not weal the defense of my motives In publishing the in 
dicted articles to be heard in the Federal court room, because of 
the poaalble effect of such defense upon the minds of the hearers, 
upon the minds of those who have hitherto paid but itte atten 
tion to such subjecta, and ospecially that he did pot want the 
Juror to hear my motives defended, 

Several utterances of Judge Landis seem tw confirm ihla in 
ference. As when he said in summing up, that “While the de 
fendant claimea to be conducting Lis paper in the interest of 
sclentifie investigation alone, an examination of the paper itself 
does het confirm such clalm - ot words to that effect, and yet 
he utterly failed to point ont or quote anything in the copies of 
Log, beid in bis hand, to prove the truth of such statement, 

Again when my friend Stedman was preventing his excep 
tions to the rulings of court, apd asking for a pew trial, Landis 
used words like these: 

“Your client, Mr, Btedman, has apparently formed the eccen 
tric badit of seeking lmprisonment’—thus plain)y indicating that 
he considered me a fanatic un the sex question, and that to gain 
notoriety as an apostle of sexology 1 court Incarceration in the 
penitentiaries, 

It I correctly updervtand the meaning of these and of simi- 
lar utterances It le not strange that Kenesaw M. Landis should 
think it useless, or worse than useless, to give me s hearing in 
my own bebalf, and that he agroce substantially with Judge 
Bethea that sex, or sexoloxy, le pot a proper subject of discus 
sion, public or private 

Judge Bethea, who with Landis, js a recent appointee to the 
Foderal “bench,” in his rung in the Stockham case, took the 
ground that ars le bot u proper subject of diecusslon, either in 
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public or private, and we all know that courts have the babit 
of following procedents, instead of trying cach case un ite merita 
alone. By thle method courts are tied back to the past; they 
became ultra conservative, reactionary, hon progressive, non- 
humane it not inuman. 

In other words, by depending on precedents the tendency in 
always to make n fetich of the letter of the law, The law la 
magnified and made honorable at the expense of justice, at tho 
expense of humanity, of manhood, of womanbood, until the opin- 
jon or doctrine seems to prevall (bat human beings are created 
for the law, for the honor and glory of the law, and for the honor 
anid glory of the officials who expound and enforce the law, rather 
than the doctrine that laws are made for man, for woman, for 
the use and benefit of human beings; not for the honor, glory 
and emolument of lawmakers, of judges, of sheriffs, prosecuting 
Attorneys and other oficiala connected with the administration of 
human law.

His publications 
strike at the base and sacredness of marriage on sclentifie 
grounds, and lengthy dlecuasions op this subject are carried os 
in the publication from various writers. A motion for a new trial 
and an order in arrest of Judgment were denied by Judge Landis 
yesterday (Wednesday).” 

The reporter waa quite correct in saying, “when he (Harman)

Judge Bethea, who with Landis, js a recent appointee to the 
Federal “bench,” in bis raling in the Stockham case, took the 
ground that %% is not a proper subject of discussion, elther in 
public or private, and we all know that courts bare the babit 
of follawing procodonts, instead of trying cach case op its merits 
alone. By thie method courts are ted back to the past; they 
become ultra conservative, reactionary, bon-progressive, BOM- 
humane it not inuman, 

Jn other words, by depending op precedents the tendency Je 
always to make a fetich of the lotier of the law, The law le 
magnified and made honorable at the expense of Justice, at tha 


expense of humasity, of manhood, of womanhood, until the opin» 
jon or doctrine seema to prevalil that bunian Feinen are created 
for the law, for the honor and glory of the law, and for the bonor 
and glory of the officials who expound and enforce the law, rather

FREEDOM FOR GROWTH, AND ITS DEFENSE. 

We aro told to beware of entrance to a quarrel, but having 
been drawn or forced into one, the same admontsber bids us ra 
to conduct ourselves that our foo shall know we are thero. 

Towards the deniers of the opportunity for (reedom of ex- 
pression, our attitude in ove of persistent afirmation of the 
right to such expression of thought an we are pee to make, 
this expression dDelag earontia) to growth, This is the most Im- 
portant principle involved In all our quarrels with the Censor- 


stip, When it attacks, we are boond to defend, regardless of 
our mental attitude towards the incriminated matter. 

On the other hand, we are equally bound to endeavor to 
exercise the beat strategy and tactics of which we are capable 
in doing the work which may lead to conflict with the would-be 
suppressors of divergence. We have to recognize the fact that 
many aapects of (he mx question cannot adequately be dealt with 
under existing conditions, We do not know what le the better 
or the best course to pursue, because we have not bad the op 
portunity to experiment and to compare the resulta of our ex- 
perimentation. What men and women can or may do now is one 
thing; what men and women free from the bonds of superstition 
and Individually Independent can or may or will do In quite 
another thing. Therefore, I hold that much of the work at 
tempted by Mra Craddock and Mr. Stockbam, as well as by 
thelr predecessors slong that line of thought, was largely pro- 
mature; there could be no fall discumion of the issues Involved; 
the sclentifie opposition coeld not be heard at all ia public ex- 
position, and even the proponents of the variously modified 
theory have been met by confiscation and imprisonment, which 
have, virtually, allenced them Ae public teachers. They taught 
some truth; they taught some very serious errora; they knew 
all the time, ae we who opposed them knew all the time, that 
we could not be heard tu any adequate fashion in exposing their 
errora or in reinforcing their expression of truth. Still they 
kept on in thin direction, trying to do work that could have ite 
place only when women and men should be fully free to ex- 
perimentally investigate and publish the rewiite of their prac 
tical researches without fear or favor. Now those of them who 
are alive know that fheir alde cannot be preaunted when it goes 
beyond the merest axeertion of the unproved, of the protebly 
unprovable. Is it too much to hope that hereafter we may bave 
more attention given to the entire emancipation of men and 
women, of women specially, as mom in need of It, and lees time 
waated in speculating about what may be done when this hoped 
for day of freedom comes of in trying to Impress on the women 
who live In one world of thought and action what should be 
done, as it Ip asserted, by women who ure to live in another 
world of thought and artion? 

Affirm the right of onch woman to the control of ber own 
parson. 

Affirm the right of either ona of any couple to separate Ifa 
when that person desires it, precisely an in business partoer- 
ahipa 

Affirm the normal naturo of sex and ite manifestations, the 
tinahame and the sanity of it, from the caress Just beyond friend 
ship to the recreation of life, 

These afrmations carry with them the denial of all the 
tyrannies, all the superstitions, all the Inanities, all tho per- 
vorsiona, of the prevailing sexual existence. In thelr amplifica- 
tion and exposition there is enough work for a score of Lucifers, 
for teu thousand speakera and writers, Yew, and for all who 
really wish to live freer and better, But if any Ip attacked by 
the Censorship or the mob for other teachings, defend that one 
ae you would defend yoursetver, Bo thinking, I sept this letter 
to the Chicago paper named: 

Editor Chicago Daily Journal: 

You speak of the fate that would befall any paper which 
should publish the writings of Mrs. Stockham. But te not thle 
largely a matter ot geography and time? What, to Ilustrate, 
woold have been your fate in Russia any time during the last 
half century bad you published there the matter on politics and 
religion that you have printed here with impunity?

You admit that Mra Stockbam may be sincere, that gie 
may think women should be Instructed as eo es to Instruct 
them, but thin would only be proof to you that she te suffering 
from erotomania, Would the fact that a dress or food or drink 
or exercise reformer thinks the people really nood instruction 
puch as be ls trying to give them, prove to your mind that he 
is the victim of some kind of mania and hence has no right to

It ie asserted by you that Mr. Stockham's books are "dag, 
erous to public morale” In what respect do public morale 
Alster from private morale?

THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCESS IN AMERICA. 
To Lovers of Freedom Everywhere 

In Russia to-day the fruit of the tree of the 
administrative process is ripe and more, and the 
government and people of that country are gathering 
the rotting harvest in flame and terror and blood. 

In the United States the Postal Censorship 
for a decade or longer has been planting the seeds 
of that deadly tree in the soil of this country, 
Shall that mad planting continue and extend or 
are the people at last ready to say it must stop 
and stop NOW? 

Moses Harman, Editor of “ Lucifer,” was 
tried and convicted and sentenced in the federal 
court in Chicago, on the threadbare charge of “ob. 
scenity'’. We have no doubt the whole series of 
Proceedings was in every step a mistake and an 
injustice, a wrong to an honest man, a denial of 
salutary liberty, a menace to the peaceful evolution 
of better social conditions, But at least the forms 


of Jaw were respected; at least the accused was 
confronted with his accusers; at least he was in 
formed in advance of the charges against him; at 
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BEARER. 


least he had opportunity to employ counsel, to 
summon witnesses, to prepare his defense; atleast 
he had a trial “by the country,” that is, by a jury; 
at least he was not rabbed of property and freedom 
without judicial investigation, partial and prejudiced 
though it was; at least he had some chance to de- 
fend himself, at least he was not THERE a victim 
of administrative process. 

THAT was to come later in the crowning 
outrage of all to which he has been subjected 
during a full twenty years. He prepared a double 
number of “Lucifer,” containing a resume of the 
history of his struggle with the Censorship and a 
number of letters from his friends, This was 
printed, drawing heavily on his very slender resour 
ces. It was deposited in the postoffice at Chicago 
for transmission. Days passed and no subscriber 
received hispaper. Inquiries came to Mr. Harman. 
He went to the postoffice. He found that the en- 
tire edition of No. 1042 had been “held up. He 
asked why. The Superintendent of second-class 
mails told him there was obscene matter in 
the paper, and he pointed to two articles which he 
said were in violation of the postal law. These 
are all conservative from the viewpoint of any ra- 
tional person of orthodox opinions, and they are 
even reactionary in a measure in the cyes of many 
intelligent men and women. The Superintendent 
says they ate obscene; they are NOT OBSCENE 
and the official does not mean they are. He means 
that they are dangerous to the existing order of 
disorder, as he thinks. He admitted this when he 
said to Mr. Harman: “If your ideas should pre 
vail society would be in a state of chaos.” It is 
not obscenity but heresy that is scented and at- 
tacked. The paragraphs used asa pretext for con. 
fiscation by administrative process are pleas for a 
lessening of sexual indulgence. Would THAT 
produce social chaos, in the opinion of Superinten- 
dent Hull? But the writers of the paragraphs, and 
Mr. Harman, demand that woman shall have con 
trol of her own body. THAT is what has fright- 
ened the Censorship. 
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Other days passed. Again Mr. Harman 
went to the postoſſice. He found that his papers 
had been sent to the dead-letter otfice in Wash- 
ington, there to be destroyed, of course. 

MARK WELL WHAT IS DONE: An 
edition of a paper is seized. The publisher is not 
notified of the fact. He is left to discover as best 
he may what has happened. He has no opportu- 
nity to defend or explain, His property ts taken 
from him without "due process of law, without a 
hearing of any kind. The subscribers are left in 
like doubt; THEY ARE DENIED THEIR 
CHOICE OF READING MATTER: they are de- 
spoiled by administrative process, without inquiry 
and without hope of redress. And most of them 
are American citizens, supposedly under the pro- 
tection of the Constitution ! 

Why not complete the installation of the 
Russian machine? Why not place a censor in 
“Lucifer's” office, with full authority to read all 
“copy” before itis sent to the linotype, and to 
blacken all words, lines, and pages that the Censor- 
ship can not approve? This would remove doubt, 
prevent worry and needless expense, and in all 
ways be a decided improvement on the present 
method of conducting the administrative process. 
Besides, it would have the merit of being logical. 
There would be no delusive suggestion of the re- 
public, of liberty of press, of justice. 

What are YOU prepared to say and do in 
the light of these facts? Will you now and here- 
after, so long as these monstrous abuses shall con. 
tinue, bear testimony against them? Will you 
protest? Will you do everything you can to help 
Moses Harman in this crisis, sustaining him by 
argument and appeal, with your influence; WITH 
MONEY, now as always the sinews of war? He 
is the victim to-day; you may be the victim to- 
morrow. The destruction of the rights of one, 
though the humblest and most unpopular, menaces 
the rights of all, opens the way for worse tyrannies, 
for more extended ruin. HOW MUCH do you 
sympathize with this hunted editor, with liberty of 
inquiry and expression?

We had asked for ordera for erg copies of 
thin edition for free distribution, or for sale among the friends 
of wabecriberv, hoping in ihia way to get some help towania de 
fraying extra expense. To this request some of our old-time 
friends and helpers had responded promotiy and liberally. 

Several subsequent or supplementary bundles of thia edition, 
in answer to calla, were deposited for mailing within the next 
Wen or eight days following the frst deposit, never for one 
moment suspecting that the first and main deposit had not gone 
to the subscribers, 

After a week of anxious waiting, having received many com: 
plaints from wobscribere of the nomarrival of Loes, I de- 
cided to Investigate, Calling at the office of Mr Paul Hull, Su- 
perintendent of Second Clase Matter, Chicago, | wae informed 
by him that the edition bad mot been sent to subscribers, giving 
as a reason that the paper contained “unmaiiable matter.“ 

When asked for the articles or paragraphs objected to I was 
shown the letter of Sarah Stone Rockhill, and a selection signed 
Nancy McKay Gordon, both printed op the last page of the paper 
except one. 

In reply to further inquiries Mr. Hall said the edition would 
be held (UU word could be received from headquarters at Waah- 
ington, when, If the decision should be that these articles ara 
not olecene the edition would be sent to aubecribers; if the de 
ciniop whould be adverse, the papers would be held subject to 
orders from the postmaster general's office.

pletely, elude our ken, 

But while thin in true we all very naturally seek for the 
causes of all phenomena, Including, of course, all human acts 
and worda, Very naturally we seek to know the hidden springs 
of human conduct. We all pech to know, aa far as possible, the 
whys and the wherefores—in accord with, or because of, that 
other well known principle or maxim, “By tbeir fralte ye shail 
know them.“ and “Tbe tree ls known br ita fruits” 

Why, then, should I be denied the right-—-or privilege, it the 
reader prefers that term—of addressing a few explanatory words

No one can know what (he teal motive un- 
derlying any act was, or is, so well as the fndividual who per 
forme the act, and in the absence of orerwhelming evidence to 
the contrary the testimony of euch actor should be accepted as 
conclusive, 

So much impressed with the truth of this principle were the 
5. the trathloving and lberty-loving old Romana, during 
the parlier and better years of that great nationality, that it 
wan Accepted by them as a fundamental principle of Juriaprudence 
that no one should be condemned until heard in bie own defense. 
Civil laws and customs In England and her colonles—of which 
colonies the United States ste part—are supposed to date back 
to ancleat Roman laws and customs for thelr authority.

While wishing to give Judge Landis the beneñt of the doubt 
while remembering that he is comparatively a young man and 
that he le one of the laler appolniows to a chair in the Federal 
court, and therefore able to make unintentional mistakes, 1 
almply cannot escape the Inference, (be mental conviction, that 
he did not want the defense of my motives In publishing the In- 
dicted articles to be heard in the Federal court room, because of 
the possibile effect of such Gerten upon the minds of the hearers, 
upon the minds of those who have hitherto pald but little atten. 
Uon to such mibjects, and especially that he did not want the 
jurora to hear my motives defended. 

Several utterances of Judge Landis scom to confirm this in- 
ference. As when he sald in summing up, that “While the de- 
fendant claims to be conducting his paper in the interest of 
sclentific investigation alone, an examination of the paper Itself 
doos net confirm such claim —or words to that effect, apd yet 
he utterly falled to point out or quote anything in the copies of 
Leg, beid in his hand, to prove the truth of such statement.

If I correctly understand the meaning of these and of almi- 
lar utterances it is not strange that Kenesaw M. tandis sbould 
think it treeless, or worse than use, fo give me a bearing In 
my own behalf, and that he agrees substantially with Judge 
Betea that sex, of soxology, la not a proper subject of discus 
sion, public or private 

Judge Bethea, who with Landy, Ir @ recent appointee to tho 
Federal “bench,” In bis ruling in the Stockham case, took the

In other words, by depending on precedents the tendency le 
ways to make a fetich of the letter of the law.

lon or doctrine seems to prevall that human delngs are created 
for the law, tor the honor and glory of the law, and for the honor 
and glory of the officials who expound and enforce the law, rather 
than tbo doctrine that laws are made for man, for woman, for 
the use and benefit of duman beings; not for the honor, glory 
and emolument of lau makers. of judges, of sheriffs, prosecuting 
attorneys and other officials connected with the administration of 
human law.

POSTAL CENSORSHIP IN THE UNITED STATES. 


An address issued from New York by the Free Speech League 
(Dr. E H. Foote, treasurer, 120 Lexington avenue), calls atten- 
tion to the development in this country of a usurpation of power 
of the most threatening character—censorship of the press. The 
particular instance referred to is the case of a Chicago publica 
tion named irca edited by Moses Harman, and charged with 
publishing something obscene; bat neither the particular paper 
or ite editor, nor the particular charge, le itmportant, in view 
of the arbitrary method of suppression. The vital aue raised 
by thie case ia not whether obecene publications shall be sup 
premsed; it ia whether the postal department shall be permitted 
to pass judgment e parte, on the question of obscenity, and, 
witout due process of law, to destroy newspaper properties 
npon the ipse dixit of postal clerks. 

This is what appears to have been done in Harman's case: 
Having deposited a regular edition of his paper in the malla be 
suppowd it had been distributed to his subscribers; but be 
earned later that. instead of being distributed, it had been sent 
to the dead letter office and confiecated upon a charge of con 
taining obscene matter. Whether the matter was obecene we 
are In no position to judge, for the paper is not before us; but 
every Intelligent citixen la in a position to Judge of the import 
ance of the right of a newspaper publisher tò æ fair trial on any 
accusation, even of indecency, before being deprived of his 
property. If postal clerks may at will suppress and confiscate 
any edition of any periodical which they are ordered or are 
pleased (o regard as obscene, then no periodical which In any 
respect offends the powers that be is quite mie from censorial 
malice. 

It ls easy to convict of crime when the accuser ia also prose 
cutor, Judge and jury, and the accused is given neither oppor 
tunity to be hoard nor notice of the accusation. Mepecially ts 
this trae when the samo authorities who thus conflecate property 
without due process of law, refuse to disclose io advance of pub 
Heation what their judgmont as to the legitimacy of printed 
matter may be. For iliustratlon: The editor of a perfectly 
clean periodical, feeling called upon to discuss In a decent man 
ner some questions relating to the philowophy of pex relation: 
ships, might In good falth submit his article to the proper postal 
autboritiea with a view to avoiding. the penaltion of censor 
ship. But the authorities would refuse to advise him, although, 
as their functions are executive and not judicial, there In no 
reason for such refusal. Yet, after the article had been pub 
lashed, and the edition of the pericdica) deposted in the maila, 
the game executive boreau which had refused to disclose Ite 
altitude toward the article in advance of publication, would 
promptly confiscate the edition without allowing the editor any 
opportunity to be heard. This le precisely what ià sald to bave 
occurred in Harman's case. It is precisely what the postal 
authoritios assert the right to do jn any case. It le absolutely in 
contravention of American principles of jurisprudence, aud it 
la u most dangerous usurpation of censoria! power.-The Publie, 
Culeigo, In.

man insinuates, we can pot tell, but think It unlikely, for the 
reason that In an interview with one of the postochen officials at 
Chicago Mr. Harman was Informed that If his theories were 
carried oot society would be in a state of chaos. The official 
added that be had read every copy of the paper for two years, and 
it be could have bis way not à copy would be matied. The om 
olala are evidently using their executive power (o suppress what 
they do not like. 

The articles condemned as unmallable are before up Hau 
they come to the Truth Seeker we should have rejected them 
for a variety of reasons, bat the idea that they are obscene 
would not have occurred to ua, There are no offensive words 
used, and the Malin thought of both makes for real morality 
As a matter of joformation purely we would like to print them, 
being sure that our readers would see the point in sach, but 
as the department has declared (hem unmailadly that le im 
possible, as we would then be in a hole with Leone Mr. Har 
man is also under conviction for circulating a previous issue 
of hin paper, and has appealed. 

We do not know how any one can help Mr. Harman except 
by sending bim money to fight the case, The postofiice officials 
have the power to decide what le unmalladle matter, subject to 
reversal of their decision by the court. Knowing the conservative 
spirit of the United States courts, wo do not believe they will 
reverée this deciston, and the issue of Loci for June 22 prob 
ably will never be read hy ita subscribers. 

We havo now, it seems, a complete postal censorship of 
ideas. The language of all the articles for which Mr, Harman 
is under the harrow is pure enough to sult everybody except 
nome halfeducated people like the members of the Purity League, 
mothered by Granny Grannie. The objection to the articles, 
therefore, must He against the ideas conveyed by them. The 
World is fall of hypocrites, and the very persona wha will readily 
violate the commonly accepted code of sexual morality will pro 
test the loudest againat thore who neck to wpert (hat code. Too 
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much protestation, however, lays the protestant under suspicion. 
D. M. Bennett was imprisoned for circulating an idea; # was 
Esra H Heywood, ro eng and probably will be Moses Harman 
unless be agrees to quit. He is so old that almost any judge 
would grant bim clemency would he bot promise to be good. 

The remedy for this state of affairs must lie with congress. 
The postal laws should be amended so that they will not sup 
presa, at the whim of an official, matter obviously written and 
printed with good and pure intent. Obscenity, like petty lar- 
oeny, should be dealt with by local authority, and not by the 
United States. There should be no censorship of printed mat- 
ter by any oficial, for when the editor of the Truth Seeker is 
made post-master general the temptation to declare the Dible un 
mailable may be too great for him to resist.

The batte for the right of private judgment in reiigion, in 
theology, was long, bitter and very costly, and is pot yet com 
pletely won, after the tape of many centuries. Must the battle 
for the right of private Judgement in matters moralistic, in mat 
ters sexologic, be as bitter, as costly and as long continued as 
was the older confilet to secure religious freedom? Time alone 
will tell, 

The denial of the right of private Judgment in theologie 
Watters was doubtless instigated chiefly by the lust of power: 
by the desire on the part of the ruling classes to perpetuate 
thelr rule over the massen by keeping them in ignorance. Ia it 
not equally probable that the denial of the right of private 
judgment in matters woralletic, especially in matters soxologic. 
is prompted by the same lust of power on the part of the ruling 
classes, and by the foar that knowledge of sex would make the 
masses dlecontented with the slavery of their lot, and tause 
them to demand eelf-rule, sel€law, selfownershlp, self-control, in 
all things, and an equal share of the earth and of what it hole?

And all are hopeful, 
with the exception, perhaps, of Mr, Benjamin Kidd, that the Im 
provement can be effected by deliberate, conscious effort, At the 
danger of extinction, Malthustans may smile; yet it is certain 
that many of tho best human strains do die out, and that the 
pure Anglo-Saxon breed In America ls not now multiplying. and 
1 think it ia clear that a definite aad recognised aspiration in 
b race to improve must include an aspiration to keep up ite 
number to the full, It not to Increnee them. 

Now to examine methods, A goo’ prover) mays: “He who 
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will know what will be must consider what bath leon"; end 
though the history of the past will not show ua all the history 
at the future, it always throws much aht upon It. 

There ie no doubt that man bas improved in faculties, in 
brain power and in adaptability, though he has not on the 
average reached puch a good moral standard as that of most 
other animals, in social sympathy or chivalry toward his mate, 

‘The doctrine of evolution shows us man's path of progress. 
Darwin taught ue what nature's method was in this path of 
progress. The quick-witted and the deft were allowed to flourish 
and produce offspring, the stupid and the clumsy died early and 
left mo offspring or fèw. Every lodividual waa, sò to speak, 
tested this way, Tuts wes nature's individualistic method of 
improving the race, I ura the word philosophically; oven the 
mest socialistic of Ue must admit thal this method, carried op 
for Long ages, succeeded well, Darwin called this method “sat 
ural selection” and ite rewult “the survival of the Attest. 

ut nature had also another method which now came in 
well, Something wae lost ben the individuallatic method was 
supplemented by another, Yat mach more wan gained, Mon br, 
came a Aighly socialized animal, and hy hia social faculties the 
power of his bande and brain were enormoosly multiplied as a 
collective animal And now he learned bow to exchange Ideas 
by means of that miracle, human language, When language be 
gan, man ret, % to spaak, went to echoolk And he learned 
both good and bad. Among the bad things be learned were how 
to go to war, how to enslave his fellow-creatures, and how to 
enslave his mate. Among the good things were poetry, muste 
and the visual arte, as well a» all the early crafts. 

There is a verse from a doggere! poem of the last century, 
which was Intended in mockery of the Srst evolotionista; bat it 
expresses the facts aa well as they can be briefly put, 80 } quote 
it, It tas of our apelike ancestors: 


“An ape with opposable thumb and big brain,

As the lord of creation established bis reign, 
Which nobody can deny.“ 


So bere we bave the two methode—the method of selected

maintains that plants, weeds, and trees are responsive to a few 
tafinences in thelr environment, but that children are Infinitely 
more responsive and the failure to realize the spiritual element» 
In the enviroplog conditions of children has been the fatal mis 
take in dealing with them. “Barnado in Landed has demon 
strated that inflaltely more can be done with children than with 
weeds and plants,” sald Professor Burbank today, “When this is 
realized and scientific principles are applied to the training of 
ebildren, then bumanity will enter upon a now stage of exist 
ence.’ *

the rights coaranteed hy ont Cometitution to every human being 
who con iy, “J am an American citizen,” to know that none can 
forcibly prevent ber from advecating her principlee—whatever 
be their mature or Condemey—without violating a right for which, 
ae much a for any other, oar fathers shed their blood in the 
Struggle Which led to the birth ef our Republic.”

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THE POSTOFFICE AND FREE SPEECH. 


The official who le pow at tda head of the postal department 
at Washington i» tir an Gnenvishle reputation for perverting 
the Ieettinete powers of Bia office—perverting them sometimes in 
a manner èlmost comle 

The government hee for some ilime beem trying, very prop 
erly, to “ced out from among sccond<clans mall matter. e 


matter entitled to be malled at the low rate of postage granted to 
Hewspapers—-slich pupere as are ubed primarily to advertier 
certain goods, and In which the nown and other reading matter 
are pot in only to giid the piil Bat of late the postal authorities 
have been stralniug the law to make It apply to newspapers of 
whose Views they disapprove. Several Bocislist papers have been 
subjected to real pereecution. They proved that they were not 
issued for adverticing purposes, in any ordinary sense of the 
word, bot the Ualted States Puelofice Ubereapon took the ground 
that they were Issued for the purpose of advertielng the editors 
Ideas, and fo Were pot entitled to newspaper rates, Of coarse, 
on Chat principle, the privileges of the mals might be refused 
to all the religions periodicals, to the temperanee papers, to the 
organa of the political parties, and to every other paper published 
to advocate an Mea, 

In Ube case of one of these socialist periodicals, ibe postal 
suthorities declared they did not believe it bad enough booa-tide 
subscribers to entitle it to the use of the mallis as a newspaper. 
The alitor therrepon asked ëch of hie eubecribers to send to 
Wasdington a postal cand certifyieg that be had subscribed asd 
pald bis own money for the paper; and ap avalanche of postal 
marda was the ranit Several of thess pepers advocating un- 
popular jlena have esiadlishog thelr right to dhe use of tho malls 
only after a hani struggie) and one Bocialist editor had to move 
hia paper to Canada and send it to bis eabeeribers in the United 
States frum over the border, The Canadian government does not 
like Bociullem any better than the American government does, 
but public opinion there would pot stand heaving the postal laws 
perverted into an engine of persecution, 

Neither would publie opinion stand it here, if the facts were 
kpuen, bot the viotima have mainly been the exponents of doo 
trines so unpopular that the general press bas pot taken up their 
cause, aud the xeneral peblic bas beard nothing about the matter, 
The latest case of postoiice pereecution has expecta! interest for 
women. Under the law against cireulsting indecent literature 
through the malis, a whole edition of a Chicago paper has deen 
seised and destroyed for publishing extracte from Dr, Alice R 
Stockhame “Tokelogy”! That ja, It has teen eappreieed com 
inally because It published these extracts, but really because the 
poeta) authorities disapprove of the editor's views op the woman 
question, 

“Tokology” Je a book Amtes to give prospective mothers 
euch advice upon diet and bygience as will lessen the pain of 
ebildbirth, It has been sold and cicculated through the mails for 
years, without objection. Many of our readers are familiar with 
it, There le hot hing in it from beginning to end that could prop 
erly come ender the law against cirealating indecent literature. 
But the paper that published the extracts from it waa Moses Har 
man's Luciu, A paper +o much disliked by tho authorities that 
they are always glad of a pretext to ruppress It; aod edited by a 
man of hiers en unpopular that the general public bas looked 
op with seeming indifference when the law was strained against 
him 

Mr Harman's cardinal doctrine ie that a woman should 
always have the control of ber ven person, He also believes in 
the abolition of legal marriage, With the frst of them ideas we 
tully agree; with the second we differ in toto, In the columns 
of Lenne, these questiona are discumed by correspondents from 
all pointe of view, (rom the most strict to the most lax, The 
editor han been repeatedly brought before the courts on the 
charge of sending objectionable literature through the malte, gep: 
erally because he has allowed some correspondent to use an ns 
wise and offensive latitude of expression, Mut the intense diatike 
for Mr. Harman's doctrines han cammed him to be sulijected to 
Jong terme of imprimpnment in cases that called for nothing more 
than a moderate fine at most; and in the present cane the attack 
upon him is persecution and prejudice pure and simpia.

OUR ADVANCING POSTAL CENSORSHIP 

Since jong before the foundation of the Federal covornment, 
American poblic eemtiment has cherished freedom of the prem 
above every other condition of popular Wier? except trial by 
Jury. With the press untrammetied our fathers believed that 
go menavo to Mberty could really gain a foothold, if an innove 
thon, or long dure. If already eatabliabed; whereas, if the freen 
Were viet to consomhip, they felt that autoeracy would Gout 
teh as in their day it did throughout Europe and a» in oure H 
tin doss in Ramia. 

They did not moan that the prese sdoold have license to 
attack personal reputations or offend public morals with Im 
punity, They conceded that publishers should be held to account 
for Utelous and indecent publications, Mut they tust egen that 
guilt shoald be determined by Juries, after the act, and upon s 
full bearing of both sides; and not by bureau officials in advance 
of the act and ex parte. 

Much has boon sald against this view on the ground that it 
would permit the acoomplichment of wrongs which once done 
cannot be undone; and it mast be confessed that the objection 
fe not without plausitdiity when particular grievances are com 
sidered Irrespective of general fein, But our fathers realleed 
that the greater Ganger Hen in empowering officials to impos 
upon yodlisbers a decree of silence, A person outraget by Mbel 
woold be vindicated by (he verdict that condemned hia Hibeler, 
commen standards of puldic morals would be strengthened by 
the verdict of juries if the standards were true, and weakened by 
asuk only im case they were false. But under a censorahlp, 
private outrages upan public rights might go unrevealed and un 
watbed, tree standards of public morals might te perverted and 
false ones perpetuated; and with a pretence of protecting per 
nal repotation and public morals, burraucrate misht inelé 
lousy undermine popular liberty. 

Our fathers therefore made it a part of their political reti 


over 

jary of hia fellow citizens. Se wedded were they to this theory 
of à free press accountable only to a jury of the people. that the 
resait of a lawsuit in the old Colony of New Vork was acclalosed 
throughout the Colonies and helped Kindle the fires of the Rew 
olution, because the jury had found that an alleged libel against 
the Colonial asthorities waa justiGed and the publisher sot 
guilty, notwithstanding that tbe Colonial jatge before whom the 
case wan tried had ordered the jury to convict. 

So vita) did this sentiment remain after the Revolution, that 
the Federal party went down in political wreck and ruin be 
cause H became rmponaibie for the “sedition act,” which evaded 
the princigle of = free but accountable press by making libel: 
last the President and otber Federa! officials triable before 
judges of the President's own appointment and juries selected 
by bie own appointees 

So vital did that sentiment continde down the troublons 
gint Just ended, that even in the heat of the antl duer 
agitation à proslavery Senata revolted at a suggestion that ant) 
slavery newspapers be made anmaltable. 

We believe that this wholesome sentiment of liberty survives 
in the American ming. Tous a great infux of foreigners ia 
recent yeare—forelgners seeking not greater liberty ae in cartler 
times, but only better wages—may have had the «fect of making 
American landmarks of liberty fade in the public opinion of to 
day, yet the autocratic conditions of which we get reports from 
Rustia are abhorrent enough to stir even the dullest mind to 
some sense of tbe dangers which go with a bureaurratic censor 
ship of the presa. It is ap (nsovation which we believe Amer 
ican public opinion would mot consciously tolerate. Were any 
direct attempt made to subject to the contro) of « government 
bureas the right to print and publish freely, aubject only to se 
countability to juries, it would surely overwhelm the political 
porty responsible for tt, as the Federn) party of a hundred years

Aud it in a fart, that by todtrect and eurreptitiogs methods 
a copeorehip i» gradually being established over printing and 
pablieting tn the United States It has advanced so far that 
a Keäeral trau at Washington already pomesers power of prere 
oomsorehlp eoficlent to enable it to suppress any periodical what 
ever, in the diecretion of the officials who control the bareau, 

We ġo not Intend to way that every posible attempt at each 
suppression would saccer’. What we do Intend to aay ie thai 
the censorial power which already existe in this Federal barosu 
is inlimited In ite possibilities and threatening in ita character, 
To a comaiileration of thia tact we beg most earnestly to call 
eetious public attention. 

LE? 

Let us comsider first how a situation o serious might come 
about. 

If an autocratic coterie, acute, skillful and patient, were de 
liborately eet npon the purpose of creating a preset censorship 
Hike that of Russks, in a repebtic hike ours where the traditions 
and the lawa guaranteed freedom of the press eubject to account 
ability only to juries, and where public opinion dung tenactously 
to the spirit of those traditions, how would that coterie begin? 

Not by trying to repeal the laws nor by Violently overriding 
them, Either would be a hopeless endertaking in those circuns 
stances, Boch a coterie would begia by trying to Invest with 
censoria) power ihat bursan of the government, H there were 
each a bureau, which managed the distribution amoog the people 
of written and printed matter. 

In doing Chie the coterie would at Aret carefully Nimit the 
cenporehip to sach written and printed matter as wan most Ip 
tensely offensive to publie morals; for that would be along the 
line Of least reelstance. A vast majority of the people, their 
thought centered Upon offenses against morality aod drawn away 
from Offenses against Iberty, would cordially approve the in 
ovation, 

Later a similar censorphip would be extended by this coterie 
of Miri? deatroyers, to written and printed matter somewhat 
lew offensive to public morals: and thes on and on by emay 
magee Lo such ae was less and lene offensive. 

And the same acute discretion would be observed in ihe 
execution of these powers of censorship. The bureau so invested 
with censorial authority would at Srst execute ite powere only 
againet violators of the mart santed tenets of public morality. 
An ite consorial powers were thereby commended to publie ap 
proval, they would be applied to leas repulsivo offenders or thote 
who occupied debatable ground, some ot whom might bring the 
subject into the courta 

But the courts, keen (o re that a decision in favor of minor 
or dubloos offenders wouhi make a precedent favorable to the 
repolatve class, would prefer making a precedent agalnet liberty 
to making onn against public morale, A few soch precedents 
againet Liberty, in the pulse of precedents for morality, and the 
hardest work of the censorpeeking coterie would be nearly door. 

The bureau could then begin, on pretense of suppressing im 
morality, to discriminate against the publication of legitimate 
opinions Over this there would be a struggle ia the courte But 
when the courte had decided that the bureau was engaged io 
executive work, and that fta Laterference thereia with private 
richte, even to the extent ot pefeing and confisrating private

tabs. upon evidence satisfactory to himself, that lta contenta 
were offensive to public morals, the head of this bureau could 
effectually eapprese that publication, And the mere fact that 
he could do thie, would have a powerful effect in Influencing ali 
periodicals Lo support or oppuse publie policies as the Betrag or 
Parties controlling the censertzing doreau might direct. 

‘Tt ie by Inaldions wteps, such as are Bere suggested ai por 


sible, that the public opinion of free people has always been sup 
presset, and thet thelr otber liberties hare been wrested from 
them in the consequent silencer,

Now, in this country there de Jest such è bureau as we hare 
imagined above, it je known ap the Post Office Department. 
That department controle the delivery and receipt of almost all 
the written and printed matter of the country. Nearly all pri- 
vate correspondence, nearly all booka, nearly all periodicals, are 
clreuiated by Ita machinery. It bas gone so extensively into the 
business of distribating letters and perioticals for the people that 
all business is dependent upon it, and any periodical against 
which it might discriminate coul not jong continue pabdlication 

To invest this department with power to grant or refuse 
ite distribeting service to periodicals, with reference to tte own 
Judgment of the Jegitimacy of thelr priated contents, would be 
to place at ite mercy every pertodical which the department 
might wish to destroy, 

Het not only have we such a bareau ia this country, in the 
Post Office Departwent, bat that department has been gradually 
Invested, In very much the manner indicated above, with the 
coneorial powers outlined! above as posible. And It has exercised 
these powers with similarly sexressive discretion. We do not 
mean that there has been a conscious aod definite purpose of 
creating A dangerous censorship, an in the Imagined case; but 
that there ban beet similar progress in a direction in which sim- 
lar wandte are the inevitable ultimate. 

The investiture of the Poet Office Department with ardi- 
trary censorehip over the Drees, bexam (as we baye indicated in 
our suppositions that euch a censorship protably woold begin). 
with jegislation against puch postal matter as was most Intensely 
offensive to poblic morale Obscene letters and papers were de 
clared jo be tinmaliable and the act of malling them a crime 
To thie lenovation objection was difficult, No appeal to the prin: 
ciple of freedom of the prem could be made which would not 
mem like an attempt at shielding vile ofensa, with appeals to 
politica! traditions aud abstractioms—like opposing “mere gen 
erallzations” or theories of government to actual fmemoralitive 
Under cover of the atlenoe which tecency thus Imposed, the 
postal censorship (bur gained a foothold 

Then further steps were taken. The ban of tnmailability 
Waa extended to mail matter in furtherance of frauda Decency 
did not impose silence here, but what could be sald against las 
for the suppression of frand? Nothing that would net make the 
objector seem to be an apologist (or actual crime on pretense 
of devotion Lo a mere "theory of liberty.” 

Nor was much difficulty encountered in extending the postal 
censorship against obscene and fraudulent mall matter to mai) 
matter in coppection with lotteries, Public opiolon had become 
ripe for excluding that business from ita old place iu the cate 
gory of the legitimate, and objections to this extension of the 
censorship were rebuked as sympathetic with lotteries, Instead of 
being accorded a fair hearing in Ube Interest of freedom of the 
prosa. 

While censorial statutes were scoumulating, criminal prow 
¢ention which sever got before the highest court were bollding 
up a mass of precedents, and rules and rolings of the Postal 
Department were establishing censorial lines of administrative 
procedure which have crystallized with time And so It has come 
aboat that the postal department has acquired and ls actually 
exercising the ominous censorial power to which we lovile at 
tention. 

Upon decrees sent out from a bureau at Washington, all thelr 
correspondence in withheld tram Individuals, on the charge, 
established before no judicial tribuna), that at some time In he 
past they have solicited correspondence through the malls for 
purposes of fraud; and legitimate periodicals are suppressed, op 
pretense that they coatalà obscene language or sentiments, to 
none of these cases ix the alleged offender given a jury trial, ia 
none doe hie case come before a fadictal tribunal, In all bis 
Dearest approach to a trial is before attaches of the censoring 
bureau which makes the charge. and in some the specific accusa) 
tions are withheld from bim.

With the detaile of onu of these casas of newapeper mip 
presslan we have been at the pains to make ourselves acquainted 
ft ir the case of Lomp (p. 242), a Chicago publication, bamos 
of which have bat recently been suppressed by the postal Gepart- 


ment. Our information relates iò « previous suppremtoe fer the 
mame alleged cause, and not fò a recent one. Whether the latter 
would prove to be similar to (he former we do pot know, nòr 
do we regard it as important to the point under consideration, 
whieh. le not the propriety of impropriety of rappression in s

Our toquiry lato the matter began with he following better 
of January 27, 1904, to the postmaster at Chicago:

in ble reply of January 29. the Chikago postmaster cour 
tooasly stated that the Chicago office had sot originated the act 
of suppression. bat had merely obeyed orders from Washington. 
He wrote: 

“The wue of Loci rne Liewr Beane dated Dee. 13, WI, 
was refused admittance to the malls by direction of the De 
partment ei Washiagton. which rujed that matter in that edition 
wax in violation of section 497 of the post office laws and regula 
tions. Under date of Dec. 19, ‘03, the publisher was advised to 
thie efect” 

it will be otwerved that the Chicago postmaster did Sot Geny 
thas specific information of bia offense bad been withbeld from 
tee accused pebliaber, and that be did pot give the information 
asked for im the letter to which his was in reply, namely—the 
specific offense, in this reticence ho was doahtines, as events 
subsequently indicated, obeying orders from Wasbingtos. It waa 
also to be observed (hat the publisher wax bot notified of the 
suppression until two days after bia date of publication, 

Having earned from the Chicago postmaster (at he had 
acted under orders from Washington, and been tactfully though 
courteousiy refused information sp to the specife offense of 
L. cube, we extended our lnguiry to the Postmaster General in 
a letter of February 13, 1904, Im replying by letter of March 3. 
1004, the Firat Assistant Postmaster General wrote: 

“I have received your letter of February 1%, addressed to 
the Postmaster General, in reference to the exclusion from the 
mails of a publication cite Logis tice Licnt Uxaaen The 
insae of December 19 contained matter which ja usmallable under 
section 497, Postal Laws and Regulations, ant therefore the Post: 
master at Chicago was Inetrected to treat coples of that lave in 
hie office in the same manner as other unmaliable matter be 
treated,” 

Stili we had failed to get information pf the pete charge 

against Ic, sufficient to enable Ge by examining the paper 
to form a judgment as to the official good faith of Ita suppressions; 
aod from an examination of the whole paper we had been unable 
to discover anything epparenuy Justifying (he charge of violating 
the postal section referred to. Accordingly we asked of the Mort 
master General, by letter of March 14, 1904, that be do us the 
favor of indicating— 
“the particular article or articles, by thelr tithes of olberwige, 
which are regarded by the Department a» emorallable wader ge: 
tion 4977 If you could Indicate the particolar paragraphs of the 
articles that are regaried as unmailable | should be obliget?" 

In anawer te that loquiry the Acting Fire Assistant Post 
master General, in a letter of March 29 wrote 

“You ask that the particular article to which exception was 
taken by the Poet Ofte Department be: polntud ont to yoo. If 
you will kindly call upon our Inepecter in charge at Chicago, 
who has the copy of the paper to which you refer, that achter 
will be able to comply with your request.” 

An effort to act upou (bis suggestion, and the maulit, are de 
serited in a letter of June 13, 1904, to the loutmaster General, in 
which, after a recital of previews corresponideare, we wrote:

With the opinions inteeded to be censored by the suppree 
sion of Livie. wa are entirely out of sympathy. Were they up 
for diveiesion under cireumstances demanding our participation. 
we shoul! emphatloally condemn theam—not betatine they ate 
wncop ventional, bul because we tee them to be unsound, Mat 
the question here An pot whether they are ansoand, It te whether 
their discusalon shall te forbidden. 

On that jame we yield to wo oo in demanding the fullest 
freedom of dimeusloa for every debatable question. Nothing but 
error can anifer from howest debate, And while we recognise the 
propriety a to tarte, and the deen as to morals, of limiting 
discamions of some subjects, pat only conventionally, bet by 
law if pecossary, to appropriate occasions, we do bot regard the 
tse of the malle for the ditributioe of any diseuesion whatever, 
for adult readers, and in good falth, ge a vielation of the pro 
Deletion of discussion. We do regard the denial of their use Tor 
verb purpones s» a menare to one of the most important safe 
guards of liberty, and an eletrection to the most important pro 
moter of progress. 

Vet we twaltate to denounce the portal censor for suppress 
ine a paper for its opiniens To drnounoe him for chat might 
be quite unjust. He only suppressed dixazrerabie opinions and 
that ls what moet men would do who have the power, It le 
what the centos of the Czar do, when they forbid publication of 
the proceedings of a ational eonkresa It le what oar own cen- 
tore In the Philippines did, when they forbade the publication 
Of the Declaration of Independence. It le what we ourselves 
micht be tempted tò do if we were si the bead of the postal 
cenaot buresu—siace the opinion» as to marriage which Locus 
advocates are repugnant to our views, If we had the power as 
censor Lo read “ofensive to Ube statute” into Locuea’s opinions, 
or Inte those of any otber periodical whose opinions on social 
Dillosopby, religion or politica we reject. we might give way to 
the temptation to which the postal censor appears to have soe 
cumbed in Lucian ease, 

Hot all this le one of the very reasons why powers of comer 
ship, even for the best of purposes. and theagh repose? tn per 
sone of liberal disposition, are dangrrom poweri 

Power fattons upon what it feeds oe Like by Die. from 
suppressing avit reading to sappreseing that which de couttful, 
jt advances do the suppression of enpopular opinions, and then 
to those that are popular; and it makes Ite advances ro insit 
toualy that ali freedom of opinion is Unrottied hy censors before 
the people realize it has been aamalied. 

That the point of suppresslag unpopular opinions ia one 
branch of social philosophy haa already been reached, le evident 
trom the circumstances of the Lirie» case which se deride 
above 

Here le a publication depending for existence, as all others 
do, upon regularity of mall circulations, What notice, an 
tion, specification, trial or bearing Of any sort, a regelar jee 
the full edition. is confiscated by a local postmaster upon orders 
from the censor at Washington After this suppression, the pub 
Usher de motified of it, but Information as to the specite fart 
upon which the arbitrary ection was based In withheld He te 
told he has violated a particular portal be, bat he is not told 
how he has done it Nor doos he get a henring even on the vague 
general charge of which he is advised. The action ts as arbitrary 
as auch actions are in Russia, to Russia, indeed. the censor is 
more considerate. He ap becks objectionable artiches and elr- 


culaten the rest of the paper, but our ceugor spiren the whole 
edition, the “good” along with the “bad.” And after the edition 
baa been suppremed, another paper, interested in sounding an 
alarm if freedom of the fren has been bareaueratioally assailed, 
le triged with by the censors for months, In its efforts to discover 
the specific offense for which the suppressed payer wae sup 
pressed, only to learn finally that it was for poblishing two 
articles, only the titles of which are gives, aad in which, Bow- 
over offensive they may be to good taste, even a pritde could 
hardly God material for spveifications on a charge of immorality. 

A censorship whieh cam malntalo this attitude toward free 
dom of the press respecting ome subject of discussion, will have 
little difficulty In apeedily advancing ite meddlesome juriediction 
to other subjecta. 

The real kenne here, let gr ropeat—and it will bear repetition 
again and agalm—is not the legal offensivenees of the particular 
arttrdes noted above. That true je important only for ite bear- 
ing upon the polot of the good faith of the opt, The real 
tege ie (he wisdom of allowing any official to deny malting fact) 
Wien to anything whatever which le otherwise mallable, merety 
upon bs own Judgment. an a Censor, of the morality of the 10. 
teltigonce it conveys or the opinicas it expresses 

Granted that some publications ought to be excluded, the 
power of discrimination cannot safely be entrusted to ap admin 
istrative official. A bureau of administration with authority to 
exefode matter trum the malle with reference to the intelligence 
or the opinioan It conveys, wil Inevitably grow Into s bureau of 
dangerous cesroruhip. 

For offenses agalust the parity of the maile the only sin 
remedy is the one that le applied- to purity Is every other com 
weetlon—to the legitimate method which has been sanctioned and 
approved by loog asaro in Enetishepeakiog countries: and thie 
te to puniah offenders after they. having had an opportunity to be 
beard upon specific charma. have been convict! by a jury of 
their fellow cilieens 

If opinions in this country are to stand or fall upon reason 
and froe discussion, the present postal censorship muat be abo) 
ishod. So long as publication through the malls can be ended 
arbitrarily by af administrative bereao of the government, the 
Miacursion of conflicting opinions is hampered. 

Evin the seatiment of fair play, entirely spart from all owe 
a difference only in scope of execution And mope of exeretion 
widens with nse. 

The ade before ua turme not upon the propriety of ring 
ing indecent publications from the mala bat apos the whedom 
and justice of allowing ad@inistrative ofcere to hamper free 
dom of (he prosa ahd confiscate property rights, upon thelr own 
opinion of what commitutes indecency, and without an oppot 
tunity for the alleged offender to be heart in bie defense, Under 
the postal censorship publications are denied mailing rights pot 
because they are offemrive to decensy, bot because the censor, 
from whom ibere le no appeal, chooses to think them so. Here 
le the seed of a mighty Uee of absolutiom.—Louls V. Deet, in 
“The Public” Chicago (editorial). August 17. 1905.

ship. Se long as an administrativo officer can withdraw mailing 
rights from « publication for any offense whatever, withoet an 
opportunity for the publisher to be beard in his own defense 
before an itspartial trfanal, fair play la (em pos like Though we 
deny mailing rights to (adecent publications, fair play demands 
that the person accused of the offense, and whore personal and

Instances like that of the wuppresslon of Lux mr by postal 
ceosofship polni so directly snd aninistakabty to great Injustice 
and poblic danger that any fair-minded man may seo it sod 
every patriotic man ought Lo reeent It. No matter what open 
opinios of any paper and its teachings may be, there should be 
bat one opinion of a postal organization which permite in any 
use what was done tm that cam, and thie shoold be an opinion 
of unqualited condemnation. 

‘The conflation by postal clerks, of any publiratioa, for any 
casse, without specific charges, without opportuaity to the pub 
Maher to be heard, witbout the verdict of a Jury, without appeal. 
without any of the ordinary safeguards of personal rights and 
private property. and coceequently without amy assurance of 
guik, fe an ominous fact. No matter how objectionable or even 
dangeroos a peper’s teachings may seem to the conser, ne matter 
bow offensive He language in their estimation, so palpable an 
invasion of the commonest rights of citivenship te a direct 
menace to the ledependent pres» of the country. Any law that 
autbortees D should be swept from the statute hooks, 

The only difference between snch è power and thet of Kus 
nian censorship le a difference neither in hind nor degree, It in

In Loctres No 106), undar the bead, "Preliminary Skirmish- 
tog.” was given some account of a recent interview between tbe 
federal district attorney, Ube postal inepector, R. M. McAfee, and 
the editor of Locurea, in whicd interview reference was made to 
tha closing mene in the trial of this same editor in the Federal 
Court, Topeka, Kanssa Gficen yours ago, charged with sending 
“obecene literuturw” through the United States mails, As thls same 
editor ta again a prisoner, under bonds, accused of a like offense 
against the federal statutes, bere in Chicago, and soos to be 
pet on trial once mors, it ie theught Siting and proper to repro- 
duce in thie Werke Leem a statement of that chosing scone, 
and to make it the introduction to a brief history of the federal 
statutes under which the present and the previoes prosecutions 
against Lovirea and ite editor have boen inetituted. 


THE PRISONER AND THE JUDGE; A REMINISCENCE. 

Under date of May 1, 1599, aten years aga, and a little 
more, the Topeka, Kan. “Dally Journal” costalned the following 
item of pews: 

Jede Forter late yeuterday afternoon parsed sentonos upon 
Mores Harman for poblishing in his paper, Luoma at Valley 
Valle, and causing to be cirevleted in the malls obscene and in- 
decent malier. Hon. David Overmyer attempted to secure è aew 
trial far the defendant bat the court overraled the motion 
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tended Chem to be good or bad, and that it tatentlon to commit 
crime alone should be deemed crime, there would be little noos 
of courts, He sald that the course of the prisoner throughout 
tho trial had deen rebellious and defiant, and that it bad not 
appealed to the lenteney or mercy of the coart. He bad seen 
rent performers stick their beads into tons mouths, but be 
had never soen them bare the temerity to twist the beasts’ talls 
or kick them in the riba while performing the risky act. [Land- 
ter.] He then sentenced Harman to serre five years in the Kan. 
sas penitentiary and to pay a foe of 300.“

Another was theological) bypecrite who pablicly announced that 
he bellered tn deceit. Anotber was a person who violated the law 
himself and through his money or persona! influence managed 
to encape prosecution and go scot free. And there were others 
of morals equally eccentric whose trickery aldog in the pasmage 
of thls lav. 

zit will be well to reprint what tome of the leading papers 
sajd at that time of the scenes of confusion and debauchery amid 
which this bill came Into exletence. 

“The Washington correspondest of the New York Herald 
says Ín the lseue of March 2:

American pròis eeutiment has cheriabed freedom of the press 
abore every other condition of popular literty except trial by 
jary. With the %s entremmetied our fatbers believed that 
no wen to Mertz conld really gate a foothold, if an innova- 
uon. uzg endure, Uf already extablished; whereas, It the press 
were subject to censorship, they felt that autocracy wooild Sour- 
tah on ta thelr day it did througboot Europe asd en in ours it 
still does tn Stumia. 

They did aot mean that the press shoeld have license to 
attack personal reputations or offend public morale with im- 
punity. They conceded that publishers should be held to account 
for litelous and indecent publicationa Bat they insisted that 
guilt should be determined by Juries, after the act, and upon a 
full bearing Of both sides; and not by bureau o@ctals in sdvance 
of the act acd et parte. 

Much has en eaid against this view om the ground that it 
would permit the sccomplishment of wrongs which once dene 
cannot be undone; and it must be confewed that the objection 
b BY Withoat plausibility When particular grievances are Cen: 
sidered irre pective of general eects Det our Däer realized 
thal the greater danger lies iu empowering ofScials to impose 
uroo publishers a decree of Blleace, A person outraged by ue 
would be vindleated by the verdict that con emed bis libeter; 
Commun standards af pobile morals woald be mMrengihened by 
the werdlet of Juries if the standards were true, apd weakened by 
asrault only in case they were tate. But under a censotabdly, 
private outs upon pubiic rights might go unrevealed and un- 
ocaibed; true standards of public morals might be perverted and 
fale ones perpetusied; and with a pretence of protecting per 
sonal reputat.ca asd public morals, bureaucrats might inaid- 
fously undermine gopular uterty. 

Our tethers thesesore mace it a part of their political reit, 
gion that every one should be free to priot and publish wast 
ever be would, subject to being held accountable therefor by a 
Jury of his fellow citizens. Bo wedded were they to this theory 
Of á free prets accounlable caly to a Jury of the people, that the 
result of a lawsuit ig the old Colony of New York waa acclaimed 
throughout the Colonies and helped kindle the Gres of the Rev- 
olution, because the Jury had found that an alleged iibel against 
the Colonial authorities waa justified and the publisher mot 
guilty, notwithstanding that the Colonial judge tefore whom the 
care was tried had ordered the jury to convict, 

Bo vital did this seotiment remain alter the Revelation, that 
the Federal party sept down Ip political wreck mad ruin be 
cute jl became responsible for the “sedition act,” which evaded 
the Britt le of a free but accountable press by making bete 
Against the President and other Federal oficiales triable before 
judges of the Presidents owm appointment and juries selectod 
by his own appointees. 

Bo vital did that sentiment continga deen the troublous 
century Just ended, that even in the heat of the antielavery 
agitation & prosiavery Bonate revolted at a suggestion that anti- 
slavery nowepapers be made unable. 

We believe ihat (bi wholesoroe sentiment of liberty survives 
tn the American mind, Though a great infiux of forelgners in 
Teceat years—foreigners gechipt bat greater liberty as la cartier 
timer, bat only better wagee—may hare had the effect of making 
Americad landmarks of liberty fade fn the pubtic optalon of to- 
day, yot the cutocratic conditions of which we get reports from 
Russia are ebborrent enough to stir even the dullest mind to 
soine sanse Of the dangers which go with a buresucratic Ceasor- 
ship of the grees it le an tnoovation which we bellere Amer- 
ican publie opinica would sot consciously tolerate. Wore any 
direct attempt made to subject to the control of a government 
batvau the right (o print aud publish freely, subject only to te 
coantabliity to juries, it would surely overwhelm the political 
party reyponsible for It, aa the Federal party of a hundred years 
aco waa overwheimed, with the condemnation of an indignant 
people.

it am autocratic coterle, acute, skillful sad patient, were do 
Uberately eet upon the purpose of creating a prosa censorship 
Uke that of Russis, in a republic ike oars, where the traditions 
ard the laws guaranteed freedom of the press subject to account: 
ability only tọ Jurtes and where publie oplnies clung tenaciously 
to the spirit of those traditions, how would thet coterie begin? 

Not by trying to repeal the laws nor by violently overridiog 
them. Either would be a bopeless undertzhing in those circum 
stancos Such a coterie would begin by trylog to invest with 
censorial power that bureau of the government, If there were 
such a bareac, which managed the distribution among the people 
of written and printed matter, 

in dolmg thia the coterie would at first carefully Hait the 
censorship to euch written tnd printed matter as was most Ip: 
tensely offensive to public morais; for that would be along the 
line of least reaistance. A vast majority of the people, their 
thought centered upon offenses against morality aod drawa away 
trom offenses against Liberty, would cordially approve the In: 
novation. 

Later 6 similar censorahip would be extended by this coterie 
of Uberty destroyers, to writtes and printed maner somewhat 
lom ofensive to public morals; and thes on and op by easy 
stages to such as was jess and lees offensive. 

And the same acute discretion would be observed in the 
eXecutlon of these powers of censorship. Tdo bareas % lavested 
with censorial aathority would at Arst execute its powers only 
against violators of the most sacred tenets of public morality, 
An its cenaorlal powers were thereby commended to public ap 
proval, they would be applied to lese repulsive offenders or those 
who occupled debatable ground, some of whom might bring the 
sabjoct into the courts, 

But the courts, Keen to soe that a declston In favor of mluor 
er gubis offenders would make a prececent favorable to the 
repulsive clase, would prefer making a precedent against liberty 
10 making one against public morsis. A few soch precedents 
against liberty, ia the gulee of precedents for morality, and the 
hardest work of the censorocohing coterie would be nearly done. 

The bureau could thea begin, on pretense of suppressing Im- 
morality, to discriminate against the publication of legitimate 
opinions, Over this there would be a struggle in the courta But 
when the courta had decided that the bureaw was engaged in 
executive work, aod that ite Interference therein with private 
rights, even to the extent of ecizing and comfocating private 
property upon evidence satisfactory to the burcawcrat, mast not 
be prevgoted, tho censoreerking work of the coterie would be 
complete. 

After that, there would be notbing to limit the scope of the 
censorship. 

As object of suficlent importance to the coterie, and a con 
federate of sufSclent nerve at the head of the bureau, would make 
a coniorahip which the crude censors of Russie might envy. 

By écciding an to any periodical whatever, and however 
falsely, upon evidence eatisicctory to himself, that its contents 
were offensive to public morals, the head of this bureau cools 
effectually suppress that publication, Asd the mere fact that 
he could do this, would have è powerful effect in (nduencing all 
periodicals lo support or oi pose public policies as tde persous or 
parties controlitmg the censorizing bureau might direct.

sible, that the public opinion of free people has always been sup- 
pressed, and that their other liberties have been wrested from

Now, in this country there da just euch a bureau gn we have 
imagined above. It la known an the Don Office Department 
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That department controla the delivery and recelpt of almost all 
the written and printed matter of the country, Nearly all pri- 
vate correspondence, nearly al) books, nearly all periodicals, are 
circulated by Ha machinery. It has gone so extensively into the 
business of dletriboting letters and periodicals for the people that 
all business te dependent upon it, and any periodical against 
which it might discriminate could not long continue publication. 

To invest this department with power to grant or refuse 
ite distribating service to periodicals, with reference to ſu own 
judgment of the legitimacy ot their printed contents, would be 
to place at ita mercy every periodical which the department 
might with to destroy. 

Bat not only havo we soch a bureau in thie country, in the 
Post Ocee Department, but that department has been gradually 
invested, in very much the manner Indicated above, with the 
cenoria! powers outlined above an possible. And It has exercised 
those powers with similarly aggressive diveretion, We do not 
mean that there has been a conscious and definite purpose of 
creating a dangerous ceororebip, as in the Imagined case; bot 
that there has boon alinilar progress In a direction In which aim- 
liar results are the inevitable ultimate, 

The invevtiture of the Post O@ce Department with abt. 
trary cenzorship over the presa, began (aa we have indicated in 
our suppoaitions that roch a censorship probably woald begin), 
with Jegisiation against such portal matter as Wan most intensely 
offensive to public morals. Obscene ur aod papers wero de: 
elared to be unmallabhie and the act of malling them a crime. 
‘To this innovatión objection was diMcult, No appeal to the prim- 
cipio of freedom ot the press could bọ made which Would ot 
soem [ike ab uttempt at shielding vile offenses, with apprals to 
political traditions and pbstractions—like opposing “mere ge- 
eralizations” of thoories of government to actual immoralities. 
Under cover of the silence which decency thus imposed, the 
postal censorahip thus gained a foothold. 

Then rurther stepa were taken. Toe ban of anmallability 
was cxtended to mall matter In furtherance of franda Deceocy 
did pot impose alience bere, but what could be saig against laws 
for the muppresxion of fraud? Nothing that would not make the 
objector n to be am apologiat for actual crime on pretense 
ot devotion to a more “theory of liberty.” 

Nor wae much difficuity encountered du extending the postal 
censorship against obscene end fraedujent mail matter to mall 
matter in connection with lotteries. Public opinion bad become 
ripe for excluding that business from ite old place in the cate 
gory of the legitimate, aud objections to this extension of the 
censorship Were rebuked as sympathetic with lotteries, Instead of 
beng accorded a fair bearing in the interest of freedom of the 
proms. 

While censorial statutes were accamnlsting, criminal pros 
ocutiog Which never kot before the bigoost court were Saliding 
Up a gur Of precedenta, and rules and ruiings of the Postal 
Department were omsbtishing cenrorial lines of admisistrative 
procedure which have crystauized with time. And so it has come 
about tust thé postai department has acquired and is actually 
exercising the ominoas cenaorial power to which we invite at- 
tenton. 

Upon decrees rent out from s bureau at Washington, all their 
correspondence is Withheld from ledividuais, on the charge, 
established before DO judicial tribunal, that at some time in the 
past they have solicited correspondence through the mails for 
Lutter of traud asd legitimate pertodicals are suppressed, On 
pretense that they contain otecene language of sentiments. in 
none of these cases js tue aleged ofender given a jury trial, in 
nope does bie case come betore a judicial tribunal, in mil bis 
nearest approach to a trial is betore attaches of the censoring 
bureau winch makes the charge, aud in some the specific trop 
(bons are withbeld trom bim.

With the detalls of one of three cases Of newspaper sup 
pression we bave been at the pains to make ourselves acdualnted. 
it de the case of Locirza ip 242), a Chicago pubiication, issues 
ot which have bot recently beco suppressed by tbe postal depart 
mest. Our information relates to a previous suppression for the 
same alleged cause, and not to a recent ans. Whether the latter 
woald prove to be similar to (he former we do not know, nor 
do we regarù it pn Important to the point under consideration, 
which la not the propriety or impropriety of suppression ia a 
particular case, bat the danger of suppression Ip this manner fa 
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apy cam. As tho instance to which our (nformation relates 
itestrates the tendency toward m censorship of tho press, it le 
sufSeient for the purpose in hand. 

Our inquiry iuto the matter begun with (le following letter 
of January 27, 1904, to the postmaster at Chicago: 


"Iam lofermed that the Chicago ofico stopped the transpor 
tation as second-class matter of & Chicago weekly called Lucret, 
the hade of December 17; that the reason given wan Violation of 
section 497 of Postal Laws and Regulations; thet nothing ta 
apparent violation of that section appeared in the issue la ques- 
tion; and What your office refuses definite information, Will you 
kiadly inform me, for publie uee, what tho specific otense of the 
ipene io question was?” 


In bis reply of Janmary 29, the Chicago posimastor cour 
teously stated that the Cage office had not originaved the act 
of suppression, but bad merely obeyed orders from Washlogwa, 
He wrote: 

“The issoe of Lucma tire Leowr Deasa dated Dee. 17, WA 
was refused sdmittance to the malle by direction of the De 
partment at Weabiogton, which ruled that matter in that edition 
was in violation Of section 497 of the post office laws and regals- 
tionn Under date of Des. 1%, oi, the publieher was advised te 
Lie effect.”

It will be obwerved that the Chicago postmaster did pot deny 
that specific tnformation of his offense had been withhelM from 
tne zun pobilaher, apd that he did not give the information 
ned for in the letter to which bie was in reply, namely—the 
peel offense. In thie reticence he waa doabiiews, ae events 
subsequently ledicated, obeying orders from Washington. It was 
also to be observed that the publisher war not notified of the 
suppression antil two days after his date of pubtication. 

Having learned from the Chicago peatmaster that be hed 
acted under orders from Washington, aud Seen tactiully though 
courteously refused Information as to the speciéc offense of 
Lociren, we extended our inquiry to the Postmaster General ta 
a tier of February 13, 3904. in replying by letter of March A 
1904, the First Assistant Postmaster General wrote: 


“I have received your letter of February 13, addressed to 
the Postmaster General, im reference to the exclusion from the 
mails of a publication entitied Loca Tux Laut Beake. The 
Jeng of December 19 contained matter which in unmaliabie under 
section 497, Postal Laws and Regulations, and therefore the Post- 
master at Chicago waa instructed to treat copies of that laue in 
his omose in the same manner ss other Unmalladle matter is 
treated.” 

Still we had felled to get luformatiom of the steife charge 
against Loctres, sufficient to enable us by examining the paper 
to form a judgment as to the official good faith of its suppression; 
and from an «aamination of the whole paper we had booo unable 
te discover anythieg apparently Juatifying the charge of violating 
the postal ection referred to, Accordingly we asked of the Post- 
maner General, dy letter of March 14, 1904, that be do us the 
favor of ladicating— 


“the particular article or articled, by thelr titles or otherwise, 
which are regarded oy the Department as unmallable ander soù 
tion 4977 it you could indicate the particular paragraphs of the 
articies that are regarded as unmailadie I shouid be obdligedT* 

Ja answer to that Inquiry the Acting First Assistant Post 
master General, du a letter of March 29 wrote: 

“You ask that the particular article to which exception was 
taken by the Post Office Department be pointed out to you. If 
you will kindly call upon our Inspector in charge at Chicago, 
who has the copy of the paper to which you refer, that o@eer 
wiil be able to comply with your reqoest.” 

An effort to act upon this suggestion, and the result, are de 
scribed in a letter of Juve 13, 1904, to the Postmaster General, In 
which, after a recital of previous correspondence, wd wrote: 


“There seems to be tome misunderstanding. possibly on my 


ante letter, After reading it he told me that he could not sapply 
me with the Information because bis ausisiant, Mr, McAfee, ia 
, bat 
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the next day, he had gone out of the city. But en the latter ocos- 
sien the chief clerk iun ibe Inspector's office, learning my identity 
and knowing my object, Informed me that the Chicago oben 
cannot turuleh me with tho requested Imtormation, He explained 
that the suppression of Luca under section 497 bad sot taken 
place under the Initiative of (he Chicago office, bat had been or- 
dered by ihe Hirst Assistant Postmaster General, and that the 
Chicago ofco does net know what the objectionable matter was. 
In answer to my further inquiry bo assured me, but with estire 
courtesy, that I might regard this reply se official and treat it 
accordingly. l sm therefore under the acowssity of uin trou- 
dling your office in tiie matter, WIn you kiodly arrange in 
some proper and comveniont way to supply me, for legitimate 
newspsjor thaw, With the information I am eceking, namely, what 
are the paruicular articles, designating them if possible by their 
tithes, on account of which the Post Office Department suppresect 
the isane of December 17, 1903, of Loctren zus Lean Dear, of 
Chicago, a» unmatllable under section 497 of the Postal Laws and 
Reguiations, and what are the particular paragraphs of such 
articles In which the objectionsble matter is te be found” 


No attention baving been patd to this Inquiry, after the lapre 
ef more than a morth, we addressed the Iostmaster General, by 
letter of July 28, 1904, offering to forward a copy of our better 
of the 13th of June If the original had failed to reach the Depart- 
ment. Sril) without reply, op the 19th of Augast, 194, we wrote 
again to the Postmaster General, referring to oer two previous 
letters aod asking: 


"Will you kindly give me the Information requested in those 
letters, of advise mo of the time when you can probably do sa, 
if delay ia tecenary.” 

This roqaret brought a reply fram the Acting First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, dated August 35, 1904, aa follows: 

"I baro received your letter of the 10th Instant calling altro: 
tion to the fact thet yours of June 13 hed not been answered. 
Replying speclienlly to your inquiry, I baye to state that the 
article om page* . . . and the article on page’. . . afe, 
in the opinion of this Department, ofensive under the Act of 
Congress approved September 26, 1888." 

The reply gives no indication of the paragraph or paragraphs 
of the articles mentioned sa containing the matter which Ip the 
opinion of the postal censor is wnmailable, although this iafor 
mation was distinctly requested. We are obliged, therefore, if 
We Would examine into the good falth of the censor, to comslder 
the erticles as a whole, word by word, thought by thought, from 
first word to last. This secessity de in echt significant of the 
arbitrary and secretive methods of the Department in paming 
upon questions involving freedom of publication. 

Upon examination of the articles we falled to Aud saything 
either in the thought alone or the phrase alone, which could be 
condemned by the ontinary standards of deceacy, While it te 
true that the colloquial phrasing Is 40 Uladapted to the soctolog- 
ical subject discussed as to offend good taste, taste de not yet 
Subject Lo postal censorship, Aud while neither the subject por 
the parasing would be appropriate at a young people's party, this 
Je no tert of powtal propriety. 

The subject matter, considered by itself. is a legitimate doe 
for public diecamion among adults; and, expressed to philosopb- 
feal phrasing, It coald not pomibly be objected to aa salacious. 

The phrasing, considered by itself, is sot out of the commen

The inference seems to us unavoidable, that the issue of 
Loewen of December 17, 1903, was excluded from the malls, not 
because of amy violation of the postal statute, bat berause it advo 
cated doctrines of social life at variance with thove to which the 
postal censors are prolemedly devoted. In other words, it was 
suppressed, not for decency’s sake, bet (or oplalon’s take. 

With the opinions intended to be cenrored by the suppres 
sion of Lon, we are entirely out of sympathy, Were (bey up 
for dlecwasleu under clreumstances demanding our participation, 
the quertion here Ís not whether they sre unsound, It le whether 
we should emphatically condema Wen- hot because they are 
unconventional, bet because we believe them fo be unsound. But 
thelr discussion att be forblditen, 

Oa that un we ylold to no ohe In demanding the fullest 
freedom of discussion for every debatable question, Nothing bat 
error can suffer from honest debate, And while we recoguice the 
propriety na to taste, wad the decency as to morals, of limiting 
Giscuseiona of come subjectis, not only conventionally, bet by 
law it brennt, to appropriate cocasiona, we do not regard the 
use of the malle for the distribution of any dircussion whatever, 
for adutt readers, and in good faith, as @ violation of the pro 
pricties of Qieeusaion. We do regard the denial of their use for 
euch purposes An a menace lo ope of the most important aste 
guards of liberty, and zu obstruction to the most important pro 
moter of progress. 

Yet we hesitate to denounce the postal censor for suppress 
Ing a paper for ite opinions, To denounce bim for tbat might 
be quite unjust He only suppressed disagrecshio opinions, aod 
that le what moet men would do who have the Loser, It ls 
what tho censors of the Cear do, when they forbid publication of 
the proceedings of a nations! congress It le what our own cem: 
sors in the Philippines did, when they fortede the podlicalion 
of the Declaration of Iaidependence. It le what wo ourselves 
might Le tempted to do if we wwre at the head of the postal 
censor barean—alnce the opinions as to marriage which Lucien 
advocates are repugnant to our views, If we bad the power as 
censot lo read “offensive to the statute” into Luciren’s opinions, 
or into thore of any other periodical whose o;lalons op social 
philowophy, religion or politice we reject, we might give way to 
the templation to whitch the postal censor appears to have muc- 
combed in Lucuren’ cane, 

nut all this is ome of the vory reasons why powers of connor 
ship, eren for the best of purposes, and though reposed In per 
sons of fern) dlepotition, are dangerous powers, 

Power fattens upon what it feeds on. Little by little, from 
pupprescieg evil reading to wiuppreseing that whicb ls doubtful, 
it advances to the suppression of uus opular opinions, acd then 
to those that are popular; and it makes jis advances ep insid- 
fously thet all freedom of opision is throttled by censors before 
the people realize it bas heen aaxalled. 

That the polat of suppressing unpopular opinions in one 
branch of social philosophy has already been reached, Is evident 
from the cireumstasces of the Lewin caso Which we describe 
above, 

Mere ts a publication depending kor existence, as all others 
da, upon regularity of mall circulation, Without notice, accias- 
tion, speciGeatien, trial or hearing of any sort, a regular leur, 
the full edition, is confiscated by a local postmaster upon orders 
frem the censor at Weahingtos. After this eappromion, the pod 
Ueber ts notified of jt, but Information ss to the speeite fact 
upon which the arbitrary action was based js withheld. He is 
told be has violated a particular postal law, but be is dot told 
how be has done It. Nor does be get a bearing even on the vague 
penera] charge of which be ls advised. The action Is as arbitrary 
ge svcd actions are in Rusila, In Russia. indeed, the censor is 
more considerate. He lamg-dliacks objectionable articles and eir- 
culates the tent of the paper; but our censor euppreanes the whole 
edition, the “good” along with the “ted.” And after the edition 
han Been soppreseed, another paper, Intermated tn sounding an 
alarm it freedom of the protes has been Durenecratically assailed, 
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is trified with by the censors for months, In Its efforts to dlacover 
the specie offene for which the suppressed paper wat sup 
pressed, only to learn finally that H was for publishing two 
articies, only the titles of which are given, and in which, bow- 
ever offontive they may be to good taste, even a prude could 
hardly find material for specifications on a charge of immorality. 

A censorebip which can malgtaia this attitude towanl free 
dom of the prem reapecting one stibject of discussion, will bare 
tie diticulty in apeedily advancing ite meddiesome Jariadiction 
to other subjects. 

The real terue here, let us repeat—and it will bear repetition 
ante and again—is not the legal offeneiveness of the particular 
artictes noted above, That tene is trspertant only for Its bear 
tng npon the potnt of the good faith of the censor, The real 
laue la the wem of allowing any official to deny maliiag fasii- 
ities to anything whatever which Is otherwiw matlable, merely 
upou bs own Judgment, as a censor, of the morality of the ta- 
talligeece it conveys or the opiniow: it exprewees. 

Granted that some publications ought to be excluded, the 
power of dlecrimination cannot safely be entrusted to sp admin- 
istrative offctal. A bureau of administration with authority to 
exciade meties from the malls with refereece to the fntelticence 
or the opinions It conveys, will {nevitahly grow into è bureau of 
Ganrerous centorthip. 

For offenres agsinst the purity of the mails the only mafe 
remedy le the one that ts applied to parity In every otber coo- 
nection—to the legitimate method which has been ernctionrd and 
approved by lorg ware In Encllvhepeskiog coantries: and thie 
fe to punish offenders efter they, having had an opportunity to be 
heard upon specific charges, have been convicted by a jury of 
thelr fellow citizens 

It opinions ia this country are to stand or fall upon reason 
ard free divcarefon, the present postal censorship must be adob 
e. So long as rudttes tion through the malls can be denied 
arbitrarily by en edetoletretive bürron of the government, the 
Giecuerion of confiicting opinions le hampered. 

Rven the seetiment of fair play, ertirely apart from all con- 
niderations of a free prere, demande the abolition of this censor- 
hip, So long aran adminivirative ober can withdraw melliog 
rights from a potlicetton for any offenw whatever, without an 
opperturity for the poblisher to bn beard in bie own defense 
Defore an ttepartial tribunal, falr play te impowibie, Though we 
deny meiling rights to Indecent publicctions, falir play demands 
that the perten accered of the otfener, aod whose personal and 
property rights ere Involved in the accuration, shall have the 
opportarity he i+ cusrantes! in all other cares to convince Dis 
follow citizens that hla publication te mot tndecent. it ta dis 
right tò Le Jodictalty herd tn ble own detenve. 

Inst2nces like that of the suppression of Loewen by postal 
cenrorship polot sò directly and womlstakably to great iajanico 
ard pablic danger that any fainminded man may see it and 
avery gatriotic man ought to resent I No wetter what one’s 
opiniog of any paper end ity teachings may be, there eboold be 
tut one opinion of a postal crgantxation which permits In any 
cren whet wae dooe ie that org, and this shouid be en opinion 
of unqualified condemnation. 

Toe con cation by portal clerks, of eny publication, for any 
cause, without rpecific charges, without oprortunity to the pub 
Usher to be heard, without the verdict of a Jury, without At peal, 
without any of the ordinary eafeguarda of personal rights and 
private property, and coneequently without any assurance of 
guilt, In en ominous fact, No matter how objectionable or even 
dangcrovn a paper's teachings may reem to the enter, no matter 
how offensive its language fn their estimation, ro palpabte an 
invasion of the commooet rights of citizenship te a direct 
tmenace to the independent press of the country, Any law that 
authorizes H should be swept from the statute books. 

Tho only difference between mich a power and that of Rus 
sian censorablp In a difference neliter im kind sor degree. It le 
a difference only lu scope of execution. And scope of execution 
widens with use, 

The laue before us turns pot spon the propriety of exclad- 
Ing fodecent publications from the malla, but upon the wisdom 
and justice of allowing administrative oer to hamper froo 
dom of the press and confeeate property rights, upon their own 
opinion of what constitutes Indecescy, aud without an oppor 
tunity for the alleged offender to be heard in his defense. Under 
the portal censorship, publications are denied malling rights, not 
becanse they ere offensive to decenty, bot became the centr, 
from whom there ts no sppeal, chooses to think them ep. Here 
is the seed of à mighty tree of sbeolutiem.—t! ouis F. Fost, to

THE FOLLY OF SETTING LIMITS TO KNOWLEDGE. 

I have been told by many good people that this question 
or that question waa quite outside of the domain of science and 
presumptuous in one to inquire lato, writes Profeseor A. K. Dolbear 
in an article on “The Scienco Probleme of the Tweatieth Cen- 
tury.” in the July pnpber of the Popular Science Monthly, 
Astronomy aod geology and clemletry are graciously permitted 
to de in the banda of the man of science, bet lifo and tind phe 
nomena are declared to be oulalde the province of physical sel- 
ence; yet the same was sald deut astronomy and geology and 
chemistry not many generations ago. Was not Newton com 
demned for dethroning the Almighty by proposing the law 
of gravitation for keeping the plonets in thelr orbite? Was pot 
war made upon those who undertook to show that the earth was 
more than 6,000 years old. and were not the chemists who showed 
how organic compounds could be formed believed to be coemies 
of truth and bent on misleading mankind? Let it carious te 
costemplate that those who know least aboot a given science 
should be the ones to set its limita? 

Today men's lives are not endangered as they usod to be 
for thelr attempts to find an answer to puzzling questions, so 
the work goea op, and the things discovered are never Uke 
what was anticipated by the good und conservative people who 
know beforehand what can and what can not bo known, It 
took more than (wo generations to convince the world of the truth 
of the pebular theory, that the earth was millions of years old, 
that mankind bad occupied the earth for hundreds of thousands 
of years; and the doctrine of evolution ls bardly forty years 
old. Perhaps one of the good things which the twentieth cen- 
tury will be able to accomplish will be effectually to warn erer: 
body of the danger of setting any limita to knowledge; also 
that any opinion mankind bas held that has not been throegh 
the crucible of science is probably wrong, but the only reasoo 
for holding this la that so far every one % tested bas deco 
found to be erroneous.

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EARLY CHRISTIAN THEORY OF THE UNIVERSE. 

Among the very fow scienti®c questions which occupied s 
considerable amount of attention In the eariy Church one of the 
most remarkable was that concerning the existooce of the Anti 
podes. The Mapicbeans Bad chanced to stumbie on the correct 
doctrine, and ¢onsequently the Fathers opposed it. Although. 
bowever, the headers of the Church were apparently unanimous 
in demyink the extetence of the Antipodes, it appears Chat the 
contrary oplaton bad apread to a considerable extent among the 
lose noted Christians, snd some fear wan entertained lost it 
should prove a pew herery. 

About the year A. D, 535, In the teten of Justinian, there was 
living in a monastery of Alexandria an old monk named Cosmas. 
to whom the eyes of many were then turned. He bad been fu 
his youth a merchant, and in that profession bad traveled moch, 
especially in the regions of India and of Ethiopia. He was also 
noted for bis keen and inquisitive mind and for his setentige 
‘aithistments, and sture be had embraced a religious lite be had 
devoted himself sealocely to the relations between Scripture and 
science, At the earnest request of some of the theologians of his 
time be determined, though now somewhat broken in health, and 
suffering expecially, as he tells us, from “a certain dryness both 
of the eyes and of the stomach,” to employ the remainder of Mr 
life tn the composition of a great work, which war not only to 
refute the “Anita fable” of the Antipoder, but was to form A 
complete system of the universe, based upom the teaching of 
Revelation. 

This book is called the "Topographia Christiana,” or “Cirle 
tian Opinion Concerning the World.” (1 bave quoted the Bene 
dieting Latin translation. In bie preface Monfavcon has cot 
fected a long chain of passages from the Fathers denying the 
existence of the Antipòdes.) Independently of (te main interest, 
as probably the most olaborate work on the connection between 
science and the Bible which the early Church has bequeathed us. 
it tn extremely cerious on account of ite many digressions con- 
cerning lite and manners in the different nations Cosmas had 
visited. it opens with a tone of great confidence, It ta a “Cirle 
tian topography of the universe, established by demonstration 
from Divine Scripture, concerning which it Is not lawful for 
A Christian to dent.“ Iun a similar strain the writer proceeds 
to censure with creat severity those weak-mladed Christians who 
had allowed the subtleties of Greek fables, or tbe deceitful glit- 
ter of mere human eclence. to lead them astray, forgetting that 
Scriptare contained intimations of the nature of the universe of 
far higher value and authority than any to which upassisted 
man could attain, and steking to frame their conceptions simply 
by the deductions of their reason, Such, Cosmas assures us, is 
not the course be woold pursue. “To the law and to the test! 
mony” waz bis appeal, and he doubted not that he could evolve 
from their pages a rien far more correct than any that pagan 
wisdom could attain. 

‘The system of the universe of which remarks to this effect 
form the prelude may be briefly stated. According to Cosmas, 
the world is a flat parallelogram. Its jength, which should be 
measures from east to west, is the doudle of ite breadth, which 
should be measured from north to south. In the center Is the 
earth wo tohabit, which ts surrounded by the ocean, and this 
again is encircled by another carth, in which men lived before 
the Deluge, and from which Nosh was transported in the ark, 
To the north of the world Is a high conica) mountain, around 
which the un and moon continually revolve. When the sun 
is Bid bebind the mountain, it le night; when it is on our side 
of the mountaln, it is day. To the edges of the outer earth the 
sky fs gloed. It consists of foar bigh walla rising to a great 
heisht, aod (here meeting in a vast concave roof, thus forming 
an immense edifice of which our world is the floor. This edifice 
is divided into two stories by the Grmament, wbich Is placed 
between the earth and the roof of the sky, A great ocean fa 
inserted in the side of the Grmament remote from the earth. 
‘Thin Le what te sigulged dy the waters that aro above the firma. 
ment. Tho space from these waters to the roof of the sky ts ab 
lotted to the Diest; that from the Grmament to our earth to the 
angels, in their character of ministering spirite. 

‘The reader will probably not regard these opinions as prod- 
Lëieg of eclentific wisdom; bat the polot with which wo sre erpe 
cially concerned la the manner they were arrired at. In order to 
show this, it will be necessary to give a fow samples of the argu: 
ments of Cosmas

very simple argument wan capable of great 
was scarcely any sacred writer who bed 
not employed the — “the hearen and the earth” to loclude, 
the whole creatios, and who had not thus implied that one of 
them did pot Incinde the other, Abraham, David, Hosea, Isaiah, 
Zochariab, and many oke, were cited. Even Meichisedec bad 
thus uttered his testimony against the AnUpodes. If we examise 
the subiect a little further, we are (old that the earth te fixed 
Grmly upon its foundation, from which we may at least later that 
it is not suspended In the alr; and we are told by St. Paul, that 
all men are made to live upon the “face of the earth.“ from 
which it clearly follows that they do not live upon more faces 
than ee, or upon the back. With euch a passage before bis 
eyes, a Christian, we are told, should not “even speak of the 
Antipodes” 

Buch arguments might be coneldered a conclusive demon- 
stration of the faleeness of the Manchen doctrine. it remained 
to framo a correct theory to Bil ite place. The Arst great point 
of illumination that meets us in this task consists in the fact that 
St. Paul more than once speaks of the earth as a tabernacle 
From thie comparison some theologians, and Cotmas among 
the number, Inferred that the tabernacle of Moses was an exact 
image of our world, This being admitted, the paths of science 
were greatly simplified. Thé tabernacle was a parallelogram twice 
as long from east to weet as from north to south, and covered 
over at a room, Two remarkable passages, mistranalated In the 
Septuagint, in oof of which Ilan in made to compare the 
bearens to a vault, and In the other of which Job speaks of the 
sky as gloed to the earth, completed the argument, and enabled 
the writer to state it almost with the authority of an article of 
falth.—Lecky's “Rationalism in Europe.”

THE POSTOFFICE YS. FREE SPEECH. 

Still another sumber of Lociren has been declared unmailadle 
by the postofiice, and for d reason still more extraorlinary thas in 
the former cases to which we have called attention, The editor 
of Loo had copied into his paper ene of the Woman Joor- 
nal's revest editoriale, in which we blamed the postal officials 
for suppressing An ieue of Locman because it qoote! an extract 
from a medical book by a well-known woman phyricisa—a book 
that le circulated through tho malle without ebjection, asd has 
been so circulated for years. 

Superintendent Hull, of the Chicago postofiice, in notifying Mr. 
Harman that this later iamue of bis paper also wae unmallable, 
marked four passages In it which were specified as eee. Three 
of them were passages in the efitorial copied from the Woman's 
Journal! Our readers have seen all that appeared in our gei, 
umas Ía regard to this controversy. They can jodge for them: 
selves whether our comments on it were such as asy man of sanity 
aed good sense could declare to come under the law against circu: 
lating indecent literature. 

The fourth passage pronounced usmailable by Superintendent 
Mell ie a qeotation from a report issued by the United States 
gorerament through its Departmest of Agricaltore, relating to 
the bealth of borses, Is it the mmo advice is given la regard 
to the of brood mares that the woman physicias gave in 
regard to the hyglese of prospective mothers. 

The Froe Speech League bas iooi another statement to the 
publie It em: 

‘*Bimce oor Sest appeal was printed repression bas proceeded 
apace. The Waskisgtos authorities in immediate charge bave 
continved to do injastice, while those really responsible are silest 
—therefore soqulescent. Assistant Attoreey- General R. F. Good: 
win, law officer of the Postofice Department, who interprets the 
statutes for bie chiefs, ssid to Dr. Immanuel Pfeiffer, agent of the 
league, ‘Any and all discussions of the mx qoestion is obscena, 
and so unmailable, The only occasion for any talk of soch matters 
is in the private conversation of physicians with patients.’ ‘* 


This amazing assertion le made in the face of the fact that the 
sex question is diseased in many scientific books that are freely 
clrealated; it in discussed in scores of articles in the magacines; 
it le discussed in the medical journals, in ecclesiastical conventions, 
in the social purity societies amd their organs, in the religious 
press and in problem plays sod problem novels, often of very 
questionable taste. The matters that Mr, Goodwin says must sot 
be talked about except la private coavermtion between physician 
and patient are spread broadcast before children aed young per 
sons in offensive quack-medicine advertisements in hundreds of 
daily papers; and the pestotice does not interfere, 

If the poatofiice oficiales really propose to take the grousd 
that ‘‘any and all discussion of the sex question is obscena,” they 
ht to make a general crusade against every oof who dirzusgen 
it, Het they do not attack the strong publiching Arms that prist 
the problem novele and plays; they do not attack the great dailies, 
that publish the objectionable advertisements, They do not try tu 
suppress the Woman's Journal, which has Mra Jalia Ward Howe 
for chairman of ite board of dircetors and many well-known and 
infleeatial persons nmong its readers and supportere, Rut they 
direct a veritable persecution eguinet ttle Lociren ani suppress 
three issues of it in the course of two months, for articles which 
are not obscene in any honest or ordinary semsa of the word. 
They do it because Leiter advocates unpopular views acd has 
few influential friends, and they hope to be able with impunity 
to deprive it of ite constitutional right to free speech, Other- 
wire bow doce it happen that an editorial which was allowed 
to be poblished in the Woman's Journal without protest from the 
postafice ls pronounced indecent and unmailable as soon ap it ie 
copied into Lecurmat 

The United States Supreme Court would not for a momeat 
sastain the monstrees proposition that any and all discusion 
of the sex question is obscene, asd so unmailable.'' It has bebine- 
ally bees beld that thet question may be discomed, provided it le 
dove with due regerd for propriety of langeage. The effort now 
is to stretch the law so as to suppress heresy on the plea of is- 
decency, The Woman's Journal is wholly out of sympathy with 
many of the doctrines advocated in Lucifer, but we believe firmly 
Ip the right of free diveursion, Truth has nothing to fear from it, 

General (rant sald that the beet way to repeal a bad law was 
to enforee ft, and some one else bas sahl that it is a good thing 
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to have an unsound bobby ridden hard, beceuse [t is ibe sooner 
ridden to death, It de fortunate that some of our postal officials 
are sow 20 flagrantly abusing their powers onder the law, because 
this will kelp to get the law amended in a way to make similar 
abuse of it impossible in the future. Meanwhile the attentions of 
the postmaster general at Washingtos sbonhl be called to the faet 
that some of hie eabordinates are stretching the law to a prepoe 
terous degree, and are showing marked unfairnces by suppressing 
im one paper matter that de allowed to circulate freely lo otber 
pablications. 

Mr. Harman, the eliter of Loctrea, now 74 years of age, bee 
been sentenced to a year in the penitentiary for circulating liters 
ture sald to be indecent, He has takes as appeal te a higher 
court and has meantime been released on bail Any one wishing to

THE POSTAL INQUISITION AND DR. STOCKHAM,

Judge Bethes's conviction of the veteran woman reformer, 
Dr. Alice B. Stockham, on a charge of circalating Improper liter 
ature through the United States malls will bring surprise and dis 
may to thousands of pureminded American women who heve 
written letters of thanks to (nt reputable physician for the val 
wable information given In the several books which she has writ 
ten op marriage and motherhood. 

It is safe to say that not oce woman in a thousand who bas 
read those books ever enlertaised the suspicion that they oot 
tained any improper word, phrase or sentence, They are written 
ig delicate and chaste Moguage, full of motherly aympathy for 
the counticss women whose marital misery has been due in great 
measure to their ignorance of women's natura! fuactions 

Dr. Stockbam’s books are devoted almost exclusively to the 
scienco of eugenics. The word cugenics la of Greek origin, and 
literally means good birth The object of Dr, Stockham’s books 
is to lustruct women in the mysteries of motherhood, eo that they 
may bear chlidren well equipped piysically and mentally, with 
little or no ill effect on the mothers, She has won the lasting 
gratitude of thousands of women because of ber success la re 
moving to a great degree the scriptural curse of maternity. 

President Roosevelt is no more opposed to race suicide than 
ta Dr. Stockbam, but this physician, who bas made a study of 
maternity for & period as long as tho entire Die of President 
Roosevelt, believes race suicide can best be prevented and race 
improvement beet be promoted by the production of better chil 
dren rather than more numerous children. 

Ter op THE Law. 

“The old-fashioned father and mother believed literature on 
marriage and allied subjects was not for children,” Judge Bethea 
is reported to bavo mid in his ruling. “The young were told 
pot to touch such sobjecta, just as they were told not to steal 
or ie. That is how (he government came to have laws regulating 
the transmission of certain matter through the malls," 

It seems to mo that this is a remarkable milscoaception of 
tho Intent of the law, which was framed to prohibit the circula- 
ton of literature which has a tendency to deprave the niorals 
and corrupt the minds of the young and not In any degree to 
prevent the giving of scientifc instruction to the mature on the 
moet vital and most important of all sciences to the human race, 
namely: The science of eugenica, the scienco of race improve 
met 

Surely no congresaman who voted for the passage of the 
often misused Comstock law had the most remote idea that he 
was voting to probibit his wite or marriageable daughter from 
receiving advice (through the mall from á reputable physician re 
garding prenatal culture, or the preparation for motherhood, 

Bot, even supposing Judge Bethea ts right in his contention 
that the original intent of the law was to probibit the giving of 
such Instructions—a supposition which attribotes to the legisla 
tors a spirit of prudiehness that fow persona will admit they pow 
sresed—the law as framed surely Goen not forbid the giving of 
sach instruction. It merely forbids the transmission of "obwcegg 
or tadecent” literature. It requires a great stretch of the imagh 
mation to stamp pg “obecene or indecent” the chaste and im 
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portant information which bag Deen given to the womes of 
America in Dr. Stockham's book, 
ATTITUDE TAKEN NY BETHEA. 

“What we have to do,” saya Jade Bethea, “ts to uphold the 
law on it stands” 

He ie right in that aseortion, bat Low he coald cosvince him» 
wolf that Dr, Stockham's books violated that law wijl be hard for 
the many thourandea of persons who have read them to undor- 
pand. 

“If theae persona believe they are right ia teaching those 
subjects bo that the young may learn them they should have their 
doctrines interwovea with the law of the land.” says Jodge 
Dethea 

A remarkable statement! The highest law of the land is 
generally supposed to be the Constitution of the United States, 
which guarantees to the people the right of freedom of press and 
of speech. It in not necessary to bare the rights of the people 
“interwoven with the law"; it is suficient that they are not for 
bidden by the law, The admirers of the work of Dr. Stockham 
have no desire to promote the circulation of literature forbidden 
by the law; bat they comtend that it is misconstroction of the 
law to hold that the Instruction imparted in her books is in any 
way “obacene or indecent,” 

The learned judge gratuitously injects toto his comment the 
phrase “ro that the young may itara them.” It Is highly improd- 
able that the young would be luterested enough in Dr. Stock- 
ham'‘s books to read them. Such an objection might be apptied to 
the Bible or to many medical books which a child might read. 

ARK UPHELD DESPITE BULIXG, 

"I believe Mra, Stockham had po Intention of violating the 
law,” continued Judge Lethea, in anounciag the conviction of ber 
baslones manager, Dr. K4ward D Bockwith, “bot this man, a 
Harvard graduato and a physician, 35 years old, has been In thie 
business for alx yoara Me should have known better.“ 

The inference te that Dr. Beckwith had the latention to vic 
late the law, an intention which I am sure Dr, Beckwith would 
indignantly deny. "He should have known better.“ Better than 
what? Better than Dr. Stockham, who bas given more than forty 
years of her lite to the instruction ef women ia the functions of 
motherhood—better than se what is puro and what is impure, 
what le proper and what is impreper for every woman to know? 

Those who know Dr, Beckwith, including many clergymen 
and estimable women in Chicago, assert that be is a man of the 
highest moral character, thoroughly conscientious, who gave up 
the prospect of acquiring a tverative practice as a physician ie 
order to devote himself to what he regarded as a more important 
work for the benedit of humanity, the freedom of women from 
the ills due to thelr Ignorance of thelr physiological natures, 

There are at Umes joud calls for the repeal of the Comatock 
law concerning the use of the malls, bat this cry would sever 
de heard it the law was not sò frequently misused for the per 
secution of thore who etek to benefit humanity by imparting 
wholesome instruction, The law is too sweeping because It cons 
not make clear what “Improper” literature le, Dut it Is strange 
that a federal Judge in this enlightened twentieth centary could 
be found who would place such booke as Dr. Stockham's under 
the ban of that i Jonathan Mayo Crane, in “Chicago Record: 
Herald,” Sunday, Jane 11, U8.

and essayist, G. Bernard Shaw, becasso those books coetaio plaisly- 
worded critieeme upon the present popular sex cthies of wodern 
civilization is Europe and America. In other works, Mr, Shaw's 
writings show very clearly that be lp by no means an admirer of 
modern institutional marriage se a hasis or as dard of sex mor 
ality. 

In reply to an inqeiry from the London corresponidest of the 
New York Times, asking what the dramatist thooght of the action 
of the poblie librarian in New York in placing bie booke om ‘‘the

About the time whes the Christians became domisant in the 
Roman empire there happened one of the most extraordinary cot- 
breaks of etlichen that the world has ever secu, Total abstinence 
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Bat the morals of chivalry, we cannot deny, were not pare, In the 
amusing Getion which seem to have been the only popular reading 
of the middle ages there reigns a licentious spirit, not of that slighter 
Kind which is uma) in each compositions, bat indicating a general 
Gesolatesem in the intercourse of the sexes, This bas often been 
toticed of Boccaccio amd the early Italian novelists; bot it equally 
tharscterised the tales sad romances of France, whether metrical or 
in pros, apd all the poetry of the Tronbadoura. The violation of 
marriage vows passes in thems for an incontestable privilege of the 
brave and the fair.’ Here we here a clear case of a rise in the 
estimation of women going kasd in band with s break up of puritan 
morals 

In whieh modern nation have women achieved most? Undonbt- 
elly in France. Ne other country has prodoced anything Fike the 
umber of great women that France has dose, Mobis, Joas of 
Are, Agnes Sorel, Margaret of Navarre, Nivon de l'Enclos, Madame 
de Strignd, Madame Roland, Madame de Staal, George Sand, Ross 
Bosheur, Louise Michel and Sarah Bernhardt make a lint of women 
remarkable in um bern and variety of taleot and extending over 
masy centarien. Not only has France prodoced maoy distinguished 
women, bet ween have always had very greet late on the 
publio affsirs of that country, Whee France was almost conquered 
kr tbe English she was rescued by two women, Joan of Are and 
Agnes Sorel. During the revelation the leader of the Girondists 
was Madame Roland. These were women of exceptional ability, bat 
is almost every generation there have teen some women of sufficient 
capacity and Inflecece to write their sames deep in the history of 
the country. 

Now what are the relations of the sexes in France! It ie hardly 
necemary to ask. During ber whele history France has hed an 
rechen record for laxity of the marriage tie. Many of the great 
women T have seamed are known to have otterly dicregarded the 
conventional proprictics, and Ninos de l'Enclos, Madame de Stan 
and George Band are among the most celebrate! varictists in history.
